ware, the sources said. 

A retired general said P200 
million from the CMF has been 
earmarked as the contingency 
funds of the chief of staff since 
Angelo Reyes’ term.

Yes, PR money and a lot of 
luck, which means being in the 
right place at the right time, like 
bumping into a general in a su- 
permarket while he is with a very 
young and sexy lady who does 
not, from any angle, look like his 
wife. 

These were the actual words of 
а supplier of the Armed Forces 
who began transacting business 
with the AFP as early as 1974.

Norma volunteered to join the. 
German military after finishing 
junior high school to study 
medicine. She received her li- 
cense last year and is now train- 
ing to become a surgeon in prepa- 
ration for deployment overseas to 
countries requiring German med- 
ical help. 

Norma was born in 1978 in 
Baguio City where the elder 
Schwartzes had settled and at a 
time when her father was shut- 
ting between Germany and the 
Philippines. 

‘According to her mother, Norma 
had a normal childhood. She is a 
voracious reader and speaks Ger- 
man, French, English and Filipino. 


She studied in German ele- 
mentary schools, and took a one- 
year break to finish junior high 
school in the United States before 
embarking on a military career. 

“Her rise in the German mili- 
tary was an unexpected windfall 
from my background as а nurse 
and Michel's post in the German 
Defense Ministry High Office,” 
said Norma Cristeta. 

The young Norma's career in 
the German military calls att 
tion to Germany's indirect con 
bution to the modernization of 
the Philippine military. 

In between his directorial post 
at the German Defense Ministry 
High Office, Michel Schwartz was 
juggling a teaching career train- 
ing future Philippine generals at 
the German General Staff College 
from 1980 to 1997. 

The German exchange study 
program was drawn up during 


the regime of the late dictator 
Ferdinand Marcos, and the Ger- 
man General Staff College cours- 
es on tactical evaluation and 
quick military response became a 
prerequisite for obtaining a gen- 
eral'sstar. 

The program has since been 
discontinued because of the 
country’s deficit problems, ac- 
cording to retired Brig. Gen. Ra- 
mon Ong, former chief of the 
54th Engineering Brigade, one of 
the program's beneficiaries. 

Scwartz taught many Filipino 
senior military officials about 
military ethics and tactical skills, 
which provides ап interesting 
counterpoint to the scandal now 
engulfing the Armed Forces.

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Lacson ‘perched in same 
tree’ as Garcia, say solons

'UNAMUSED congressmen investigating the al- 
leged unexplained wealth of a military general 
yesterday took exception to Sen. Panfilo Lacson's 
Temarks on Friday that they, too, had received 
kickbacks from suppliers and contractors. 
Majority Leader Prospero Nograles said Lac- 
son was not only barking up the wrong tree but 
‘was, in fac, “perched in the same tree” as belea- 
guered Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia, since the former 
police chief had also been accused of amassing 
hidden wealth by the United States government. 
"Senator Lacson cannot pontificate to law- 
makers regarding moral authority since, like 
Garcia, he too was accused of having dollars and 
ies abroad, which became the subject of 
investigation by US authorities. Nothing hap- 
pened in the matter, and we do not want the 
same happening to Garcia's case,” Nograles said. 
Не said it was unethical for Lacson to cast as- 
persions on those looking into the alleged unex- 
plained wealth of Garcia. Such "unfair criti- 
cism” against congressmen, he said, showed the 
senator's disdain for parliamentary courtesy. 
Deputy Speaker for Mindanao Gerry Salap- 
pudin said Lacson should not have assailed con-

THE DINNER at the Palace apparently did 
wonders. 

Malacafiang yesterday dismissed fears that 
a continuing investigation into alleged cor- 
ruption in the military's top ranks could hurt 
the morale of soldiers and spawn a mutiny. 

“Morale and discipline are the primary con- 
cems of the [military] command ata time when 
‘we are keeping a constant alert against terror- 
ism and insurgency” Press Secretary Ignacio 
Bunye said in a statement, explaining the un- 
scheduled dinner on Thursday which President 
‘Macapagal-Arroyo hosted for around 40 battal- 
ion and brigade commanders from Luzon. 

“There is no need for loyalty checks,” Bun- 
ye added. “The loyalty of our soldiers to the 
Constitution, the people and the chain of 
command is unbreakable.” 

Ms Arroyo met with the group of generals and 
colonels after the military brass monitored con- 
cerns aired by certain officers over the graft accu- 
sation against former Armed Forces ofthe Philip- 


gressmen for investigating Garcia and other 
military officers for alleged graft and corruption 
because the issues raised were damaging to the 
entire Armed Forces of the Philippines. 

‘The House leaders said the committees on 
national defense and on banks and financial 
intermediaries chaired, respectively, by Reps. 
Roilo Golez and Jaime Lopez, were fully 
aware of their responsibilities. 

Nograles said that based on official docu- 
‘ments from the US attorney general, Lacson had 
‘maintained from 1996 to 2001 several accounts 
in American banks amounting to $1.4 million. 

Lacson is facing pending criminal cases before 
the Ombudsman which were based on the report 
submitted to the Department of Justice in 2001 
and 2002 under the RRUS Mutual Assistance 
‘Treaty. Commissioner Miles Е Ehlrich, US attor- 
ney for the North District of California, US At 
ney David W. Shapiro and Criminal Division 
Chief J. Douglas Wilson prepared the report. 

Nograles said the senator should help in 
the effort to reform the AFP instead ofcriticiz- 
ing congressmen for their resolve in ferreting 
ош the truth regarding the unexplained 
wealth of Garcia, Lacson's “mistah” in Philip 
pine Military Academy Class 1971.

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DSWD exec convicted of graft

FOR BUYING second-hand typewriters in- 
stead of new ones, they got fairly long prison 
terms. 

‘The Supreme Court has upheld the convic- 
tion for graft ofa former assistant regional di- 
rector of the Department of Social Welfare 
and Development who approved the anoma- 
lous purchase of more than P200,000 worth 
of typewriters. 

Ina 13-page decision, the tribunal affirmed 
the Sandiganbayan ruling convicting former 
DSWD Cagayan Assistant Regional Director 
Rosalia M. Dugayon and her accomplice, 
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Jesse G. Callangan, for violating the Anti- 
Graft and Corrupt Practices Act. 

“(Dugayon) accepted the second-hand 
typewriters, contrary to the requirement to 
buy brand new units, and allowed payment 
for them at the price of brand new units,” the 
tribunal said in a decision penned by Associ- 
ate Justice Leonardo Quisumbing. 

"Without hesitation, we find that this trans- 
action defrauded and caused injury to the 
government," it said. 

Dugayon and Callangan, who supplied the 
typewriters, were each sentenced to from six 
to nine years in prison and ordered to jointly 
indemnify the government P97,690. 

The court said the government paid 
P239,490 for the typewriters when the actual 
cost of the “rebuilt/reconditioned” ones was 
only P141,800. 

A third accused, supply officer Rogelio 
Hipolito, is still at large. 

Dugayon was also perpetually disqualified 
from holding public office.

Napolcom silence

ZAMBOANGA del Sur Rep. Antonio Cer- 
illes yesterday questioned the National 
Police Commission's seeming lack of in- 
terest in investigating anomalies and al- 
legations of corruption in the Philippine 
National Police. 

Cerilles reminded Napolcom that Re- 
public Act No. 8551, or the PNP Reform 
and Reorganization Act, of which he was 
one of the principal authors, empowered 
itto investigate anomalies and irregular- 
ities in the police force. 

“Amid calls for lifestyle checks on po- 
lice officers and reports of alleged 
anomalies involving the conversion of 
funds, the cashing of checks of suspend- 
ed, dismissed and deceased policemen, 
and the placing of a seized Jaguar sedan 
in the custody of a police general, the 
Napolcom has surprisingly been silent,” 
Cerilles said. 

With the mandate of Napolcom, he 
said, the police force should not rely 
solely on its Internal Affairs Service 
(IAS) to investigate erring policemen. 

Like Napolcom, however, the IAS has 
been: getting flak for being a toothless 
watchdog, Cerilles said. 

"We want to know what Napolcom has 
done in terms of investigating anomalies 
inthe PNP and making recommendations 
to eradicate the problems,” he said. 

The same law mandates Napolcom to 
render to the President and to Congress 
an annual report on its activities and ac- 
complishments.

REMEDIAL LAW (CRIMINAL PROCE- 
DURE)—Waiver of constitutional safe- 
guard against double jeopardy in appeals 
from trial court convictions—An appeal 
from the sentence ofthe trial court implies а 
waiver of the constitutional safeguard 
against double jeopardy and throws the 
whole case open to a review by the appellate 
court. The latter is then called upon to ren- 
der judgment as law and justice dictate, 
whether favorable or unfavorable to the ap- 
pellant, This is the risk involved when the 
accused decides to appeal a sentence of con- 
viction, Indeed, appellate courts have the 
power to reverse, affirm or modify the judg- 
ment of the lower court and to increase or 
reduce the penalty it imposed. Ifthe present 
appeal is given course, the whole case 
against the accused-employee becomes 
open to review. It thus follows that a penalty 
higher than that which has already been im- 
posed by the trial court may be meted out to 
him.

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Tribe seeks end to mining on holy mount

MEMBERS of the Subanon tribe yesterday 
called on President Macapagal-Arroyo to or- 
der a Canadian firm to stop its mining opera- 
tions on a Zamboanga del Norte mountain 
that they hold sacred. 

‘Timuay Jose Апоу, leader of the Subanon 
tribe, said the group was a signatory to the In- 
digenous People’s Rights Act (Ipra) and had 
been awarded a Certificate of Ancestral Do- 
main Title covering their settlement on Mt. 
Canatuan in Siocon, Zamboanga del Norte. 

‘The Subanons have been living on Mt. 
‘Canatuan since the 17th century. 

“We entered into the Ipra and were aw. 
ed a certificate of ancestral domain title. 
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Thus, we cannot understand why the govern- 
ment is allowing Toronto Ventures Inc. to op- 
erate [there]," Anoy said at a news confer- 
ence in Quezon City yesterd: 

Апоу said the mining firm had desecrated 
the Subanon’s "altar" and its most sacred 
spot, the peak of Mt. Canatuan. 

"(Toronto Ventures)... has no respect for 
our people and our way of life. They bull- 
dozed the tip of the mountain, destroyed our 
most holy place, and in a matter of weeks, our 
community will be wiped out due to their 
mad drive for gold,” Anoy said.

Gen. Diomedio Villanueva as- 
sumed the post on March 28, 
2001, replacing Gen. Angelo 
Reyes who,was named defense 


secretary (and who is now interi- 
or secretary). 

Villanueva was succeeded by 
Gen. Roy Cimatu, who served for 
three months; Gen. Benjamin De- 
fensor, 69 days, and Gen. Dioni- 
sio Santiago, also three months. 


Arrival bonus 

One of the retired generals said 
that at the height of the "revolv- 
ing-door policy" one incoming 
chief of staff “had the gall to de- 
mand an arrival bonus.” 

The source said the money was 
hastily raised from contractors and 
“conversions.” It amounted to 
"about P300 million,” said the 
brigade-level colonel in Mindanao. 

"When 1 saw them on televi- 
sion, I had a good laugh,” he said

A standard practice is called 
“RIS” (for “return to sender”), 
which can only be done in ca- 
hoots with officers in charge of 
fund management, the Army 
colonel said.

If the contract is fastracked and ap- 
proved at once by all the signatories, 
the PR money is still released, accord- 
ing to this supplier, to show “gratitude” 
to those who processed your paper.

 Camaraderie pays off 

"Sometimes the signatory is not 
around, maybe he is in a conference. 
People left and right have to sign the. 
papers and the supplier cannot find 
them. That is when camaraderie with 
the staff pays off,” she said. "When 
the official arrives, they will make 
sure he signs the papers. We look at 
PR money as goodwill. It is nota bribe 
and they don’t ask for it.” 

Iris like giving a birthday blowout, 
the supplier said. 

Some of the contacts of this supplier 
were lieutenants and captains in the 
"70s. Most of them are generals now, still 
active, but some had retired, she said. 


‘The supplier said that compared to the 
martial law years, there was more red 
tape now when dealing with the AFP 

"Then, there was always money, 
the funds were always there, espe- 
cially because then we were getting 
aid from the United States because of 
the US bases,” she said. “If they said 
the funds were available, they would 
issue you a check at once.’ 

"Now... you have many people to talk 
to. Your papers have to go through many 
hands and there is more red tape. They 
said that it is transparency. But the truth 
is, to us supplier, it only means that we 
need to have a bigger PR budget.” 


Patienceis virtue 

Sometimes, she said, payment 
could take years. 

"you really need patience in trans- 
actions with the government, espe- 
cially in these recent years. It is so 
hard to collect. Even if the transac- 
tions have been completed, they keep. 
saying there's still no money. But you 
remain patient. Thats part of the 
business." 

What about luck—how does it 
come into play? 

The supplier recalled the early years 
when she began transacting business 
with the AFP At that time, she was virtu- 
ally unknown to the circle of officers in- 
volved with procurement. 

One Sunday moming, lady luck 
kissed her. 

She was in a supermarket when 
she bumped into a general who had 
her papers pending on his desk. 
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General holding hands with sexy lady 

She saw the general first, He was holding 
hands with a very sexy lady who looked like 
someone from the movies. 

“What should I do? Should I let myself be 
seen by them or should I avoid them." 

That was her dilemma, said the supplier 
about the incident that spelled a big differ- 
ence in her career as a military supplier. 

“1 decided to let them see me. I made sure 
that we would run into each other at the meat 
section of the supermarket,” she said. “Then I 
said to him, ‘Sir, how are you?” He turned 
pale. The girl attached to him like an anchor 
heard what I said. "Don't worry, Sir, I said. 1 
didn't see a thing,” the supplier said, savor- 
ingthe memory. 

The next day, the supplier was at the gener- 
al'soffice. 

Normally she was the last of his callers to be. 
entertained. Sometimes, she would even be 


told to come back the next day. 

But that moming, she was the first to be al- 
lowed to see the general. 

There was no mention of the chance en- 
counter in the meat section. 

All the general did was ask het if she need- 
ed her papers signed. 

"Yes, sir, 1 hope so. I've been coming here 
for a month now” she recalled telling the 
general. 

That same morning, the contract and her 
check were released.

Minority Leader Aquilino Pimentel Jr, who 
earlier said he had received information on 
the supposed CIA hand in the corruption case 
against Maj.

“The hand of America is here, and itisa sig-, 


nal to Gloria (Ms Arroyo) that things are not 
well between her administration and the 
Americans," Pimentel said in an interview at 
the Westin Philippine Plaza hotel in Pasay 
City, where the Senate was holding a two-day 
strategic planning workshop. 

"A weakened presidency is always ripe for 
the shoving,” he said. 

Pimentel said the only way for Ms Arroyo to 
keep the presidency was to ensure that Garcia 
and whoever “plundered the money” of the 
soldiers were punished. 


Trashing PDI 

“That's about the only way she can get pop- 
ular support to keep her in power. Since she 
has no support outside, she can get the sup- 
port here,” the senator said, 

Pimentel's remarks on Friday about the al- 
leged CIA connection, as reported yesterday 
in the Ingumer, prompted US Ambassador 
Francis Ricciardone to trash his copy of the 
newspaper. 

“1 saw the headline. I didn’t read it. I tossed 
[the Ingunn} aside. It didn't make sense to 
me," Ricciardone said hours after attending 
ceremonies marking the 106th foundation 
anniversary of the Philippine Military Acade- 
my in Baguio City. 

He added: “I cannot imagine how anyone 
can see a CIA connection. Our own view is 
that [the corruption scandal] is God-sent in a 
way Allegations come and go, and things 
don't change. Here we hear a very serious set 
of allegations coming out, and the AFP react- 
ing very responsibly, with great determina- 
tion to do something about it. 

"1 believe this time [the Philippine govern- 
men's response to corruption] is for real, and 
this country is going to reach its tipping point 
where you have honesty breaking out. [This 
problem and its solutions) could be historic. I 
have confidence in this country.” 

Asked to comment on Pimentel’s remarks, 
AFP Chief of Staff Gen. Narciso Abaya said: 
"I'm not aware of any conspiracy theory" 


It doesn’t matter 

Malacafiang’s position regarding РЬ 
mentes remarks is that it didn’t matter 
where the information on Garcia's unex- 
plained wealth came from. 

"What is important is what the government 
is doing to address the allegations, and it is 
very clear that the government is determined 
to unearth the truth, prosecute the offenders 
and clear the names of those who were not in- 
volved,” Press Secretary Ignacio Bunye said in 
an interview with RMN radio. 

Bunye said the Arroyo administration was 
committed to pursue the case against Garcia 
and come up with a credible result. He said 
three investigations were ongoing—by the 
Ombudsman, the House of Representatives 
and the military. 

He also pointed out that it was Filipino 
journalist Jarius Bondoc who exposed the 
сазе of Garcia's two sons who were held in 
San Francisco by US customs authorities for 


not declaring $100,000 they were carrying 
during a trip last December. 

Bunye would not directly comment on Pi- 
mentel's statement that the CIA blew the 
whistle on Garcia because the US government 
was angered by Ms Arroyo's decision to pull 
the Philippine contingent from Iraq. 

“The President has explained her decision 
оп [Filipino hostage] Angelo de la Cruz and 
she said it was consistent with our national in- 
terest, She said she is not apologizing for her 
decision. If there was a misunderstanding, we 
believe this will pass,” Bunye said. 

He said the Philippines and the United 
States had “a long history” 

“This relationship matures, and we contin- 
ue to pursue our goal of being active in the 
fight against terrorism,” he said. 


Possible plot 

Pimentel said it was possible that the CIA, 
or other US agencies, could orchestrate a plot 
to overthrow Ms Arroyo and replace her with 
another official to keep the Philippines a "loy- 
alally" 

He pointed out that the CIA was involved in 
the downfall of presidents of Latin American 
countries in the 1970s, and also helped over- 
throw the late strongman Ferdinand Marcos 
in 1986, 

Asked whether RP.US relations were be- 
yond repair, Pimentel said: “I would not say so 
because the US needs us. There's no question 
about that. The US needs us because of the 
cliché that we are strategically located. It 
can't say, ‘We will let go of the Philippines.'So, 
either they repair the problem with Gloria, 
Tor] if they feel that it is beyond repair, then 
Gloria isin big trouble.” 

Pimentel was skeptical that the tide would 
turn in Ms Arroyo's favor should Sen. John 
Kerry win the US presidential election next 
month. 


Democrats kinder to RP 

"Well, the Democrats in general have al- 
‘ways... treated us with more compassion than 
the Republicans,” Pimentel said. "But when it 
comes to US policies, the best interest of the 
Americans, whether Democrats or Republi- 
cans, will be their top priority. If they feel that 
Gloria has become а liability, whether it's Ker- 
ry or [US President George W. Bush], they will 
dump her also.” 

Pimentel suggested that Ms Arroyo be 
forthright in the corruption scandal and sanc- 
tion Garcia accordingly. 

“One of the things that seems to inhibit such 
ап action is the deafening silence, or the frus- 
trating inaction, of her own secretary of па- 
tional defense, Nonong Cruz,” Pimentel said. 

He said Cruz has maintained a “sphinx-like 
silence” toward the issue "in spite of the fact 
that what is happening in the Armed Forces 
today is definitely a part of his turf.” 

Ricdardone himself warned the govern- 
ment against a whitewash in the ongoing in- 
vestigations, 

“The opposite [of US support for the gov- 
ernment), I'm afraid, is also true,” he said. "To 
pretend that this is something to be over- 
looked, to be swept under the rug, then I 
think you'll find foreign confidence, as well as

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Debt relief 1 


qe 11 senior economists from the University of the 


Philippines School of Economics did the country a 

signal service when they issued their now famous 
paper on the deepening fiscal crisis. But their analysis of 
the “real score on deficits and the public debt” is relative- 
lysilent on a crucial question: debt relief. 

Like the classic Sherlock Holmes tale, the UP 11 paper 

is remarkable because of the dog who 

EDITORIAL did not bark. In their analysis, the 

economists note that current national 

government spending is at its lowest in a decade, “net of 

interest payments.” In other words, if we remove interest 

payments for both local and foreign debt from the equa- 

tion, government spending is actually smaller now than it 
was two administrations ago. 

The growing public debt, then, is part of the problem; it 
may in fact be the root of it. Consider, for instance, the fact 
that the national government budget cannot fund all our 
development needs. Much of it goes to salaries, mainte- 
nance and operating expenses, local governments—and 
debt service. With very little left to spare, the budget can- 
not possibly provide the economy what it needs. And yet it 
isa budget we cannot even afford; we have to borrow even 
more money to pay for it (hence the deficit). 

But the option of debt relief (the telltale dog in the debt 
narrative) is not discussed in the UP 11 paper. “But why 
does the UPSE step so gingerly around the public debt is- 
sue? Could it be because about 80 percent of the total 
debt is owed to foreign creditors, and dealing seriously 
with it will mean having to confront these lenders?” ask 
UP sociologist Walden Bello and Lidy Nacpil and Ana 
Marie Nemenzo of the Freedom from Debt Coalition. 

To be sure, the widely circulated critique from Bello 
and the FDC is less than completely intellectually honest. 
It tries to have it both ways, chiding the UP 11 for “ideo- 
logical bias” and then later attacking them for lacking “in- 
tellectual courage"—essentially, for failing to transcend 
that same bias. Now, someone who does not offer a par- 
ticular solution because he has defined the problem dif- 
ferently may be accused of many things, but by definition 
intellectual cowardice cannot be one of them. 

On the matter of "managing" the growing public debt, 
however, their criticism is to the point: "It is testimony to 
how full debt repayment according to the terms dictated 
by our creditors has become a sacred cow that the UPSE 
paper fails to even suggest [or] mention the possibility of 
managing it rationally.” 

‘This same sacred cow, more and more Filipinos are begin- 
ning to realize, has taken over the middle of the road, block- 
ing all progress. The result, in the technical language Bello 
and the FDC employ: "Along with the structural adjustment 
measures imposed under the guidance of the World Bank 
and the International Monetary Fund, the strategy of mak- 
ing debt repayment the national priority—which has been 
followed by every administration since Marcos—has creat- 
ed a condition of structural stagnation...” 

How do we coax the sacred cow to move and get out of 
the way? 

Perhaps the time has come to reconsider debt relief. 

‘We do not suggest outright repudiation, although some: 
debts, such as the one incurred at grossly disadvanta- 
geous terms to fund the Bataan Nuclear Power Plant, 
qualify for it. We do not suggest a debt moratorium ei- 
ther; itis critical to collaborate with every single creditor. 

What we do suggest is debt renegotiation, starting with 
the debts incurred by the Marcos regime.

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Chief Justice Enrique M. Fernando 


1WAS desolated to learn of the death of former 
Chief Justice Enrique M. Fernando last week at 
age 89. He was one of the most erudite mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court, which he headed 
from 1979 until his retirement in 1985. An un- 
compromising libertarian and а staunch de- 
fender of the democratic ethic before, he im- 
paired that image when he sided with Ferdi- 
mand Marcos during martial law and, as he put 
it, “legitimized” the dictator's abuses. Many of 
his admirers, including me, were disappointed 
and felt betrayed. 

Until his confinement in the hospital this 
year, he often visited the high tribunal and at- 
tended its programs and functions. He was 
proud to say that many of its members were his 
students in the UP College of Law during his 
early years as a professor, along with Ambrosio 
Padilla, Vicente Abad Santos, and Ramon 
‘Aquino. His students on the Court during my 
time included Teodoro Padilla, Florentino Feli 
ciano, Hugo Gutierrez, Marcelo Fernan, Fleri- 
да Ruth Romero, Camilo D. Quiason, and oth- 
ers. 

Т was one of them, in his class in Political 
Law in the first year. As 1 teasingly told him 
many years later in the presence of his wife 
Emma, I did not learn much from him because 
һе was then obsessed with his future bride, 
who was then in the senior year. When lectur- 
ing to us, the young professor often lost his 
train of thought every time his lady love passed 
by on the corridor. The couple smiled at the 
recollection because it was true. Despite his 
shortcomings, and mine, he gave me a grade of 
2, which was respectable enough for me. 

When I was on the Court, he often visited 
me for a few minutes of conversation. Î 
thought earlier that he must have some ге- 
quest or suggestion to make in connection with 
some case, but 1 learned later that all he in- 
tended was a short social visit. I think he was 
that way with the other justices he had taught 
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їп college. Once he invited Teddy Padilla and 
me (we, were classmates) to lunch at a 
Japanese restaurant and we had an amiable 
time discussing not law but current political is- 
sues. 

T will have to say now that when I was the 
dean of the Lyceum School of Law, Sotero Н. 
Laurel, our president, sounded me off about 
the possible appointment of Fernando to the 
faculty. 1 objected because of his rather tyran- 
nical manner in the classroom and predicted 
that his students (in the Lyceum, not UP) 
would protest and strike. 1 thought that was 
the end of the matter but was surprised later to 
learn that Teroy had appointed him just the. 
same without my previous knowledge and 
consent. 1 resigned. Fernando knew about this 
but did not hold it against me. Later he called 
me up to ask me to take over his class when the 
students struck as had feared. 

Iking, as his friends called him, specialized 
їп Constitutional Law in his teaching and prac- 
tice, He was more knowledgeable than many 
‘American lawyers in their own jurisprudence 
оп the subject and could quote from memory 
Justices Holmes, Cardozo, Brandeis, and other 
eminent jurists, as well as our own Justice Lau- 
rel, for whom he had a special admiration. He 
co-authored a book on the Constitution with 
another esteemed colleague, Lorenzo M. Tafia- 
dda, He was an active member of the Civil Liber- 
ties Union, together with Jose W. Diokno, Clau- 
dio Teehankee, and other libertarians. Except 


for his lamentable defection in support of the 
despot during the martial law era, he was peer- 
less in the defense of human rights. 

In my book, "Res Gestae,” I made some un- 
complimentary remarks about his disappoint- 
ing tolerance, even active justification, of the 
martial law regime. 1 quoted a concurring 
opinion of his (to Justice Barredo's slavish ado- 
ration of Marcos) in which he praised "the im- 
pressive performance of the President and the 
First Lady in improving the quality of life of the 
Filipinos, reviving our valued virtues and tra- 
ditions, and enhancing the dignity of the na- 
tion." Many people, especially his students, 
were perplexed Бу his volte face. His advocacy 
of republicanism and individual liberty had 
earlier earned him much popular acclaim. 

Yet for all my open disapproval of his es- 
pousal of the discredited Marcos regime, Fer- 
nando exhibited no displeasure or hostility to- 
ward me. We remained friends and he made 
то mention at all of my adverse commentaries. 
оп his mistaken loyalties. Looking back now, 1 
feel some remorse over my impatient cri 
cisms. I am consoled, though, that he would 
have understood and defended my freedom 
of expression, which he regarded as an article 
of faith. 

Fernando was first and foremost a consum- 
mate academician. He graduated magna cum. 
laude and valedictorian from the UP College of 
Law and earned his masteral degree in Yale as 
the first Filipino Sterling Fellow. He was later 
conferred the degree of Doctor of Laws, hon- 
oris causa, by the Centro Escolar University 
and by a university in South Korea, He truly de- 
served to be acknowledged as an estimable 
and superior Scholar of the Law. 

Enrique M. Fernando had his imperfections, 
like all of us, especially when he strayed from 
the path of freedom during the Marcos mis- 
rule. But he was a cherished friend for all that 
frailty, and I deeply grieve over his passing. 


Not what you think 


SOMEONE once told me that if a man is bald 
оп the forehead, he is a thinking man; ifa man 
is bald on the crown, he is a sexy man; ifa man 
is bald on the forehead and on the crown of his 
head, he thinks he's а sexy man! 

In today's Gospel (Lk. 18, 9-14), Jesus 
reprimands those who think of themselves 
as more righteous or better than others. 
Humility is the key. Only if we are humble 
can we really experience who God is, and 
only if we are humble can we know who we 
really are. Humility is the best starting 
point. With humility we can't go wrong, for 
“whoever makes himself out to be great 
will be humbled, and whoever humbles 
himself will be raised.” In fact, a lot of our 
relationship problems can be solved if we 
learn humility, honesty and respect, and 
we make God, rather than ourselves, the 
standard. 5 

Some people are good, so darn good, but 
they are not humble, They think and make 
themselves believe that they are good, then 
they make others know how good they are. 
They even, perhaps, consciously or uncon- 
sciously believe that they do deserve God's 
love because oftheir goodness. Wrong. Wrong. 
Wrong. Such people would do well to remem- 
ber that all of us are sinners; being good is not 
a contest; none of us deserves God's love, 

Try the expression “my goodness!” It is a 
beautiful reminder that whatever goodness 
we have comes from God. It is a sharing in 
goodness. It is an acceptance that our good- 
ness is not just our achievement but God's 
goodness shining through us, There is noth- 
ing to boast about, but there is alot to praise 
God for whenever we are good and whenev- 
erwedo good, 

When I look back, I remember people who 
were disciplined, diligent, hardworking and 
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brilliant, Many of them I admired, but many of 
them I despised because of their arrogance and 
pride. The former were humble, inspiring, and 
edifying, while the latter were so full of them- 
selves, with no room for God's grace working 
in them, Is your life of one big grace or of one 
big ego trip? 

Given a little prodding, any parish priest. 
will tell you that many times, the biggest 
problems in the parish arise from people 
who claim or self-proclaim themselves to be 
those closest to the parish or to the parish 
priest himself. I do not at all deny their in- 
valuable help and contribution to their 
parishes, but many of these well-meaning 
and enthusiastic lay helpers could make the 
life of their parish priests miserable with 
their petty quarrels among themselves and 
with their constant comments on how 
things should be done, They claim to do all 
these for the good of the parish, but under- 
neath all these is the desire for recognition, 
position, control, and admiration, May we, 
clergy and lay people alike, learn to serve 
the Lord with humility, with no expectation 
for reward and without vanity, Service is not 
for fame or glory. 

What can we say about politicians who 
clainito be public servants, and who readily re- 
cite and remind the people, at any given op- 
portunity, their litany of achievements and ac- 
complishments? They even make thelr "sacri- 
fices" for the good of the nation known, while 


. they go on committing sacrileges against our 


people and nation. And the thing is they get 
away with this! They can manipulate and fool 
‘our people without suffering its consequences! 
їс is really disgusting that so few can control 
and manipulate the lives of so many in our 
land. 

Just now, I paused for a moment of 
prayer. just realized that I myself may have 
taken the pharisaic position when 1 criti- 
ized the petty-minded lay helpers in our 
parishes and the deceiving politicians in our 
midst, But there is a difference: A Pharisee 
criticizes others to uplift himself, while a 
prophet criticizes others to uplift the truth. 
When you criticize others, is it for yourself 
orisit for God and the truth? 


Next week, especially on All Soul's Day, we 
are reminded by the Church about death and 
eternal life, The bottom line is not what we 
think, and not what others think, but what God 
thinks we are. We can fool others, we can fool 
even ourselves, but, we can never fool God. 
‘The best prayer, the best starting point for any 
prayer is: "Lord, have mercy on me, a sinner.” 
‘Take the road of humility, and you're on the 
right road.

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THE GOOD NEWS. The Philippine Air Force has 
45 brand-new pilots including two females—First 
Lt. Pinky Moises of Iloilo City and First Lt, Cheryl 
Luna of Zamboanga City, both members of Officer 
Candidate School (OCS) Class of 1999-B. The en- 
tire batch belongs to the Military Pilot Training 
Class of 2004 which graduated 10 days ago at Fer- 
nando Air Base, Lipa City. The topnotcher of the 
group is First Lt. Éric Ricafrente of Marinduque 
who was awarded the PAF Commanding General's 
Medal for highest overall proficiency in both flying 
and academic work. Incidentally, the commandant 
of the PAF Flying School, Col. Edgardo Rene Sa- 
monte, served as my senior aide when I headed 
the Air Force immediately after the Edsa Revolu- 
tion. He informed us that most of the new gradu- 
ates will be assigned to the 205th Tactical Heli- 
copter Wing as well as the 15th Strike Wing where 
they will undergo helicopter specialization. This is 
in line with the expected arrival of additional 
choppers from the United States as announced by 
PAF chief Lt. Gen. Jose 1. Reyes. 

The bad news. With fewer aircraft available for 
training purposes, it is going to take longer to 
produce military pilots for the Air Force. This 
batch took 20 months to graduate as against the 
former average of 12-14 months. 

Оп Friday Lt. Gen. Efren L. Abu, the Army com- 
mander, takes over as AFP chief of staff. Abu, a 
member of PMA Class of 1972, assumes command 
of the Armed Forces at a time when the organiza- 
tion is being wracked by a scandal never seen be- 
fore entire history For any soldier, being 
named to the highest post in the AFP is usually an 
occasion for much joy and jubilation. But when 1 
called to congratulate him, General Abu sounded 
more like a person on whose shoulders a heavy bur- 
den had been placed. Yes, there was a note of happi 
ness and good cheer in his voice, but this was obvi 
ously tempered by the realization that the institu- 
tion he was about to head was going through some 
very rough times, times which called for sobriety 
and sacrifice and a new kind of leadership which 
‘would set the example for the officers and men. 


“SHE'S BACK!” the invitation from the good folks at 
National Bookstore proclaimed.

As you read this column, Abu is in Jakarta for a 
private meeting with Indonesia's new president, 
Susilo Bambang Yudhoyono (SBY) his classmate 
at Fort Leavenworth, home of the US Army Com- 
mand and General Staff School. Both belong to 
the Class of 1991. SBY is the second member of 
their class to become president of his nation. The 
first was Paul Kagami, president of Rwanda. This 
connection makes Abu a possible future ambas- 
sador to Indonesia. 

With Abu's move to Camp Aguinaldo, Maj 
Gen. Generoso Senga, Southcom chief, is tipped 
to be the next Army commander. Senga is also a 
member of Class 1972. 

Perhaps, this is the proper time to mention 
once again the issue concerning a fixed term of 
office for the AFP chief. General Abu will be re- 
tiring on June 24, 2005 barely eight months 
from now. As was mentioned in an earlier col- 
umn, we had five AFP chiefs in the short span 
of roughly three years—Villanueva, Cimatu, 
Defensor, Santiago, Abaya—and this situation 
proved disadvantageous for the Armed Forces. 
If the lowly barangay chief has a fixed term of 
three years, surely the AFP chief and the major 
service commanders deserve much more. 

‘The same holds true for the Philippine Na- 
tional Police leadership. Director General 
Edgar Aglipay was recently appointed PNP 
chief and his term was extended for a period of 
six months. What can we possibly expect him 
to accomplish in six months? Aglipay is al- 
ready talking about his retirement in Calama- 
niugan, Cagayan and going into farming. In 


Margie’s back 
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Neither, it seems, are they worried about the 
possibility that the word “depression” on the 
cover could turn off readers, or that a book 
about depression could be depressing. Against. 
that possibility, I am trusting in Margie's power 
to lace with humor and compassion her writing 
on even the most serious and sensitive of topics. 
‘Like love, depression has been trivialized,” 
she declares, stressing that her new book will 
not be on coping with low moments but rather 
with “clinical” depression, a prolonged and 
debilitating condition that affects one's pro- 
ductivity and relationships, and leaves one in- 
capable of finding pleasure in anything, even 
in Margie’s favorite topi 
“ON AVERAGE," says Margie, “clinical depression 
lasts for nine months,” the severity and length of 
the condition depending on a person's predisposi- 
tion (which some believe is inherited) and whe- 
ther he or she gets professional help. 

How does a person know whether he or she is 
going through a clinical depression or just gar- 
den-variety blues? Margie cites several signposts: 
the condition persists for at least two weeks, it re- 
sults in changes in appetite (eating too much or 
not at all), weight (losing or gaining) and sleep- 
ing patterns (inability to get out of bed or inabili- 
ty to fall asleep). But the sharpest indicator, she 
says, is “anhedonia,” when one no longer finds 
pleasure from things or activities that used to 
please, even “the smile of a child." 

When Margie first began writing her sex 
columns, critics accused her of pandering to

The general’s lawyer 


MANY who lived through martial law cannot look 
at a man in uniform without somehow recalling 
its horrors. It is a perceptual association that has 
survived the graying of memory. You have to keep 
telling yourself that the evil was in the regime, 
not necessarily in the individuals it used. 

Its not always easy to heed this voice. Thus it 
was with much satisfaction that 1 watched Maj. 
Gen. Carlos Garcia's grilling by a congressional 
committee. I imagined the young legislators who 
were questioning him to be the children of our 
generation leveling off she score for the count- 
jess activists summoned before military bodies 
during those dark years. For a while, I even forgot 
that Rep. Imee Marcos, who asked very sharp 
questions, was the dictator's daughter. 

Everything I detested in the military during its 
heyday—the smugness, the arrogance, the cor- 
ruption, and the malevolence—seemed to merge 
in the corpulent general's persona. So powerful 
was the wicked glow he émitted that f thought it 
gave even his seatmate—the kindly Gen. Narciso 
Abaya—a shadowy mien. If a man's culpability 
were to be determined by the way he looked, 
there was no question General Garcia was а 
guilty ma 

It was in the middle of these ruminations that 1 
suddenly caught a glimpse of the general's lawyer 
seated just beside him. Half-expecting а well- 
dressed lawyer from the countrys expensive law 
firms or a familiar face from the roster of champi- 
ons of lost causes, 1 was totally unprepared for 
what I saw. The general's counsel looked like my 
old friend Constantino В. de Jesus, my roommate 
in school and a dear brother. "That's not Tito," my 
wife assured me, "the chin is too small" "Of 
course, itis Tito,” 1 pressed, "without the goatee.” 
Only Tito buttons his cotton barong at the neck. 
“That's him," 1 said with increasing discomfort 
Tito is a competent, meticulous, low-profile 
lawyer of unassailable integrity. He certainly does 
not need the money or the publicity. What, in 
heaven's name, is he doing beside this man who 
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has practically been pilloried in public as a 
crook? 

Later that day 1 sent him this message: "You 
must have a reason for burdening yourself with 
such an indefensible case. I'm dying to hear it.” 
He replied, “I'l call you later” We met the other 
day and talked for about six hours about the prac- 
tice of law, the responsibility of lawyers, the 
Fragility of our institutions, and his own 32-year- 
career as a litigator, sometimes as a court-ap- 
pointed counsel for convicts on death row. 

“L hope you're being paid well," I said unfair

“I didn't know him from Adam," he said. "Peo- 
ple | imply cust asked me to help him, His 

irst lawyer had just withdrawn his counsel, and a 
congressional committee has been waiting to put 
him on the stand. 1 am a lawyer; a lawyer's oath 
‘makes no distinction on who to defend.” 

1 asked if he did not think it was necessary for 
his client to tell him beforehand what his story 
was. "No, things happened very fast. He was in 
the hospital. He was facing a congressional inves- 


tigation and he needed a lawyer to tell him what 
his rights were. In time, of course, 1 will have to 
know and be convinced by his account of the dis- 
parity between his declared income and the mon- 
ey and properties that he is supposed to own.”

been reading the book "Supreme Court Decisions 
as Philosophy" and marked a line in the landmark 
case of Conde v. City Judge Superable Jr: "When 
a litigant is therefore an individual for whom he 
(the judge) does not cherish kindly thoughts, he 
is called upon to show greater care lest inadver- 
tently he finds himself unable to resist the 
prompting of his emotions.” 

"This is a fascinating case," Tito told me. 1 
don't regret taking it. It is every lawyer's dream to 
contribute to the refinement of the law's meaning 
through jurisprudence." He said there are many 
novel elements in this case: the anti-money laun- 
dering law, the role of the Ombudsman, the prop- 
ег sphere of a court martial, etc. These and the 
whole politically charged atmosphere in which 
this case is being tried will test our resolve to pro- 
tect our institutions from the instant gratifica- 
tions of trial by publicity. 

How lucky for the general to have a bright 
lawyer who is neither a crook nor a crackpot. ithe 
is ultimately found guilty, my fear is that, in a cul- 
ture like ours, his lawyer would be made to bear 
part of his disgrace. Г asked Tito if this does not 
bother him. He smiled and simply said, no.

Possible alibis for 
unexplained wealth 


ATOUGH job lies ahead for the lawyers of beleaguered Army 
Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia. 

‘Their client is facing charges at the Office of the Ombuds- 
man and Court of Appeals in connection with his unex- 
plained wealth. A court martial will soon be convened by the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines to determine his liability un- 
der the Articles of War for the same offense. 

Depending on the 
evidence presented 
at the preliminary 
investigation, Ше 
Ombudsman may 
file a case of plunder 
against him and 
have him detained without bail for the duration of the trial 
like deposed President Joseph Estrada. 

Garcia's legal troubles are not confined in the Philippines. 
The properties in the United States that he and his family al- 
legedly own have been impounded by the US government 
pending resolution of the question of whether or not the 
money used to buy them came from lawful sources. 

Ifthe money that Garcia had earlier brought into the Unit- 
ей States was partly instrumental in his wife's and children’s 
securing legal residency—and later, American citizen- 
ship—then they could lose their citizenship due to false rep- 
resentations. The cancellation by the US government of Gar- 
Чаз green card shortly after his questionable bank accounts 
and real estate holdings were exposed could be portent of 
things to come for them. 

"Worse, they can be included in the criminal charges as ac- 
complices if it can be shown that they participated in Garcia's 
actions by allowing their names to be used in the acquisition. 
ofthe bank deposits and properties in question. 

Presumption 

At the outset, Garcia's defense is burdened by a "presump- 
tion of guilt." Under the Unexplained Wealth Law (or Repub- 
licAct 1379), when a public officer or employee has acquired 
during his incumbency an amount of property which is man- 
ifestly out of proportion to his salary as public officer or em- 
ployee and his other income and the income from legitimate- 
ly acquired property, the said property shall be presumed to 
have been unlawfully acquired. 

But this presumption is conditional or temporary. Thus, 
in Garcia's case, if he is able to prove that he acquired the 
properties in question through legitimate means, then the 
presumption that they were illegally acquired will be set 
aside. 

On the other hand, if he fails to show that those properties 
were acquired through lawful means, the impression of ille- 
gality becomes conclusive. And off to prison or the lethal in- 
jection chamber he goes, while the fruits of his crime will be 
‘confiscated by the government. 

‘The application of the “presumption of guilt” in Garcia's 
case is unavoidable. As a major general, he receives a 
monthly salary of P37,000, less the usual deductions. His 
latest Statement of Assets and Liabilities does not show that. 
he and other members of his family have other legitimate 
sources of income that can account for his fat bank ac- 
counts, landholdings in the Philippines and the United 
States, and the thousands of dollars that his wife and chil- 
dren have brought to the United States in past trips. 

The burden of overturning this presumption is not going 
to be easy. Garcia's lawyers have to come up with credible 
reasons for the unusual (to quote the words of Gen. Narciso 
Abaya) rise of his net worth in the light of his present com- 
pensation. 

Alibis 


The defenses that Garcia may invoke аге: inheritance 
from his or her spouse's relatives, winning the sweepstakes, 
successful family business, and loans or donations from rela- 
tives and friends. 

While these excuses look plausible, proving their truth can 
be difficult. All these defenses have paper trails that can be 
verified through public or private documents. 

In the inheritance alibi, the deed of donation or last will 
and testament of the dead relative and titles over the proper- 
ties have to be produced and proven authentic. These docu- 
ments can be counterchecked with the reputation in the 
community of the family that made the inheritance or dona- 
tion. In this intrusive society of ours, the names of families 
with "old money” or those of mere pretenders are of public 
knowledge. 

With regard to winning the sweepstakes and profitable 
business ventures, the validation can be done through offi- 
cial documents, such as, income tax returns, financial state- 
ments and other government records. 

There's a risk though in presenting these defenses: if the 
documents do not contain accurate information or the right 
taxes were not paid for the inheritance or donation, or the 
profits earned, expect the Bureau of Internal Revenue to go 
after the parties involved in the transactions for unpaid tax- 
es. 
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In an earlier statement, Garcia used the “loans and dona- 
tions" as an excuse to explain the source of the thousands of 
dollars that his son was last caught bringing into the United 
States. If he wants to maintain this defense, he better be 
ready to disclose the identity of his generous relatives and 


friends. ў 
Equally guilty 

There is no way any judge will allow the names of those 
benefactors to be kept under wraps and at the same time give 
credence to Garcia's self-serving claim that those dollars 
came from clean sources. 

‘And when those relatives and friends are identified and 
compelled to confirm their action, they should be fore- 
warned of the adverse consequences of not being able to 
prove that they have the financial resources, fully backed by 
income tax returns, to lend or donate to García the dollars in 
question. 

If they fail to prove their credentials, they may find them- 
selves facing perjury charges or, worse, included in the 
charge sheet as accessories to the crimes that Garcia is being 
accused of. 

In case these defenses fail, Garcia can fall back on his last 
card; finger-pointing. Why pick on me when other military 
top brass, senators, congressmen, Cabinet members'and lo- 
cal officials have fat bank accounts and extensive property 
holdings in the Philippines and the United States? 

It's the classic “let him who is without sin cast the first 
stone” argument that corrupt public officials like to invoke 
in defense of their action or when, in the privacy of their 
rooms, their consciences nag them about their ill-gotten 
wealth. 

It will take some time before the cases against Garcia can 
be resolved with finality. In the meantime, his name has 
achieved a peculiar connotation in the streets; it is not flat- 
tering, but Ali Baba will surely like it.

I doubt 
it can be done

ith the current focus on comup- 
tion in the military, there have 
been calls for the top brass to re- 
sign. Being a reformist myself, I would tend 
to subscribe to this school of thought, but I 
am constrained by one important question, 
Iftold to resign, will they willingly do so? 

While I truly think that making all of 
the top brass resign may pave the way for 
a much better organization, it may be too 
simplistic a solution given the history of 
corruption in the military. 

In the not too distant past, corruption in 
the military was talked about in certain cir- 
des and only in hushed whispers lest the 
powers that be get wind of one’s unsavory 
‘comments and make one eventually end 
up in some deserted vacant lot in Cavite 
being feasted upon by maggots. 

‘There were generals then whose tales of 
corruption and greed extended not only to 
immediate family members but also to their 
concubines. Evidence of unexplained wealth 
was gleaned from the flashy cars, splendid 
houses, tips abroad and extravagant 
lifestyle. Yet, one cannot ascertain how much 
‘money was actually involved. One can only 
surmise thatthe figure ran into millions. 

Gifts 

At present, the public is being given 
an idea of how much money can go in- 
to "gratitude gifts" and the like. We 
have been presented with facts and fig- 
ures of how being in the right position 
at the right time can be an excellent 
money-making venture even while in 
public service. 

Unfortunately, while many are ap- 
palled at these malpractice, no one is 
shocked. No longer whispered discreet- 
ly in selected circles, l'affaire Garcia is 
being discussed and dissected as thor- 
oughly in the palengke as much as in 
military circles. 

Corruption in the military has been 
happening so often and for so long 
that its shock value has greatly dimin- 
ished. Even the lower ranks are start- 
ing to realize that entering the mili- 
tary service does not necessarily mean 
sacrificing one’s comfort for “love of 
country.” 

Special breed 

Case in point: It has been reported 
that on several occasions basic infantry 
courses are sometimes canceled due to 
lack of students. Not many were inter- 
ested. On the other hand, while basic 
comptroller courses are sometimes 
canceled, it is never due to lack of in- 
terest. There are just too many stu- 
dents that not everyone can be accom- 
modated. 

The allure of the comptroller courses 
is, obviously, due to the fact that mi 
tary comptrollers hold the money. 
Moreover, the higher you go in the hier- 
archy of military comptrollers, the big- 
ger your "responsibilities." It has been 
bruited about that thís "special breed 
of men" is a brotherhood unto itself, 
looking out for each other's interests. 
Of course, this can never be proven by 
outsiders like you and me. Yours truly 
has always been an infantry man. 

‘Thus, while I do not wish to general- 
ize, my school of thought runs like this: 
If younger officers in positions of pow- 
er find it difficult to resign, how much 
more the top brass who wield greater 
power? 

This whole episode brings to mind a 
certain portion of the National Recovery 
Program, said to be controversial sol- 
dier and former senator Gringo 
Honasan's program of government. In 
it, he stated that all generals should re- 
sign. I believe he wanted to infuse the 
AFP with fresher blood, Or maybe, he 
just wanted to give the younger officers 
better role models. 

‘While I may agree, I have my doubts 

that it can be done.

HE INQUIRY into the alleged ill-gotten wealth of Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia spot- 
lights the corruption in the military. When a general, who receives a monthly 
salary of P36,015, transfers a total of P44 million (at the current exchange rate) to 
the United States, owns real estate in Manhattan and Ohio, and keeps more than P50 mil- 
lion in bank accounts in the country, he is likely to be getting funds from illegal sources. 
Itis generally believed that Garcia, a former comptroller in the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines, could not have amassed huge sums of money by himself. Some 100 gener-

hould the generals resign? Yes and 

no. They should resign for two rea- 

sons. First, if they still believe in the 
Honor Code, that “an officer does not lie, 
cheat, steal nor tolerate those who do,” 
that honor is stilla virtue of an officer and 
а gentleman—like government officials 
in Japan who resign and make a public 
apology for their misconduct. Perhaps, 
the shame is an atonement for their 
wrongdoing. 

The resignation of the generals would 
show a great example of leadership and

Rather than a breakdown of discipline, I pre- 
di there will be bener discipline once sol- 
diers realize that when the generals leave, 
better leaders will rise to work for their wel- 
fare. Besides, wiping out the generals would 
give the AFP a real fresh start at reform. 

Will they resign? Of course not. Why 
should they? They will not resign because it

is not in their nature despite what the Philip- 
pine Military had taught them—courage, in- 
tegrity and loyalty.

develop into a professional, forward-looking 
and honest institution. 

‘The generals will cover up, spin stories and 
confuse the people. In the hearings, they deny 
the existence of "conversion" when the Feli 
diano Commission has confirmed it. The gen- 
сліз are in a state of denial and should be 
ashamed of themselves. They know that they 
have violated every element of the Honor 
Code. They have lied to, cheated and stolen * 
from the people and they tolerated one anoth- 
ег.

Transforming, not reforming, the AFP

corruption is much evident in the 
Armed Forces of the Philppines 
(AFP) that it is pointless to give ex- 
amples here. Suffice it to say corruption is of 
such magnitude that ir prevents the AFP 
from accomplishing its mission. 

‘At the root of the AFPs flawed culture is 
the absence of the experience of defeat. De- 
feat is a Darwinian mechanism that elimi- 
nates the weak. 

Defeat at the hands of Napoleon com- 
pelled the Prussian reformers—Clausewitz, 
Von Stettin, Scharnhorst and Gneisenau—to 
re-examine and discard Frederick the Great's 
outmoded methods and establish the tradi- 
tion of military excellence that Germany has 
since been known for. 

Germanys defeat during two world wars 
does not diminish the fact that its military ex- 
cellence remains to this day During World War 
T it was Hitlers interference in purely military 
affairs that led to Germany's eventual defeat. 

"The threat of defeat also keeps the Israeli 
Defense Forces in constant state of operational 
excellence. Defeat compels organizations to 
engage in profound and honest self-criticism. 
Institutions that fail can be discarded and re- 
placed by organizations and procedures that 
‘work. Most importantly, defeat promotes in- 
novation and excellent intellectual effort. 

Besides not suffering defeat, the AFP has 
failed to recognize failure. Setbacks are ra- 
tionalized as not sufficiently disastrous so 
that they can be mitigated or ignored. The 
culture of cognitive dissonance that devel- 
oped within the organization encouraged 
‘commanders and their staff to ignore any 
fact inconsistent with official policy And as а 
matter of policy, the AFP never loses disas- 
trously This в made painfully dear by the lu- 
dicrous practice of awarding every year a 
Medal of Valor, the highest Philippine mili- 
tary decoration, which requires individual 
action “above and beyond the call of duty" 

Incredibly, the rebels our-bungle the APE

Deprived of the stimulus of defeat, the 
AFPS collective intellect began to atrophy 
Criticism is discouraged. More insidiously of- 
fice, who have risen to the highest postions, 
are co-opted by the inner circle of corruption 
тип by the comptroller cult, which has be- 
‘come the wielder of real power in the AFP. 

‘The only regular assessments being done 
in the AFP are the program reviews and 
analyses, a financial assessment sponsored 
by the comprrolles I is always well atend- 
ed mainly because of ts sumpruous meals. 

Setbacks are rationalized as temporary 
and unimportant. In the case of the cam- 
paign against the New People’s Army, preoc- 
cupation with the Mindanao situation is the 
official explanation. Important decisions are 
delayed and eventually sidelined. Problems 
are ignored or their resolution passed on to 
the succeeding set of commanders. Failure is 
tolerated and standards lowered. Mediocrity 
has given way to incompetence and the AFP 
values and belief system, its culture, has de- 
teriorated. 

Outrage 

Not all in the AFP share this culture. Indi- 
vidual officers are outraged and frustrated 
by the continuing series of failures. There 
are elements that recognize defeat and im- 
pending failure. In fact, it was apprehen- 
sion about an impending communist victo- 
ry in 1985 that provided the impetus for the 
Reform the Armed Forces Movement, 
Which led to the February 1986 Edsa revolt. 

In 2003, it was fear of an imminent soci- 
etal collapse caused by massive corruption 
and widespread incompetence that drove a 
few junior officers to launch the failed Oak- 
wood coup. 

Corruption “and incompetence are 
symptoms of a deeper flaw in the AFP and 
the defense establishment. 


‘The AFP must transforin itself or risk 
becoming irrelevant. 

“The first challenge is to accept that the AFP 
has to change. It has to realize that itis about 
tobe defeated. On its present course, the AFP 
wil increasingly isolate itself from the rest of 
society: Most ominously, it wil lose the coun- 
terinsurgency wars that itis fighting. 

The second and more difficult challenge is 
to determine how this change can be accom- 
plished. It is important to realize that mere 
reform will no longer work in the AFP The 
patientis too ill, the disease too far advanced 
for mere palliatives or soothing salves. 

To transform itself into a competent, pro- 
fessional and responsive force that is a 
source of national pride, the AFP has to un- 
dergo organizational transformation. It has 
to change not only the way it does things 
but the way it thinks and solves problems 
and, more importantly its values and be- 
lies. For organizational culture to change, 
the AFP has to start doing things in crucial 
areas that will send an unmistakable mes- 
sage throughout the organization, 

What are these areas? 

Organizational reform. No message 
would be more powerful than restructuring 
the AFR especially the integration of the De- 
partment of National Defense (DND), GHQ 
(general headquarters) and the major ser- 
vice headquarters into a single command en- 
tity. This major shift will involve three com- 
ponents: relocation of ай the major service 
headquarters to Camp Aguinaldo, consoli- 
dating the various staffs into two main divi- 
sions and the integration of the DND and the 
consolidated GHQ into one single agency. 

The physical transfer of the major service 
headquarters to GHQ will provide the es- 
sential shake-up to overcome organization- 
al inertia. The consolidation of the staff 
functions will provide the correct balance 
and focus between short and long-term 
concerns. The major service commanders, 
to be called “себ of staff” or “inspectors 
general" for their respective branches, shall 
be responsible for administration and logis- 
tics (personnel, raining, logistics). 


СНО shall be responsible for operations 
(intelligence, operations, civi military). All 
other staffs will be absorbed into the most 
relevant staff division. This consolidation will 
achieve economy, efficiency and effective- 
mess. Significantly, this change will relieve 
much of the restiveness among the junior 
ranks. The message it will send will be: "Now, 
were starting to really do something" No 
other change will have a greater impact on 
the entre defense establishment as this one. 

Fiscal reform. Exercise austerity, ratio- 
nalize the AFP budget and prioritize expen- 
diture according to its contribution to mis- 
sion accomplishment. Rationalize the bud- 
get pattem. On the average 85 percent of 
the Аппуз budget goes ro personnel ser- 
vices (salaries and allowances), 14 percent 
to maintenance and operations and only 1 
percent for capital outlay. Equipment is 
falling арап.

Legislative collaboration. Establish а 
collaborative working relationship with 
Congress. This body must face up to its re- 
sponsibility for national security by its deci- 
sions on the AFP budget and the laws that it 
passes, When the Senate terminated the US 
bases in 1991, it left the door open for Chi- 
nese occupation of the Spratlys In the ге- 
gion, the Philippines has the distinction of 
having the lowest defense budget. Yet, it 
alone is confronted with an insurgency. 

Raise bar of excellence. Recognize set- 
backs and take them seriously. Punish fail- 
ure, Stop the annual Medal of Valor cha- 
rade, Stabilize top leadership tenure. Selec-

‘Their combined income, he said, would not be 
enough to put their two children to private schools. 

Dr. Pedro Papio, JBLMRH training director, 
said Pilao’s leaving and JBLMRH's lack of

ther diminish the hospital's staff. 

This year, the hospital should have at least 68 
residents or doctors undergoing state training, 
he said, JBLMRH has only 44, or a deficit of 24 

“We've been feeling this in the last two years, 
Papio said of the reduction in the number of doc-

‘complementing the already lean medical force. 
He said many young medical graduates or 
even practitioners with 20 or 30 years of prac- 
tice behind them had shifted careers to nursing, 
Overseas, he said Filipino nurses are paid

Papio said the national trend shows medical

‘They have gone to London, the United States, 
Canada and Saudi Arabia, Papio said, showing а 
report tracking their places of employment. 

Pilao said he knows 80 people in his batch 
at the Far Eastern University and among his 
friends who have shifted to nursing. 

Pilao and the rest of the young doctors with 
JBLMRH are not only underpaid but also 
overworked, Papio said.

Boy Wonder’s world

OR A child who had mastered 

the alphabet at 15 months old 

and who, at two, began reading 
the Science Encyclopedia for Chil- 
dren, and, who, a year later, demand- 
ed to be sent to school, we asked Pete 
Abriel Laput, three years and 10 
months old, what book he would be 
reading in case it rains for days. 

“The weather in my Science book!” Pete, 
fondly called Dodoy replied. 

Pete's parents, Adelmo, 48, a former parish 
priest of Domingag, Zamboanga del Sur, and 
currently secretary to the Sangguniang Bayan 
of Mutia, Zamboanga del Sur, and Veronica, 
41, a government lawyer in Dipolog City, mo- 
tored to Iligan City to bring him to psycholo- 
gist Dr Miriam Cue because Pete was getting 
bored with his Kinder II lessons, 

In June this year, Pete was enrolled in Kinder 
1 in Dipolog City’s St. Mary's Academy. He had 
breezed through all the lessons so the next 
month, he was transferred to Kinder II. 

Kinder II teacher Rosely Reville told the N- 
QUIRER over the phone that "Pete is very intelli- 
gent but he lacks concentration sometimes and 
he doesn't like to write down his answers.” 

Just the same, we went over the test papers 
his proud mother had brought along for Dr. 
Cue's inspection. 

The handwriting in the workbooks were of 
a child's but the words were spelled correctly 
and written in their proper order unlike those 
of most kids his age. 


‘Walking dictionary’ 

‘This ability, Adelmo explains, may have 
come from his grandunde, tktol Cabilin, 
known as the “walking dictionary of Dapitan," 
the place of exile of national hero Jose Rizal. 

Tn his Kinder II workbooks and test papers, 
Pete perfected his monthly exams in Math and 
Computer with only one or two mistakes in En- 
glish, Science, Filipino and Christian Living. 

Reville said, Pete would often leave the class- 
тоот to look for a computer on the school build- 
ings third floor after his Computer class. 

On an ordinary day, if Pete isn't reading, he 
plays with his two younger brothers and 
watch his favorite TV programs on the Knowl- 
edge Channel, Disney Channel, Animal Plan- 
et and Cartoon Network. 

“At 10 months old, he would call out the al- 
phabet in his sleep and would be reassured 
only when he could feel his books under his 
bed," his mother said. 

Saying that there are no intelligence tests by 
Filipinos, Dr. Cue of the Megrez Behavioral Sys- 
tem & Services Consultancy translated for Pete 
in Bisaya most ofthe questions and instructions 
from the Culture Fair Intelligence Test, Scale 1; 
the Wechsler Primary & Pre-School Scale of In- 
telligence Test, and, the Full Scale IQ test for the 
3-year and 10-month-old group. 

Pete's IQ tests for the second day were barely 
over when he began to run around Cue's office. 

Cue said that when Pete first arrived and 
when he spotted а framed verse from 
Matthew (12:33) on the wall, he read this 
promptly and with ease: “People may doubt 
what you say but they will always believe 
what you do for the tree is known and recog- 
nized and judged by its fruit.” 

Did he understand what he was reading? 
‘The boy only smiled. 

Ав he began to get used to our presence, he 
showed us his book in Christian Living, enumer- 
ating the headings of each lesson and their cor- 
responding page numbers. He then instructed us 
which page to tum reciting from memory a po- 
em, "Beauty for the Seeing Eye,” going over the 
sounds — ("beeuuu-beeuut— beeuut—eeee") 
and laughing out loud at our mock surprise. 


Intellectually stimulated 

Dr Lerry Lao Valdez, who has a master’s de- 
gree in Reading from the University of the Philip- 
pines in Diliman, Quezon City, and a doctorate in 
Language Studies, said the boy may be "intelec- 
tually stimulated" but “he still has to develop 
emotionally, leam the visual discrimination of 
words as well as to associate meanings to words 
through his experiences and exposure,” citing 
the Schema and William Gray's reading theories. 

“He may know the grapho-phonics of 
words but he may not necessarily understand 
their meanings yet,” she added. 

And, if, on the other hand, this isn't an 
added ‘indication of Pete's high intelligence, 
consider the instance when he was asked 
about “psychology,” a word we picked at ran- 
dom and which he pronounced correctly. 

His answer: “Wa pa ko kabalo ana (1 don't 
know that yet)." And all this coming from a 
boy who wrote "No" to the statement: "Jesus 
died on the cross because of our sins.” It was 
his only error in а 20-item test in religion. 

He made the mistake because he was taking a 
map when the biblical story was told to his 
six-year-old classmates, according to his Kinder I 
teacher Reville. Apparently he is the only Kinder 
II pupil allowed to take a nap during class hours, 

Overa week later, the IQ test results showed 
that on the Culture Fair Test, Seale 1, Pete's 10 
was 161 (Very Superior) with his mental age 
placed at 6.5. In the Wechsler Primary & 
Pre-School Scale of Intelligence Test among 
the 3-year and 10-month-old group, his Verbal

1Q was 137 (Very Superior) while his Perfor- 
mance 10 was 142 (Very Superior) and 144 
(Very Superior) in the Full Scale 1Q test. 

In her report, Cue recommends a special 
teacher and a special school for Pete saying 
that Pete “could be considered a child prodigy 
given the right environment, motivation and 
proper education.” She however clarified that 
a child prodigy is called such after a period of

Army says 6 
Sayyaf men slain 


COTABATO CITY—Continued military opera- 
tions in Southcentral Mindanao last week re- 

sulted in the killing of at least six Abu Sayyaf

Col. Alfredo Cayton, chief of the Army's 
601: Infantry Brigade, said the combined 
forces of the Abu Sayyaf-and Abu Sofia, both 
linked with the Jemaah Islamiyah, have been 
engaging government troops in gunfights 
since Oct. 6 in Palimbang, Sultan Kudarat. 

He said the latest encounter, where the mil- 
itary had to use air assault, was on Oct, 20 in , 
Lake Sebu town in South Cotabato, 

“There was no body count" explained Cayton, 
"because the casualties (slain and wounded) were. 
taken along by their comrades in their withdrawal, 
‘But, according to field reports, four to six were seen. 
being dragged and carried as they retreated.” 

He said the government suffered no casualty,

 Janjalani and Isnilon Hapilon have been leading 
the bandits, They merged with the Abu Sofia, 
which is responsible for a series of kidnappings.

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Petty corruption starts 
in PMA, says Abaya

FORT DEL PILAR, Baguio City—Corruption 
begins at home. 

Gen, Narciso Abaya, Armed Forces 
chief of staff, said yesterday corrupti 
charges against some Philippine Military 
Academy alumni had their roots in their 
cadet days at the PMA. 

Abaya called this culture of corruption 
*pa-itlog-itlog na nagiging manok” (eggs 
that become chickens)” in his speech 
during the 106th Foundation Day of the 
PMA here. 

Abaya, who will retire on Friday, said 
the cadets have this term for petty extor- 
tion. 

“Shabbity,’ the euphemism that is 
used for petty extortion, has no place in 
the officer development process. As 
shared by another PMA alumnus in the 
(congressional) hearings (on alleged 
military corruption), petty extortions 
are tolerated infractions that give rise to 
the culture of corruption,” he said. 

^1 reiterate the relevance of eradicat- 
ing malpractices, especially the practice 
of obtaining personal favors under the 
guise of developing followership and 
military obedience in а subordinate,” 
Abaya told cadets and guests, who in- 
cluded United States Ambassador Fran- 
cis Ricciardone. 

But Abaya defended the foundations 
of the academy. 

“Fort del Pilar is where the lessons of 
history and the venerable academy tradi- 
tions combine to shape the future of the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines, and 1 
‘would even venture to say every institu- 
tion aligned to Philippine defense and 
security,” he said. 

But he admitted the PMA always took 
the brunt for scandals plaguing the mili- 
tary. 

“Ithas been espoused by some that it is 
the PMA’s ideal environment that should 
be blamed for deceptively conditioning

the minds of the cadets that everything 
exists in black and white," he said. 

“with minds nurtured in a world de- 
tached from reality, it is argued that the 
PMA, in a way, distorts the cadet's world 
view.” Abaya said the readily available 
amenities and privileges contribute to 
the charade as these develop a miscon- 
ception of what PMA graduates could ex- 
pect from a life in the military service. 

Abaya, a member of Class 1971, said 
critics fail to see PMA's impact on devel- 
oping character. 

“In PMA, there are rules, but outside 
its walls, they are at best only guides. Of- 
ten there will be deviations in actions 
and judgments in military service and at 
the end of the day, a (moral compass) 
should unmistakably point to only true 
north the very values of courage, integri- 
ty and loyalty,” he said. 

Maj. Gen. Cristolito Balaoing, PMA su- 
perintendent, said the PMA continues to 
pursue these goals, despite its fiscal 
deficit. 

He said the PMA would continue to run 
on a deficit after previous administra- 
tions increased the number of its cadet 
enrollees with the guarantee that it 
would receive a higher budget in 2003. 

“But the government reenacted the 
2002 budget, so we had to rely on (Abaya 
to send us more funds) for 2003 and 
2004,” Balaoing said. 

Prospects of a second reenacted bu 
get for 2005 could jeopardize PMA oper- 
ations further, he said. 

He said the PMA is running an invento- 
ry of all its operations to determine how 
to cut back on expenses. The PMA is retir- 
ing a giant Hollywood-style lighted bill- 
board bearing the PMÁ acronym, he 
said. 

Built by Class 1970 during the term of 
retired Maj. Gen. Rufo de Veyra, a former 
PMA superintendent, the PMA sign has 
been damaged by typhoons and is cost- 
ing the PMA huge electricity bills to op- 
erate, Balaoing said.

‘Ace, together with former actress Alona 
Alegre, was accused of estafa for allegedly 
stealing a rented car from businessman 
Manolito de Leon of Brism Philippines Inc. in 
1991. The case was filed with the Makati City 
Regional Trial Court that same year. 

The Makati City RTC convicted Ace in 
1992, according to Borja. 

“Ace is never mushy,” Beverly said: "He nev- 
er tells us about his worries. Whenever T ask 
‘Tow he is, he would always say OK lang. 

‘Their father Cesar Ramirez moved to the 
United States in 1975 after he broke up with 
their mother Alicia Vergel, leaving the young 
‘Ace and Beverly with their mother. Alicia died

By expanding the MMFF the film in- 
dustry hopes to attract a new audience 
for films that "would be of better quality, 
not the pito-pito or the X-rated” variety, 
hesaid. 

Pito-pito refers to the low-budget, 
quickly-made movies which directors 
completed in seven days. 

Alonzo said the MMFF needed addi- 
tional funds to make its national show- 
case work for the industry. 

MMDA originally demanded 100 per- 
cent of the MMFF amusement taxes of 
participating towns and cities, but MM- 
DA Chair Bayani Fernando, who met 
Baguio Mayor Braulio Yaranon last Oct. 
2, requested for a 60 percent share in- 
stead, Alonzo said, 

Fernando is also chair of the film festi- 
val's executive committee. 

Some Baguio officials said 60 percent 
could be too high a price for kicking off 
the festival on Dec. 15.

"Where will the money go really? Are all 
local governments shouldering the 
MMFF expenses in the future?" 

But other councilors support the 
MMFF initiative. 

Vice Mayor Peter Rey Bautista said he 
wanted an amendment to Baguio's 
amusement tax ceiling of 35 percent. “I 
feel it is too high and we are discourag- 
ing (entertainment investors) from pro- 
ducing shows in Baguio,” he said. "I pre- 
fer 10 to 15 percent." 

Alonzo said that in a scenario where 
every town and city is screening MMFF 
movies every Christmas season, the con- 
tribution of the local governments to the 
MMEF should have been reduced to the 
barest minimum. 

That scenario may also include the 
participation of the local governments in 
the screen juries, which select the year's 
top MMFF winners, Alonzo added. 

But for the kick-off festival this year, 
the MMDA will need the 60 percent 
share to pay for logistics, Alonzo said.

The movie's title refers to a violent curse issued by a 
person who died an unnaturally angry death. The curse 
lives by moving on to a new victim each time somebody 
dies. 

The original chip-on-the-shoulder Japanese flick, The 
Grudge Ju-On), was itself based on a TV movie of the 
same name, The Japanese version of The Grudge was rated 
as one of the scariest movies in Japan — on a par with 
another seat-clutching export, Ringu, which was translated 
into last summer's english remake hit "The Ring.

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Creating sweet dreams with lola’s cocoa recipe

FROM A family recipe that has 
been popular in the homes of the 
privileged few since pre-war, a 
young entrepreneur is now bring- 
ing a unique take on the traditional 
‘Spanish hot chocolate to Filipinos 
throughout the Philippines and 
perhaps even the rest of the world. 

Nana Meng's Kitchen, the food 
specialty store that former GMA 
newscaster Margaux Salcedo set 
up last year, offers Nana Meng's 
Original Tsokolate Filipino as its 
‘main product.

Salcedo even shared that when 
she met the international choco- 
late czar Max Brenner during his 
visit to the Philippines last year, 
he was shocked by Nana Meng's 
version of hot chocolate. 

“Even he was surprised that we 
Filipinos make tsokolate straight 
from cacao. Its from cacao talaga. 
Because with them, they already 
mix it, and usually they have it in 
big blocks which they then crush 
into powder. Hed never even 
heard of it in a creamy paste form. 
So he was amused by it,” she says. 

According to her, it was only

"To demonstrate how easy it is to 
prepare Nana Mengs Original 
Tsokolate Filipino, Salcedo scooped 
‘out some chocolate paste from the 
jar into a small bowl, and then 
added bolling water and evaporat- 
ей milk to the mix. As the aroma of 
cacao filled the air, she poured the 
concoction into the antique choco- 
latera or pitcher pot that she always 
brings with her for such demon- 
strations. She then proceeded to 
whisk the mixture into frothy per- 
fection using a batirol (also called a 
batidor), a wooden stirrer that you 
twist with the palms of your hands 
and could consider the predecessor 
of the modem blender. 

As Salcedo was quick to point 
ош, Nana Meng's Original Tsoko- 
late Filipino is neither the thick 
chocolate syrup or tsokolate-eh 
that the Spanish friars and the af- 
fluent families of Intramuros pre- 
ferred (and could afford), nor the 
indios watered-down tsokolate- 
ah or poor man's chocolate drink, 
for those who remember their 
Rizal. Moreover, because it comes 
in a chocolate paste form and is 
easier to dissolve, no chunky sed- 
iments are left in your cup, unlike 
the case when you use a tablea. 

Salcedo notes that the hot 
chocolate served in some Spanish

At the same 
time, manufacturers 
have been ramping 
up supply, which 
could further lead to 
lower prices at the 
cash register.

digital television. 

It has begun fea- 
turing a wide range 
of cutpriced flat- 
panel TVs—includ- 
ing its in-house ILO 
brand—among its 
online pre-Christmas 
promotions. 

As with the DVD 
players, Wal-Mart is 
trying to hasten 
mass-market adop- 
tion of flat-panel TVs, 
a technology that so 
far appears more 
geared to specialty 
chains that are ex- 
perts at selling com- 
plex products. 


In August, the av- 
erage price for a 42- 
inch high definition 
plasma TV was about 
$4,038, according to 
NPD Group. By con- 
trast, Wal-Mart's Web 
site is promoting а 
similar television at 
$2,994. 

But the number of 
households with fiat- 
panel TVs is still be- 
low 10 percent, so in- 
dustry observers say 
most potential buyers 
are still tech-savvy 
“early adopters” who 
base their preferences 
оп brand quality and 
product features 
rather than just price.

WHEN you consider that Pam- 
panga is food country, you won- 
der how one more food business 
can survive, 

Yet this is exactly what Pines 
Serrano of Guaga, Pampanga, has 
done. 

For 18 years from 1981 to 1999, 
she was, together with her sister 
Betty, employed at Killion Mer- 
chandising in Quiapo, in charge of 
releasing checks to suppliers. 

‘The eighth of 12 children of a 
carpenter, she was and stil is very 
fond of experimenting wit 
recipes. And because she is very 
fond of brownies she thought 
shed specialize in them should 
she ever go into business. She 
started experimenting with a 
brownie recipe a Killion customer 
had given her. She studied the 
difference in texture that cream- 
ing the butter/shortening or 
melting it would bring. She tied 
small changes in the inclusion or 
exclusion of ingredients and their 
amounts. After many trials and 
errors, by "plus and minuses" as 
Betty says, she had perfected the 
recipe to her satisfaction. 

Even while she was experi- 
menting, like for example, her 
butterscotch, orders were already 
coming in, 

Weekends, Pines would rush 
home to Siran to do her baking to 
fill up the orders that continued 
to pour in. She was using a small 
electric ‘Technogas oven that 
could only accommodate two

Before their retirement from Kil- 
lion, they had no system in place. 
‘The year 1998 was filled with soap 
Opera material. The customers 
would beg, cajole, cry rage, to get 
their precious boxes of brownies. A 
customer who had just attended 
the Misa de Gallo came armed 
with pillows, his family ready to 
catch up on their sleep while wait- 
ing for their orders to be filled, hot 
and fresh from the oven. 

Pines’ household had no more 
privacy. Some customers would 
even invade the bedrooms to 
store their boxes of brownies 
where they could not be picked 
up by mistake by other eager cus- 
tomers. They just kept baking all 
day, all night and followed a first- 
come (reserved by phone or in 
person) first-served basis, 

‘An orderly system was finally 
put in place when Pines and Betty 


went full ime into their business. 

Their staff has growri to 18 reg- 
ular workers, swelling to more 
than 50 during peak sea- 
sons—Christmas, Holy Week, All 
Saints Day, when more staff are 
needed for the packaging. During 
the period leading to Christmas, 
they go on 24-hour shifts, with 
each shift working for six hours. 
This is also true of Easter when 
the only time the factory is closed 
is on Good Friday. 

Customers come from Manila, 
Antipolo, Laguna, Olongapo, their 
barrio of Siran. The Serrano sib- 
lings have outlets in Angeles, Sta. 
Rita, Lubao in Pampanga, Gapan 
in Nueva Ecija and of course along 
the highway in Guagua. One sister 
oversees the operations. Truly it 
has become a family business.

Limited edition license plate goes for P380,000

THERE must be money in plates because 
the Land Transportation Office is selling 
them like hot cakes. 

After the LTO launched the sale of van. 
ity plates and ће ап auction last month 
for the most sought-after combinations, 
the restless transport agency unveiled 
another revenue-raising program last 
Oct. 14. 

Te was the special plates this time around 
and the sale of these, over a five-year peri 
од, is estimated to yield at least Р1.1 billion 
forthe government. Selling vanity plates for 
five years should deliver at least P3.5 billion 
to state coffers, according to the LTO. 

Ofîhand, there seems to be not much dif. 
ference between the two plate categories 

Both offer similar come-ons like a 
choice of one's own alphanumeric com- 
bination, including the much-desired 8s 
and 168s that many Chinese-Filipinos 


The price range is also similar, at least if 
you compare the rate of the special plates 
with the select and premium vanity plates 
that sell for P10,000 and P15,000 each. 

The 105 limited edition plates cost at 
least P50,000. The LTO fetched a bid of as 
much as P380,000 for one of the 8s com- 
bination during the auction last Sept. 29.

LTO chief Anneli Lontoc says the spe 
cial plates are being sold to new car own 
ers. These plates are to be issued to the

The six alphanumeric combinations 
are cheaper because they resemble the 
regular plates we issue whereas the 3 al. 
pha and 2 numeric combination is obvi 
ously different so we decided to ask for a 
higher fee," explains Lontoc. 

The special plates program was done 
in coordination with car dealers, accord 
ing to the LTO. 

When the LTO launched the program, 
it sold two plates already. Lontoc says

Lomtoc says the LTO came up with the 
program following discussions with car 
dealers who assured the government that 
there was continuing demand for special 
plates, especially among new car owners. 

And with an aggressive revenue raiser 
like the LTO, where demand is, the plates 
follow.

Tokyo and shopping 

for a five-star hotel, 
you should check out the 
Westin Tokyo.

T suspect the point of the whole exercise of 
dressing up is to package oneself with 
aplomb. Even the disheveled, drowsy shop- 
girl's look was well-composed, none of it an 
accident. In this regard, these kids are no dif- 
ferent from the rest of the Japanese society. 
Buy any small thing in Tokyo from the small- 
est souvenir stall in, say, Asakusa and they 
will wrap it up in nice paper. Creative packag- 
ing is of utmost importance in Japan. 

"Suddenly [in 1997], there was this 
change, People started wearing clothes that 
weren'tinfluenced by the West, or by things in 
‘magazines or in the movies.

the East. This fascination hasn't 
waned a bit despite 14 years of liv- 
ing in the United States.

‘The couple bought the house and lot a few 
years ago, but it took Aguilar and a team of 
seven workers 10 months to overhaul the 
place totally (including the courtyard and 
‘swimming pool) and turn it into a repository 
of Asian antiques and reproductions. 

Nearly every part of the house had to go ex- 
cept the shell. Aguilar infused the smooth 
white walls with character by replacing them 
with bricks taken piece by piece from old, for- 
gotten wells in Northern Luzon. She had the 
white, nondescript ceiling raised and re- 
placed with narra brackets. Even the bland 
marble floor had to go in favor of either warm 
parquet or richly hued Vigan tiles.

But one of the most radical changes Aguilar 
and her team did was to allow the outside in 
by turning windows into huge double doors 
that. lead to the lush, Balinese-style garden 
she herself designed (see related story on 
page G1).

ing windows are fashioned from stained glass 
and wrought iron sourced from old houses in 
the provinces. 

Aside from being the projects manager, 
‘Aguilar, who majored in arts and psychology, 
also doubled as “engineer and architect.” 
Where does this tiny lady, who later assumed 
the role of interior designer, get her energy? 

“The mere idea of transforming a place into 
something new stimulates me,” she says. “I 
don’t allow myself to be bogged down by 
rules when I work on a project, especially 
when it comes to interior design. I can't even 
draw a straight line, but I can measure with 
myeye.” 


Offers to buy 

Nota few friends have thus asked Aguilar to 
help them redesign their homes. Some want to 
buy the newly refurbished house. She has no 
problems with that, bur her husband has. 

After seeing all the hard work she put into 
it, Pollard, who shares his wife's love for Asian 
art and lets her do as she pleases, doesn’t 
‘want her to part with her dream project. Pol- 
lard has lived outside his native United King- 
dom for most of his adult life. The couple has 
traveled to such countries as Burma, Indone- 
sia, Fiji and Morocco. 

For the time being, Aguilar has acceded to 
her husband's request to keep the house. 

“| have no attachment to material things,” 
she says. “Besides, I can probably do a much 
better job next time. My husband, however, 
feels that I've put my heart and soul into this 
house." 

The decision to stay put is also prompted by 
practical considerations. For one, Jamayco 
(tel. nos. 6475790 and 6817912), the an- 
tiques store Aguilar owns and manages, is a 
few blocks away from the house. 

‘The store carries, among other items, antique 
chairs, day beds and chest cabinets from such 
Asian countries as China, India, Thailand and 
Indonesia. Stuff from China is further divided 
into items from Old Cathay and Tibet. 

The place is а mere 30-minute drive from 
the Asian Development Bank, where Pollard 
works as senior economic analyst. 

“If you've had the chance to travel to most 
Asian countries,” says Aguilar, "you'll notice 
that people are more generous despite being 
poor. They give more of their heart and soul, 
something which I rarely experience in the 
West” 

‘And yet, despite her much-vaunted love for 
the region, she married an Englishman and 
nota fellow Asian. 

‘Aguilar’s explanation: "The heart knows no 
color. Most of the time it's the [West's] system 
and not the people, which 1 don’t like.” But 
given a choice between Asian and Western 
culture and aesthetics, her preference is evi- 
dent for all the world to see.

Ponderosa's gardens 

Our destination in Silang was the Pon- 
derosa Flower Garden Community—a revisit 
actually—to witness tree-planting activities 
along its streets. 

Estate developer Landco had promised ear- 
ly on that trees would be planted throughout 
the 53-ha farm. And now they were fulfilling 
that promise, "installing" the first batch of 
over 3,000 trees earmarked for the purpose. 

One of those who actually pushed shovel to 
earth was а young boy, son ofa lot owner, an 
act whose symbolism was not lost on those 
present. It represented the passing of a legacy 
af love for nature from one generation to the 
Siexi—what. environmental sustainability is 
all about. 

Standard tree-planting guidelines were fol- 
lowed, such as planting trees eight meters 
apart from one another throughout a speci- 
fied stretch to allow them to "breathe." 

* In keeping with its name, the trees chosen 
to line Ponderosa's streets were Benguet and 
‘Mindoro varieties of pine. According to Alfred 
Xeres-Burgos Ш, vice president and group 
head of Landco sister company, Leisure 
Farms, landscape designers also liked the lin- 
ear look of the pines.

A completed area, El Refugio, one of three. 
theme gardens set up by Ponderosa president 
Ma. Luisa Perez-Rubio, is already blooming 
with scented flowers, bushes and trees. With 
a well-laid out lawn and a rock pool, it is of- 
fered as a meditation area for a city-stressed 
resident or visitor. 

The garden farm's big attraction, of course,

Before reaching the 
University of the 
413 Philippines Los Baños 

(UPLB), where the Los 
Bafios Orchid Society (LBOS) was holding its 
annual garden show, our group made a 
stopover at Ding Hao Kitchen, as much to 
taste the delicious Chinese cuisine it is noted 
for as to meet its owner, Vic Chin, and visit his 
garden at the back lot. 

Chin is well known internationally for his 
garden flowers and is often asked to preside 
in garden shows abroad.

These garden 
lovers are obviously not stingy about their 
new acquisitions because they seem to enjoy 
sharing samples and information. 

“The trip to the Los Baños garden show was 
part of the wellness therapy program con- 
ducted by the UP-PGH Cancer Institute, 
chaired by Dr. Cecilia L. Llave. The institute 
maintains a healing garden in its premises, a 
project supported by the LBOS and the Osewa 
("caring for you") Club which believe that na- 
ture is the best healer. 

Horticulture proved to be a favored subject. 
among patients and visitors during wellness 
therapy lectures, and this trip was an exten- 
sion of those lectures. So the group was espe- 
cially excited about garden-tripping that day. 

It was not only flowers that drew our atten- 
tion on that trip. 


Healing plants 

The Medicinal Plants Garden, under the su- 
pervision of professor Ernesta б.

‘Around the elevated swimming pool are 
aral-al rocks, river stones and piedra china.

But the focal points are the native ferns dapo, 
pakpak lawin and pako. They mingle with old 
favorite ferns introduced long ago by plant 
importers. There are different varieties of 
Boston ferns and rabbit's fc 

‘Aguilar says she is an advocate of organic 
gardening. “As you can see, my baby daugh- 
ter Maya moves around barefoot, and she can 
touch the leaves with no danger of toxic pes- 
ticides," she points out.

* A private corner of the garden can be 
made into a fairies’ nook with a bench for 
their use. Once in a while, offer them а 
treat, They love treats and will reward 
you by granting your wish.

HE JOURNEY began on a 
| cold morning last October 
from Budapest, Hungary 
With five other participants in an 
international training exchange 
rogram—from Romania, Croat- 
Japan, and Washington and 
Missouri, United States was 
off to Romania, an Eastern Euro- 
pean country that did not seem to 
be very popular with tourists. 

‘Although people kept saying 
there were a lot of gypsies from 
Romania and it was not a safe 
country, 1 was not discouraged. 1 
was traveling with a Romanian 
friend so 1 was sure I would be in 
good hands. 

We drove to Romania in a rent- 
ed car. The drive within the coun- 
try was very pleasant. Roads were 
lined with trees in breathtaking 
autumn colors. Every once in a 
while we would see dogs scam- 
pering about. We learned later 
Romania had many stray dogs be- 
cause the former dictator, 
Nicholae Ceausescu, did not al- 
low them inside the housing 
blocks he built. 

Our first stop was Timisoara, a 
city on the western part of the 
country, The plaza was surround- 
ed by very interesting old build- 
ings, trees and an Orthodox 
Church that stood out because of 
its structure. Timisoara looked

Mysterious 

+ In Hunedoara, we saw the Hu- 
niazilora castle. We arrived after 
it closed for the day so we stood 
outside and took pictures by the 
drawbridge. The castle looked 
mysterious, lit up and it felt like 
Dracula was going to show up any 
minure. 

We were greeted by so many 
screeching bats when we got to 
Sibiu. (Well, this is Transylvania, 
after all, Dracula's birthplace.) 
Though it was dark, we walked 
around the ciy center The 
streets and plaza were quite in- 
teresting. 

Ittook us almost 24 hours 
to get to Bucharest from Bu 
dapest, arriving at Roma. 
nia’ capital at 4:30 a.m. Af-

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ter resting, we explored the city 
starting with the House of People. 
The second largest building in the 
world after the Pentagon, it was 
built by Ceausescu in the 80s. The 
massive building had so many spa- 
cious conference rooms that 
looked like hotel ballrooms. 

T found the interiors very elab- 
orate’ but :tasteful. There were 
large crystal chandeliers, intri- 
cate carvings on the wall and ceil- 
ing, and gigantic carpets. All the 
materials used in the House of 
Peoplecame from Romania, as re- 
quired by the dictator. Ironically, 
Ceausescu died before the build- 
ing was completed, 


Unwelcome reminder 

If 1 were Romanian, 1 would 
want to have my wedding recep- 
tion in one of the ballrooms but, 
for the locals, the building was an 
unwelcome reminder of the past. 

The outdoor Village Museum 
featured houses from different re- 
gions of the country. It was like 
seeing the whole of Romania in 
one place. City streets were filled 
with old-style ears that date back 
tothe communist era. There were 
also many beggars and street 
hawkers 

What I loved most about the 
city were the tree-lined streets. In 
Bucharest, stoplights gave pedes- 
шап a countdown. It let you de- 
cide whether to run or take your 
time crossing the street. 

OF course, we had to experi- 
ence the night life so we went toa 
bar called Amsterdam, a hangout 
for foreign trainees. Another Fil- 
ipina trainee was there and it was 
fun to talkin Filipino. 

The third day was the most 
memorable. Driving to Sinaia to 
visit the Royal Palace, it snowed 
heavily. It was my first time to ex- 
perience snow. It was so amazing, 
like cotton candy falling from 
heaven. The surroundings turned 
towhite—the fields, the trees, the 
roofs, the cars and horse car- 
riages—lifting my mood.

The Department 


of Tourism wants to 
make the enigmatic 


island province 


a major eco-tourism 
destination

IGHT smack on a well-trodden 
В path, іп а manner of 

speaking, Siquijor should be a 
major travel destination. But most peo- 
ple, especially Filipinos—though eager 
to visit neighboring Negros, Bohol, Cebu 
ог Boracay—give the island province a 
wide berth. 

During the recent elections, even can- 
didates for national offices did not add 
Siquijor to their itineraries, a situation 
that the locals took in stride as it was not 
the first time they were “overlooked.” 

The answer, of course, lies in Siquijor's 
reputation for being a place of sorcery, 
black magic, and generally strange peo- 
ple and rituals. Tales abound of travelers 
foolhardy enough to wander into the 
‘mysterious island and returning to their 
homes behaving not quite themselves 
and telling stories that seem to be taken 
straight out of legends and myths. 

‘The intrepid visitor who dares to ven- 
ure into the province is practically 
‘psyched to expect to land on a dark, eerie 
place with weird-looking people with 
stránge ways. 


Time-warped 

Well, the island does seem to be 
caught in a time warp. It is clean and 
green, the meandering narrow roads are. 
free of noisy, polluting traffic, structures 
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YOUNG Siquijodnons protect 
themselves from the hot sun with their 
colorful sarong after a morning spent on 
abeach. 
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MANY Siquijodnon dishes, consisting mainly of seafood, are cooked in coconut 


milk or served raw. 


are no more than two stories high and 
the people are gentle, hospitable, hard- 
working and self-reliant. But in every- 
thing else, itis certainly not that differ- 
ent from many of the Philippines’ more 
than 7,000 islands. 
iquijor’s modern-day reputation as a 
land of occult practices and rituals tends 
to obscure the fact that it is one of the 
earliest centers of the Catholic faith in 
the country. Its proximity to Bohol and 
Cebu, whose residents were among the 
first Filipinos to embrace the faith, made 
Siquijor a major target for conversion by 
the friars who came with the Spanish ex- 
peditionary forces. 
The convent attached to the St, Isidore 
Parish church in Lazi is probably the 
biggest in the country Completed in

rarity these days. 


1891, the convent—named a National 
Historical Landmark like the church—re- 
mains in use and also houses a small mu- 
seum of antique religious images. 


Very religious 

Not surprisingly, Siquijodnons are 
very religious, whole families and com- 
munities carrying on with traditional 
practices like joindy dressing up their 
santos for Lenten processions, following 
the stations of the cross and generally 
spending a lot of time praying and medi- 
tating in churches during the Holy Week. 

Resigned to being practically ignored 
by both the national government and the 
rest of the country, Siquijor has learned 
to rely primarily on its own initiative, yet 
does not look as poor as other island 
provinces. Among other things, the 
province has its own dairy production 
through the joint initiative of the Wom- 
en's Organization Nurturing Develop- 
ment for Economic Recovery, Babaye 
Alang sa Reporma ug Gugma (Women 
for Reform and Love) and Timbaon Rural 
Improvement Club. 

The town of Enrique Villanueva (for. 
merly Talinting) has the Тйароз Marine 
Sanctuary and a thriving and well-main- 
tained mangrove forest. Siquijor has ac- 
tually been a marine reserve and tourist 
zone since 197 

Overseas native sons and daughters 
keep a steady flow of remittances that 
has made many families comfortable, if 
not wealthy. 


Eco-tourism destination 

‘Ofcourse, Siquijor can use some of the 
tourist incomes that Cebu, Bohol, Negros 
and Boracay get. With its relatively un- 
spoiled tourist attractions, the Depart- 
ment of Tourism (DOT) is packaging it as 
а major eco-tourism destination. The ca- 
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VISITORS who make the trek down a steep slope are rewarded with 
the sight of the Cambugahay Falls in Tagmanokan, Lazi 


ble television show "Survivor" has al- 
ready shot an episode there, which DOT 
hopes will help convince people that 
Siquijor is nota place to be feared. 

Considering, however, how being a fa- 
vorite travel destination tends to ruin the 
very things that are supposed to draw 
visitors, one wishes that people will con- 
tinue believing all those horror stories 
about Siquijor. It sends chills down the 
spine imagining what will happen when 
droves of tourists finally discover this 
jewel in Central Visayas. 

‘The pier, currently empty except for 
disembarking and embarking passen- 
gers, would probably be teeming with 
hawkers, porters, possibly beggars and a 
few shady characters. What are now 
clear and clean waters and well-kept 
beaches would be littered with soda 
cans, plastic wrappers and other debris 
from people's fun activities. 

High-rises would be built to provide 
accommodation to the hordes of visitors, 
and the narrow but uncluttered streets 
would be choked with tourist shuttle 
buses or jeepneys going every which 
way. 

The images seem as—if not 
more—scary than all those tales of 
strange goings-on in the province. 

Will Siquijor survive such an on- 
slaught? Hopefully, the level-headed 
Siquijodnons will have learned their 
lessons well from neighboring tourist 
spots and work to preserve the things 
that make their province special.

Living with the locals 

One of the most interesting parts of the 
trip was sleeping in a typical Romanian vil- 
lage house in Zarnesti in the middle of 
nowhere, Being very interested in interior 
design, I found sleeping in a typical Roma- 
nian house very intriguing.

‘The Music Man at 50" at the Cultural Center of 
the Philippines, Escalante briefly stepped into 
the role of Katy once again, singing "Aba ‘Ba 
Boogie” like a force of nature, and in so doing 
gloriously reaffirmed her dormant claim to this 
role. 

In a night that offered showstopper after 
showstopper in lavish tribute to the country’s 
most well-known composer, Escalante's perfor- 
mance was a high point, a drop-dead incarna- 
tion of the combined genius of Cayabyab's music 
and Jose Javier Reyes buoyant lyrics. 

Тоо bad it was an all-too-brief moment, sand- 
wiched as it was between the passable growling 
of Angelika de la Cruz (who played the teenage. 
Katy), and the stiring take by Mitch Valdez on 
“Minsan ang Minahal ay Ako,” the now-classic 
stage anthem she and Celeste Legaspi sang in 
the original show. We never got to see that 
"Katy" but Vildezs spiky, atmospheric vibrato 
was enough to bring a glimmer of the magic 
that must have attended that legendary run. 

IFanything, the purest value of "Music Man at 
50" lies not so much in its star-studded lineup 
and greatesthits cavalcade, but in its ability to 
resurrect, if only for two nights, some of the 
touchstone sights and sounds that defined Origi- 
nal Pilipino Music during its heyday in the "70s 
and 80s. 

There was Hajji Alejandro, still dapper and 
honey-voiced after all these years, opening the 
show with “Кау Ganda ng Ating Musika,” the 
song that bagged top honors at the first 
Metropop Music Festival and formally launched 
Cayabyab on a remarkably prolific career in 
Philippine music. Young theater actors JM Ro- 
driguez, Topper Fabregas and Sam Concepcion 
joined Alejandro for this number, but the origi- 
nal "Kilabot ng mga Kolehiyala” had no prob- 
Jem gaining command of the stage. 

The rarely seen Basil Valdez stepped onstage, 
too, and sang a haunting “Kahit Ika'y Panaginip 
Lang.” Abit short of breath now, Valdez remains 
an original—a lush voice married to a deeply po- 
etic way with lyrics. What would OPM be with- 
out his definitive takes on "Ngayon at Kailan- 
man,” “Kastilyong Buhangin,” “Paraisong 
Parisukat"? Cayabyab himself in the souvenir 
program calis Valdez “the best balladeer ever 
produced by this country That night was proof 
«fit 

Only one other Cayabyab musical, "Rama 
Hari," was featured in the program. But this one. 
was distinguished by the appearance of Valdez, 
Kuh Ledesma and Leo Valdez in the roles they 
had originated. Needless to say, seeing these

Ledesma may no longer have the pipes of her 
“Ako ay Pilipino” days, but for sheer stage pres- 
ence, nobody beats the Pop Diva. She was a re- 
gal vision onstage singing "Magbalik Ka Na, Ма- 
hal" in a silvery Thailike gown with matching 
tiara. 

‘The second night of the show also had Gary 
Valenciano singing an early hit, "Once Upon a 
Life." It was a beautifully shaded performance. 
Regine Velasquez was around on the first night. 
to sing "Sometime, Somewhere," and we were 
told she, too, was excellent. 


Playful, sophisticated 

The young performers (especially Sheryn 
Regis, who sang a beguiling "Hello Joe, Good-

Masterpieces 

Indeed, if rough generalizations can be made 
about three of the country’s most renowned * 
contemporary composers, then it must be said 
that while George Canseco equals profound ro- 
manticism ("Minsan Pa Nating Hagkan ang 
Nakarsan" is Exhibit A) and Willy Cruz is 
melodic purity ("Sana'y Wala nang Wakas”), 
Cayabyab goes for Bacharach-like wit and play- 
fulness in his popular compositions, "Nais Ko” 
doesn’t sound like any soporific inspirational 
tune you know, and "Now That You're Gone" is 
too understated a ballad by today's Ogie Al- 
casid-powerhouse standards (that’s why it was 
perfect for Nonoy Zuniga's quiet baritone in the 
0). 

But the easy charm of these and other musical 
soufflés like “Limang Dipang Tao" (performed 
by Agot Isidro and The Company) and “Tsismis” 
(great vocal work by the San Miguel Master 
Chorale) only highlights the sleek intelligence 
coursing through their intricate harmonies. 
Theyre pocket-sized masterpieces, and OPM is 
immeasurably richer for them. 

‘The musical panorama that was “Ryan 
Cayabyab: The Music Man at 50" is a precious 
experience, not only because the recipient of the 
tribute tums 50 only once in his (and our) Ше- 
time, but also because enriching musical retro- 
spectives of this sort happen rarely inthis coun

“IMMERSION”—for us a conscious effort to expose ourselves to 
life's realities—is part and parcel of our work in Blue Collar, a 
value-and-attitude formation magazine whose primary target 
audience are young workers, students and technical trainees. 
Once a month, we visit an institution (orphanage, prison, home 
for disabled, etc.) or a depressed area (Smoky Mountain, etc.) and 
interact with the people there. After the visit, we share impres- 
sions and reflect upon these. It’s a sobering exercise that helps us 
see and do our work in the proper perspective. 

One day, while sharing reflections after a visit to the National 
Mental Hospital, one of us said she was so struck by what she had 
seen that all she could say was "Thank God I'm not like them!" 
Asked to elaborate on that, she added “Well, Ihave my head in the 
right place ... l'm thankful for my gifts and feel lucky 1 have work 
that uses my gifts." “Ganon?” I asked in disbelief, instantly re- 
membering the Pharisee in today's Gospel. So, in order to lead 
her to the next level, I gave her a spanking of sorts: “Write down 
your observations from our trip, and make a proposal on how to 

prove conditions at the mental hospital. To help you accom- 
plish that, imagine that tomorrow, your mother will become one 
of the patients there." 

Sometimes our work can give us a false sense of superiority, 
especially when we are aware that we do it with some lofty pu 
pose in mind, When it does, we should be thankful if Life gives us 
a spanking, so to speak—when we meet opposition, are put down, 
or are given additional burden. It takes effort to climb the ladder

Growth in failures

QUITE often, we hear news or read about some people working 
in government, in church, or in other public office, criminally 
charged with anomalies and immoralities. Some of those ac- 
cused would voluntarily step down from their jobs, while others 
fight tooth and nail to extricate themselves from the charges 
against them, Whichever they do, they would face the scrutiny 
of public opinion and judgment, which are more often condemn- 
ing than forgiving. Most people would consider these “public 
sinners" as damned forever and as worthless members of society 
who no longer have the right to exist in this world. 

In a simple workplace, where there is no media and public 
opinion, the same condemning attitudes towards known erring 
workers prevail. Like the Pharisee in today's Gospel, some work- 
ers would condemn their fellow workers, who are caught cheat- 
ing on their jobs, or are reportedly doing immoral acts, and 
would readily recommend them to be dismissed from the Job. 
Like the Pharisee, some would thank the Lord, not because they 
are without fault—no one is perfect in this world—but because 
they are not yet caught. Everyone knows his failures at work 
even if only he and God alone know them. 

Ifeveryone at work looks at others with a watchful eye of a po- 
lice and not that of а beloved friend or brother, the workplace 
becomes unbearable. But, when everyone tries to love, under- 
stand and forgive one another, the workplace becomes not only 
efficient, but also a place of personal growth and genuine en- 
counter with.the merciful God.

ır WOULD have been normal | НА FOCUS 
behavior for an HR officer to 
just brush off an applicant 
wearing jeans to an inter- 
view, especially when the po- 
sition to be filled is for 
medical representatives who 
will represent the company, 
and possibly be promoted in 
the future to product man- 
ager. Abbott Recruitment 
Officer Teresita Bernardo 
explains: "It's definitely not 
allowed to apply in jeans in 
any interview because it 
projects a negative impres- 
sion on the interviewer— 
that of being unprepared and 
disrespectful.

Later 
on, he proved to be a good 
worker and a gem to the 
This soft-hearted lady has 
emphasized the need for HR 
officers to be flexible in cer- 
tain cases and not bank on:

Bothered and Bewildered 


Thank you for your straightforward letter. 1 am sure there 
are thousands of others in a similar predicament. Truly, 
bosses can make or unmake one's career. In fact, 1 believe 
that much of the success in careers depend to some extent | 
on the right choice of bosses. “But, can we choose our own + 
bosses?” you may ask. 

There are a few things that we cannot choose—like par- 
ents. Most others—triends, officemates, jobs, careers, busi- 
nesses, schools, hobbies, spouse, and boss—we can and we 
must choose carefully. 

J. Martin Kohe once said, “The greatest power that a per- 
son possesses is the power to choose." 1 like to add, "Use that + 
power or lose it." 

Choose your boss 

1 һеаг many employees complain about how their bosses 
mistreat or maltreat them and feel that they can't do any- 
thing about it. Of course, they can do a lot about it—includ- 
ing dumping their bosses. More successful people are able 
to “choose” the company and the boss they work with. In 
like manner, bosses choose, through a rigorous process, the 
employees that they want to work with. So, why can’t you 
choose your bosses, too? 

Here are a few good reasons why you should choose your 
boss: 

1. А good boss can help your career progress. 

2. А good boss can help you get paid more. 

3. A good boss can help you get promoted. 

4. A good boss can give you a satisfying and rewarding 
job. 

5. A good boss can inspire you to do a great job.

"Anything that gives me a megaphone for my message, 
whatever that message might be, is a good thing," he says. 
“Television, billboards, endorsements—anything that will 
amplify my guitar, bring it on!” 

If that sounds a little rock-starish, consider that none of 
this might even exist were it not for a simple twist of fate: 
former lead singer Bamboo Maiialac's decision to leave 
the band and live in the United States. Arguably, the 
charismatic Bamboo's abrupt departure forced Blanco up 
front and opened a new chapter for Rivermaya. 

The curse of Rivermaya 

Eleven years ago, lying half-awake in his bed early one 
morning, Blanco heard an announcement over the radic 
someone was holding auditions for a “rhythm gui- 
tarist/keyboard player.” It turned out to be the auditions 
for an as-yet unnamed new band that managers Lizza 
Nakpil and Chito Roño were putting together in the wake 
of the phenomenal success of bands such as True Faith and 
Afterimage. 

Guitarist Perfde Castro, drummer Mare Escueta, bassist 
Nathan Azarcon and Bamboo had already signed on when 
Blanco came in as the keyboard player. But what really 
clinched che деа] was the fact that he already had several 
finished songs—an album's worth, in fact. He also had a 
sheet of paper with several possible band names. 

“ really liked the name Rizal Underground, but it was 
already taken. Rivermaya was the one my bandmates 
chose. We were still planning to change it, but the first 
time we announced ourselves as Rivermaya, we all looked 
at each other. It sounded right. Yun 
na. (That's itf)" 

From the beginning, Rivermaya $ 
was at odds with the percolating mu- 
sic scene. In 1994, most of the bands 
had risen through the underground 
club scene. Their membership be- 
longed to a loose community that 
gravitated around clubs such as Red 
Rocks and later, Club Dredd. They 
had paid their dues, but Rivermaya 
had hardly played any gigs when 
they landed a record deal, and.almost B 
immediately scored a hit single with Ẹ 
“Ulan.”

Rock snobs immediately came up with 
reasons not to like Rivermaya: They 
were too popular, too “pop,” the front- 
man was too good-looking, their perfor- 
mances too polished, they were put to- 
gether by managers who knew nothing 
about music, in effect, “manufactured.” 
They were the Monkees—worse, the 
Archies—of OPM. Or at least that was 
how the indie-rock purists would have 
it. 

(Years later, some people still thought 
Rivermaya had ghostwriters composing 
hit songs for them—that’s how hard it 
was for them to swallow the thought 
that Rivermaya might actually be any 
good.) 

“If theres a band thats snob-able, 
that’s us,” acknowledges Blanco. “I know 
what you're talking about because I used 
to be a punk snob when I was a kid: Га 
like a band, and when they became too 
popular, I'd hate them.” 

Some people skipped the liking part, 
and went straight to hating Rivermaya, 
mainly for not being the Eraser- 
heads—that is, college buddies who 
came up through the ranks and created 
their own myth. 

“For crying out loud, we were pitted 
against the Eraserheads, who were ar- 
guably the best ever,” says Rico. “To be 
pitted against a phenomenon was great 
training for the future. You can pit us 
against any band now, because we were 
up against the best. For a time, the 
Eraserheads-Rivermaya thing was like 
Crispa-Toyota."

One thing was undeniable, however: 
Rico Blanco could write songs. A string 
of radio hits followed, each one winning 
converts. “Ulan” was followed by “214,” 
“Elesi,” “Himala,” “If,” "Kung Ayaw Mo, 
H'wag Mo"—each an instant pop classic, 
each bearing an unmistakable stamp of 
authorship. Ely Buendia's songs were 
quirky hip, ironic. Rico Blanco's songs, 
on the other hand, spoke of long hours 
alone in a bedroom, dwelling on hurts 
past, or daring to hope for a better to- 
morrow, or just dreaming the hours 
away. His songs said: Here's a lonely, 
sensitive soul pouring his heart out. 
Chicks, to say the least, dug it. They also 
dug the melodies that clearly owed a 
debt to Paul McCartney, as well as to the 
passionate, anthemic New Wave of '80s 
bands like Echo and the Bunnymen, 
Simple Minds and early U2. 

(“I actually miss them," Blanco muses 
about their old rivals. During their live 
sets, Rivermaya often performs a cover 
of Buendia's "Magasin" as a tribute to 
the 'Heads.) 

Shortly after the first album's release, 
guitarist de Castro departed to form his 
own band. Rather than look for a new 
guitar player, Blanco filled in. 

“That whole second album (“Trip,” 
1996) is a documentary of my learning 
to play guitar,” he recalls. 

The keyboardist is always the dorkiest 
member of the band. Playing guitar 
pushed Blanco forward, into the spot- 
light. Fans began to notice him more. 

The band released a third album, 
"Atomic Bomb” in 1997, which yielded 
four No. 1 hits. They marked time the 
following year with a remix album, then 
released a fourth album in 1999 called 
“It's Not Easy Being Green." 

‘And then, following a successful US 
tour, Bamboo announced that he was 
leaving. Rather than look for a new 
frontman, Blanco was again pushed for- 
ward, this time to be lead singer. 

“I didn't agree right away,” he recalls. 
“Ас first, I thought ‘tama па ‘to, kanya- 
kanya na lang (we've gone far enough, 
let’s split). It wasn’t my first time to 
sing—I was singing with my first few 
bands in high school. I said, Lets try a 
couple of gigs, tingnan natin’ (let's 
see). 

Rico recalls: “I thought they were go- 
ing to throw rocks at me. We had a 
standing offer: If they're not happy with 
the performance, we would give them, 
their money back. Nobody ever did." 

Something clicked into place when 
Blanco became Rivermaya's frontman, 
and fans noticed immediately. 

Like using their name for the first 
time, it just felt right. “It was easier to 
interpret the songs that 1 was writing,” 
he says. "I didn't have to explain it to 
anyone. I knew how certain words or 
phrases should be sung, One very obvi- 
ous advantage during shows was that 
you're not just covering a song that 
someone wrote; it's your emotions 
you're singing.” 

Arguably, Rivermaya became a differ- 
ent band when Blanco started fronting 
it 


“When you lose someone, you also 
gain something,” he adds. "A new sound, 
а new chemistry. It could be one factor 
why we're still around.” 

As if to seal the changes that had tak- 
en place, Rivermaya released their fifth 
album independently in 2000, and gave 
it away for free on the Internet. “Free” 
remains the favorite album for many 
hardcore fans, not only because it was a 
gift from the band, but also because it 
marked Blanco's recorded debut as 
frontman, and included the highly- 
charged “emo” anthem, “Faithless,” re- 
vealing hitherto unexplored emotional 
depths. 

Bassist Nathan Azarcon's subsequent 
departure, though emotional, didn't 
change the band’s character as much as 
Bamboo's did, (Ironically Azarcon and 
Bamboo are now playing together in the 
latter's eponymous band.) 

Neither did the band's decision to 
leave their label BMG for Viva Records, 
giving Rivermaya-haters another reason 
to dislike the band, Viva being the epit- 
оте of “corporate pop” for many Pinoy 
music fans. 

Blame it on the Beatles 

“Tve been singing since I was a kid,” 
recalls Blanco. “In any family gathering, 
Td be the one singing, daricing or mak- 
ing speeches. When my uncle (the late 
Speaker Ramon Mitra) used to cam- 
paign, he would make me sing on 
stage.” 

Blanco was drawn to melodic pop ear- 
lyon 

“I grew up on my uncle's record col- 
lection,” he says. “He wouldn't let me 
touch his Beatles collection, so my mom 
would buy the individual albums for me. 
1 got a lot of flak for that somewhere be- 
tween grade 5 and high school, because 
there was a time when it wasn't cool to 
say you liked the Beatles.” 

Blanco's high school years coincided 
with the emergence of the Pinoy new 
wave. “I went to Bene (Benedictine 
Abbey) which is a very good school if 
you're into music,” he recalls. Among his 
schoolmates were future music makers 
like Karl Roy, Ira Cruz, Groove Nation's 
Toti Dalmacion and future members of 
Freestyle and Afterimage. 

“Our high school dance featured the 
Ethnic Faces, Violent Playground, Dean's 
December—all these great bands—so it 
was good training for me.” 

In any high school, there are science 
nerds, math nerds and English nerds. 
Blanco was a music nerd. “Every week, 
Td tune into the American Top 40, and 
write down the songs from number 40 
to number 1 on graphing paper. I would 
know which album a song came from, 
and what year it was released, 1 knew 
which song was number 1 а year ago. 
Yeah, I was a music geek. I was only cool 
because I knew how to write songs, and 
had tapes circulating of the songs I had 
made on my Yamaha Portasound.” 

‘An aunt had taught him basic key- 
board chords, and that was all it took to 
get him started writing songs. He also 
hung out with the disc jockeys of Posi- 
tive Noise, a “mobile,” and listened to 


them spinning New Wave records after 
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She glowed onstage, as if this is 
where she was always meant to be. 

į The. 17-year old showed the 
exuberence of youth, yet the

endured a lot ќо, get to this point.

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ff HRISTIAN Vasquez has never been the type to

keep secrets from the press, but he notes that 
lately, they only want to know one thing: Is there 
really something going on between him and Kris 
Aquino? 

Despite this, the 27-year old actor, underwear model 
and single dad (to sons Matthew, 7 and Jason, 6) obliges 
when the question is asked yet again, But this time around, 
it is Christian who surprises us when he replies, with the 
shy smile and Ilonggo charm that women find so irre- 
sistible, “Ayokong pangunahan (I don't want to preempt 
it), but if it happens, Pd be happy.” 

The two currently play sweethearts on ABS-CBN's 
primetime teleserye “Hiram.” But the rumors about them 
started to swirl much earlier, after Christian guested on an 
episode of “Good Morning, Kris” about love and romance. 
In the course of the discussion, Kris happened to mention 
that her favorite chocolates were Maltesers. So the next 
day, on his way to the ABS-CBN studios for the taping of 
“Hiram,” Christian stopped by a convenience store and 
bought Maltesers to give to Kris. “I wanted to thank her for 
recommending me for the role on ‘Hiram.’ She's been so 
nice, and I wanted to do something nice for her.” 

Christian says there is nothing not to love about Kris. 
Like Joey Marquez and Mark Lapid before him, he finds 
Kris intelligent, beautiful—“Ang linis-linis niya sa 
katawan," (She's so clean) he says—and gracious. 

So, the question again. 1s he or isn't he? Courting Kris, 
that is. This time around, Christian smiles in a way that 
tells you he isn’t willing to say anything more on the sub- 
ject. 

Single dad 

But somehow, its what he doesn't say that the press 
finds most interesting. When asked if he’s not bothered by 
the fact that Kris is a single mother, Christian simply 
replies, “Well, I'm a single dad naman, eh.” 

Being a single father is a big part of Christian’s life. 
Christian confesses that more than once, he's put potential 
girlfriends through the wringer, just to see if they can ac- 
cept the fact that he has two sons by another woman. The 
boys’ mother (who has since settled in the US) met Chris- 
tian in Bacolod when she was only 17. She got pregnant, 
and the two married after Matthew was born. The mar-

Christian believes that part of being a 
good father is not just being with his sons 
physically, but providing for their needs, 
too—which is why he is working so hard. 
He feels bad that for the first time since 
they were born, he missed both boys’ 
birthdays. He had to be in Manila for tap- 
ings of "Hiram," and couldn't make the 
annual trip home to Bacolod. But he did 
сай and speak with them both on the 
phone. That, he says, eased his con- 
science somewhat. “ feel bad when that 
happens, because right now, I'm all 
they've got. I want them to feel that if 
their mom isn't there, then at least their 
dad is. But sometimes I really can't be 
there because of work. When that hap- 
pens, I really try to make it up to them.”

Relentless boyfriend 

Thats why he is relentless when in 
love. “When I have a girlfriend, I want to 
know where she is every single minute of 
the day. I ask her to text or call me when 
she leaves the house, to tell me where 
she's going and who she's with. I also wait 
for her to text me when she gets there, 
and when she leaves. Hindi ko nga alam 
kung bakit ganito ako. Siguro, dahil takot 
akong mawala siya sa akin. (1 don’t know 
why I'm like this. Maybe I'm afraid to lose 
her) In a way, maybe I'm also trying to 
prove to myself that she really loves 
те” 

Once, а girlfriend broke up with him 
because she couldn’t take his incessant 
questioning. That time, Christian wanted 
to take her out to dinner. She refused, 
telling him that she didn't feel well and 
that she was going home. Later, Christian 
saw his girlfriend at a bar with her own 
friends. Naturally, he began interrogating 
her. “Akala ko ba masama ang pakiram- 
dam mo?" (I thought you felt bad?) he 
asked, glaring at her. Not content, he fol- 
lowed her to her car, peppering the poor 
girl with questions the whole time. Need- 
less to say, she didn't stay around much 
longer after that. 

Because of this, Christian has trouble 
holding on to relationships. His friends 
like to joke that he holds the world record 
for shortest-lived relationships. “Three 
months is already a long time. He even 
had a girlfriend for 10 days once,” says 
one friend, 

Christian knows that what he is doing 
is wrong, and yet, he is powerless to stop 
himself. At the back of his mind is the 
thought that the woman patient enough 
to put up with this kind of treatment must 
really love him. “But I do know 1 have to

change my ways,” he says in Filipino. 

That, for him, is the most difficult 
thing about being Christian Vasquez. 
People seem to have the idea that just 
because he takes off his clothes in the 
movies, that in private he is still a stud 
who considers sex a sport and who has 
more women than he can handle. In 
truth, Christian doesn’t even have a 
girlfriend at the moment. “Sometimes 
it’s sad, pero okay lang. I keep myself 
busy with work,” he says, turning wist- 
ful all of a sudden. 

‘Trying to live down the image can be 
difficult. The worst part is when Chris- 
tian gets propositioned. Once, he re- 
ceived a call on his cell phone from a 
man (yes, a man) who said he wanted 
to invite Christian to dinner and be his 
friend. That didn’t upset Christian, be- 
cause he is used to getting calls like 
that. What really upset him was when 
the man added, “I'l compensate you.” 
Irritated, he told the man, “I'm sorry, 1 
don't do that kind of thing," and hung 
up. 

Оп the one hand, says Christian, 
that can be flattering, because if they 
believe in the image, it means that he 
has done his job as an actor. “But the 
problem is that some people don’t un- 
derstand that it’s just a job, that the 
person they see on the screen is not 
me, but me acting.” 

His next film, “Minsan Pa,” produced 
by MLR Films and directed by Jeffrey 
Jeturian, opens on November 24, and 
will feature Christian in his first heavy 
dramatic role. 

In real life, Christian is closer to the 
dutiful son he played in the PLDT com- 
mercial that launched his career. His 
mother keeps an album with all the 
news clippings about her son. Some- 
times, when she thinks a pictorial is 
100 sexy, she will call him and express 
her opinion. “But they support me 
wholeheartedly, They, and other peo- 
ple who really know me know that 
what I'm doing is just a job. This is not 
me.”

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dE ass appointment as Tourism Secretary 

yw criticism and charges of political patronage. 
Alter all, Joseph Ace Durano, 34, comes from the 
powerful Durano clan in Cebu, where President 
Arroyo won a decisive margin in this year’s elec- 
tion, His experience in government as a two-term 
representative has been limited to legislation, 
He's also lived most of his life in the United 
States, and his college diploma on Asian Studies 
has nothing to do with tourism or even manage- 


ment. 

At first glance, this lean mestizo seems ill-qualified for 
the job of selling the country abroad, what with the ter- 
rorist threat, the economic crisis and political uncertain- 
ties, making the Philippines a favorite subject of travel ad- 
visories. 

But Ace shrugs off such skepticism. It's the same work 
he's been doing the last six years, says this Cebu congress- 
man who took over his father's last term in 1998..“Now, I 
have a different constituency but the responsibility re- 
mains the some, which is to serve the people's needs." 
Tourism, he adds, needs a strong partnership between 
government and the private sector. "That is what con- 
stituency work is all about." His role at the Tourism De- 
partment, says Ace, is to work in tandem with the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines and the Philippine National Po- 
lice for peace and order, and the Departments of Telecom- 
munications and Public Works and Highways for infras- 
tructure. 

His college degree should also come'in handy for the 
job, says this 1991 graduate of the University of Redlands 
in California, “My academic background involved study- 
ing the development model of various Asian countries, 
and tourism played a big role in that.” Even his stay in the 
US, says Ace, provided him with a “global perspective.” 

The second of seven siblings says he was sent to the US 
in 1983 after completing his elementary education in Ce- 
bu City, because his parents wanted to give him a "differ- 
ent perspective of things.” He adds, “You know how it is 
when you are part of a political family. You're always sur- 
rounded by people trying to please you and all that stuff. 
Ies not healthy" Still, says Ace, he Kept in touch with what 
was happening in the country by making sure he and his 
siblings went home during Christmas and summer vaca- 
tions.

Ace is a scion of the Durano clan 
that, for decades, has ruled over north- 
ern Cebus fifth district, particularly 
Danao City, which is known for its gun- 
making industry, His grandfather, Ra- 
mon Durano Sr., was considered Cebu's 
political kingpin in the 1960s. His fa- 
ther, Ramon "Nito" Durano ЇЇ, was а 
three-term congressman of Cebu's fifth 
district and is now mayor of Danao 
City. 
Second honors 

‘Ace finished law with second honors 
at the Ateneo, where he founded a stu- 
dent scholarship foundation. He had 
just passed the bar when he was tapped 
to take over his father's congressional 
seat in 1998, After serving two terms, 
he won a third in the last election when 
President Arroyo named him to the 
Cabinet. It might have helped that 
when the Nationalist People's Coali- 
tion, of which he was secretary general, 
split into two factions, he stuck it out 
with the President. But Ace maintains 
that he did not ask for the post. 

Ace is married to Carmen Luzurria- 
ga, who also belongs to a landed clan in 
Negros Occidental. He met his wife, he 
says, during the engagement dinner of 
his elder brother Red and Carmen's 
twin sister, Carmel. Carmen was sup- 
posed to leave for Spain but Ace, fear- 
ing he might lose her to "Ricky Martin" 
look-alikes abroad, immediately made 
his move. They tied the knot in 1992, 

With a young family and the Tourism 
portfolio to attend to, Ace has to com- 
mute regularly between his Manila of- 
fice and his home in Cebu City. Describ- 
ing himself foremost as a "family man" 
more than a politician or Cabinet Sec- 
retary, he says he goes home weekly 
"for my sanity" Getting away from his 
crazy schedule gives him time to attend 
to his wife, who has her own business, 
his son Ace Jr, 10, and daughter An- 
gela Cara, 9. Although they're not com- 


plaining about his frequent absence, 
Ace says Angela demands that she be 
informed about his whereabouts, 
“There are two women tracking down 
my schedule,” he chuckles, “My wife 
and my daughter.” 

But definitely, Ace's critics and de- 
tractors will be tracking his moves for 
the Tourism department, a thought 
that does not faze him. Under his term, 
the DOT should bring in five million 
tourists by 2010, up from the current 
tourist arrival figure of two million, 
vows Ace. Partnership with the private 
sector will be enhanced, he promis 
The government does the promotion, 
while the private sector develops, pack- 
ages and delivers products in accor- 
dance with the preferences of the tar- 
get market. The DOT's focus will be on 
promotion, which will be market-driv- 
en, instead of having pet projects, says 
Асе, “We tend to be so overwhelmed 
with the beauty of this country that the 
mindset has become ‘Let's develop this, 
let's develop that.’ That initiative be- 
longs to the private sector.” 

Target markets 

The DOT's focus, says Ace, will be on 
international promotions, with three 
priority target markets: Japan, South 
Korea and China. At present, the coun- 
try gets a very slim slice of the three 
countries’ outbound tourists: only two 
percent of Japan's 15 million, four per- 
cent of South Korea's 7 million, and 0.2 
percent of China's 20 million. Tapping 
these three markets can easily help the 
DOT achieve its target and ease the 
country’s fiscal crisis, says Ace. Five 
million tourists, he adds, can bring in 
$5 billion because every tourist is ex- 
pected to spend alittle over $100 a day. 
A tourist usually stays an average of 
nine days in the country so that's about 
$1,000 expenditure for each. This, says 
‘Ace, is enough to create one job. If the 
DOT hits its target, five million jobs will

be created, he adds. “The beauty of this 
is that tourist money goes directly to 
businesses,” says Ace, “specifically 
restaurants, tour operators, taxi 
drivers, hotels.” 

To be able to achieve its goal, the 
DOT should not only be target-specific, 
but also destination specific, says the 
new Tourism secretary. He names Ce- 
bu, Bohol, Subic, Clark, and Palawan 
ав among the areas to be promoted ag- 
gressively, “It is а strategy that works 
around the socio-economic and politi- 
cal stigma attached to the Philippines,” 
says Ace. 

At the same time, promotions will be 
based on market-segments where the 
Philippines has proven itself competi- 
tive: beach, sightseeing, eco-tourism 
and malls. "Our marketing initiatives 
will depend on these markets. We have 
to be very focused,” he says. 

To counter rhe country's negative im- 
age abroad, the DOT will upgrade its 
website to make sure there is enough 
information about the Philippines. 
Tourists usually get their travel infor- 
mation from the Internet, Ace points 
out. Aside from the usual data about 
the country’s sights, the website will 
contain updates on the peace and or- 
der situation in the Philippines. Re- 
ports about bombings or killings in any 
part of the country will be put up but 
will be written in the proper context, 
"We can say it is an isolated case, while 
this here's a war zone. So don't go 
there. Several brigades of the military 
are undertaking operations in that 
area,” says the DOT official 

Police statistics 

He is confident about giving the 
facts, says Ace, because police statistics 
show that “you can barely count with 
your fingers” the number of foreigners 
who have fallen victim to violence dur- 
ing their stay in the country. 

With travelers now being more “so- 
phisticated" and well-informed, says 
Ace, even the threat of global terrorism. 
can be minimized. They usually check 
the veracity of travel advisories re- 
leased by their respective countries, 
provided these are not travel bans, he 
adds, “So again, part of the interna- 
tional promotion is to enhance our са- 


-pability for proper information placed 


within the proper context, as well as 
proper response to reports about the 
country.” 

То further improve the country’s im- 
age in the international media, the 
DOT will sponsor “a lot” of familiariza- 
tion tours for members of the foreign 
press, especially from the three target 
countries. Recently, the DOT invited 
journalists from Japan, South Korea 
and China to join the caravan through- 
out the country with Miss Earth candi- 
dates from Oct. 9 to 19. "These ladies 
are nor the rugged types and they're 
travelitig by land throughout the coun- 
пу. The message is, the Philippine is 
safe," says Асе, 

It's a big job, but Ace says he has по 
misgiving about accepting the appoint- 
ment, He views it as doing something 
“greater than myself." 

But he does have one regret in life, 
adds Ace, “I wish I had met my wife 
sooner,” he laughs, 
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HE's the best argument for continuing the air- 

lay of classical music over DZFE. Violinist An- 
gela Rose Estrada Calimon, 20, an incoming se- 
nior majoring in orchestra instrument perfor- 
mance at the Catholic University of America 
(CUA) in Washington D.C., grew up listening to 
her mother Connie’s favorite radio station. An- 
gela, recalls her mom Connie, “was a sharp kid 
who had a good memory.” She was almost six 
when she was finally allowed to take instructions 
in playing the instrument. 

The exposure to classical music also shaped another 
Calimon daughter, Therese, an alto of The Hail Mary the 
Queen Children's Choir, which just won a gold medal at 
the recent Bremen Choir Olympics in Germany. With their 
father, Gil, a mechanical engineering graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Santo Tomas, and their mother, a UST chemistry 
graduate and self-described “stay-at-home wife,” the two 
girls regularly went to concerts at the Cultural Center, Pa- 
co Park, Philamlife Theater, at the malls and student 
recitals. 

Beethoven's violin concerto particularly struck Angela, 
who started her weekly lessons initially with Francis Yu- 
mul at the Yamaha School in Greenhills and later, with 
Rey Cadorniga 

In 1996, she gained enough proficiency to win first 
place in the elementary level, strings category, of the Na- 
tional Music Competition for Young Artists (NAMCYA). 
Then a sixth grader at the Immaculate Conception Acade- 
my in San Juan, Metro Manila, she regarded the win ca- 
sually. “Hindi ko sinulat sa noo ko na nanalo ako (1 didn't 
have to broadcast it to the world). People knew, but it 
wasn’t anything that needed fireworks.” 

Late bloomer 

She also confesses to being a late bloomer when it 
comes to classical music, contrary to what her mom be- 
lieves. “I didn't really, really like classical music until high 
school. But it was there and it was what I was assigned to 
play" 

At the Philippine High School for the Arts in Mt. Mak- 
iling, Laguna, Angela warmed up to classical music as a 
genre, although she would occasionally listen to pop and 
a little rock, "Unlike in regular schools, our teachers un- 
derstood our love for the arts and the need to be in a mu- 
sical competition.” 

The Makiling years exposed her to chamber music un- 
der Coke Bolipata. She took pleasure playing with his 
Pundaquit Chamber Players in churches in Manila. “Coke 
isso enthusiastic, You can tell he really enjoys music, both

teaching and performing.” 

What she appreciated about her Makil- 
ing years was “not so much that I was 
away from my parents but that I learned 
to deal with immediate problems by my- 
self. [was on my own. I made my own de- 
cisions and found out what I liked and 
didn't like.” 

Angela took her master classes under 
Oscar Yatco, whom she described as pos- 
sessing "an odd and dry sense of humor. 
He believed in what I could do, and 
would challenge me a lot.” He also ad- 
monished her for her bad habit of posi- 
tioning her fingers way too high from the 
fingerboard. “Your fingers look like five 
jumping shrimps,” Yatco told her. 

The additional lessons paid off as she 
won second place in the 1999 NAMCYA. 
in the strings category for high school. 

After graduating class salutatorian, An- 
gela went to violinist Sergio Esmilla Jr. 
for four months of lessons. “He taught me 
to listen to myself and pay attention to 
what I was doing,” 

From Sergio's son Joseph, Angela got a 
list of recommended violin teachers in 
the US. She then sent pre-audition tapes 
to the violinists in the list, and later re- 
ceived an acceptance note from Jody Gat- 
wood, principal violin teacher at the Ben- 
jamin T. Rome School of Music at CUA. It 
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school. From there, it was only a short step to joining 
his first band. : 

“I was 13 when Lee Esguérra asked me to join their 
band," he recalls. "I came up with the name--Grey 
Winter, a typical New Wave name. Our goal was to 
write a new song every rehearsal, and record it. I was 
the writer and the singer, behind the keyboards." 

College, however, was a respite from music. 
‘Throughout his Management Economics course at the 
Ateneo, Blanco's energies were focused on schoolwork 
and playing basketball, He was also bitten by the civic 
spirit, becoming chairman of the Sangguniang Ka- 
bataan in his hometown of San Pedro, Laguna. 

And then he heard that announcement on the ra- 
dio.

"To tell you the truth, I constantly dream about 
that,” he admits.

More assertive 

Angela is at the CUA on a partial 
scholarship. At first she felt so lonely 
that her phone bills soared astronomi- 
cally. As she learned to adjust, she also 
learned to be more assertive, “because 
that’s how they do things there. In the 
classroom, students are not passive 
learners. They're expected to have their 
own definite opinions. You don't wait 
for the teachers to give you everything. 
If you disagree, you should make it 
known. Hindi puwede yung hiya-hiya 
(You can’t afford to be shy)." 

For her studies abroad, she brought 
the secondhand violin that her parents 
bought for her. It has lost its original la- 
bel but it has been with her for 10 years 


not have to sing. For a while, I was do- 
ing that with Sugarfree when they 
started. There's a part of me that wants 
to be behind the scenes. There was 
even a time when I asked the rest of the 
band if they could go on tour and Id 
just stay in the studio. They refused.” 

But an equally strong part of him rel- 
ishes the thought of performing. 

“Tm actually enjoying it," he says. "I 
like trading jokes with the audience, 
talking to them, singing with them—I 
don’t sing to them or for them, I sing 
with them.” 

But the other reality is that Blanco is 
a bona fide pop star, The showbiz press 
knows who he is, and speculations 
about his love life are grist for the 
movie, as well as music, press. Four 
years ago, when his engagement toa fi- 
ancee (whose identity he still guards 
closely, except to say that she is "a non- 


showbiz person, as they say in the 
movie press") fell through, he even 
went through a brief phase of squiring 
sexy starlets. How rock star is that? 

In the end, however, Rivermaya fans 
love him for his music.

now, and knowledgeable people venture 
diverse opinions оп the instrument's 
provenance. Some say it’s German, oth- 
ers say it's French. The age of the instru- 
ment is also a mystery, the earliest esti- 
mate being from World War П and the 
oldest, 125 to 150 years old 

But Angela has more pressing con- 
cerns than her instrument's origins. She 
has yet to regain her strength after she 
developed problems on her right shoul- 
der area and the right side of her neck, 
which has affected her right hand and 
arm. "Some people don't believe that 
you can get injured as a musician. All 
musicians use their small muscles, their 
hands and arms in repetitive move- 
ments. Any musician is injury-prone if 
they're not careful and physically fit.” 

At 5'6", the statuesque Angela admits 
to hardly being the sporty type. Being 
high-strung, she describes her injury аз 
both physically and personality-related. 
“I wasn't in the best physical shape last 
year. Mentally I'm very tense. It comes 
from being a perfectionist. I can be a lit- 
tle too serious and driven. This person- 
ality carries over to how I play, 1 таке 
banat (my strokes come) in spurts. Ве- 
ing a perfectionist can be а good thing 
for a musician, but it can also be un- 
healthy.” 

Yoga class 

"When conventional therapy didn't 
work, Angela turned to alternative 
medicine, signed up for yoga class for in- 
jured people, and learned the Alexander 
technique, which.focuses on how to 
move more naturally and free oneself of 
bad movement habits so that the body 
can function more efficiently. She also 
took up body work called Rolfing, a kind 
of massage that puts the muscles back in 
their proper alignment until the body 
works better with gravity. 

She says these techniques have helped 
her “become more aware of, and have 
more respect for, my body. You cannot 
insist on what you want your body to do 
because sometimes it would resist." 

The alternative treatment, augmented 
with acupuncture, Chinese massage and 
herbal medicine, got her back to playing. 
She even drank decoctions of herbs and 
dried scorpions, She made a face when 
asked to describe the taste, but she says 
the pain was relieved. 

As she gets stronger, she looks to- 
wards a future in graduate school, "de- 
pending on what happens, 1 would like 
to perform, concentrating on recitals 
and be part of the trend of introducing 
classical music to the provinces." She is 
also toying with the option of becoming 
a teacher someday, "something I can 
combine with performing." Conducting 
is another option, she says. 

Indeed, with her youth and enthusi- 
asm, Angela seems destined for bigger 
things.

Aftershocks jar Japan 
after powerful quakes 


ОЛҮА, Japan—Japan was hit by 
strong aftershocks Sunday after 
powerful earthquakes killed at 
least 19 people, injured nearly 
900 and for the first time ever de- 
railed a bullet train, within days of 
of the country’s worst typhoon in 

a quarter century. 

Houses were flattened, roads 
were cracked wide open and 
streets were scattered with bro- 
Xen glass after a tremor measur- 
ing 6.8 on the Richter scale and 
more than 240 aftershocks struck 
Niigata prefecture, 200 kilome- 
ters north of Tokyo, on Saturday. 

Nineteen people were killed, 
four missing and 877 injured, 
said Kohei Kawasaki, a Niigata 
police spokesperson. Public 
broadcaster NHK said some 
1,500 people were injured. 

“The devastation of the quakes 
were beyond what we had imag- 
ined, I give my sincere sympa- 
thies,” Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi told reporters Sunday. 

Koizumi said the government 
would work quickly to help vic- 
tims of the quake and Typhoon 
Tokage, which killed at least 79 
people as it ripped through Japan 
on Wednesday. 

‘The dead from the quake were 
mostly elderly and children and 
included a 76-year-old hospital 
patient whose artificial respirator 
was dislodged by the tremors and 
at least three people, including a 
two-month-old baby boy, who 
died from shock 

Three children were also kiled 
under the rubble of their house 
which collapsed in the town of Ojiya, 
the city in the seaside region that

The Japanese Red Cross Society 
distributed blankets, canned food, 
bread and soup and was ready with 
three tons of emergency kits that 
can provide medical supplies to 200 
people in Ojiya for three days. 

More than 250 homes and-90 
non-residential buildings were 
destroyed or damaged, NHK said, 
adding there were at least eight 
landslides, 

Saturday's quakes cut off power 
to as many as 284,000 households, a 
spokesperson for Tohoku Electric 
Power Со. said, adding that 12,800 
were stil without electricity Sunday. 

The quakes ako derailed a 
Shinkansen bullet train Saturday for 
the firsttime since Japan's high-speed 
tail service began 40 years ago. 

But no one was injured as the 
train, heading from Tokyo to Ni- 
igata at 120 kilometers per hour, 
was thrown off course.

‘TEHRAN—Iran on Sunday rejected a Euro- 
pean Union proposal that it stop enriching 
uranium in return for nuclear technology, in- 
creasing the likelihood that it will be reported. 
to the UN Security Council for possible sanc- 
tions. 

Diplomats had said that if Iran rejected 
the proposal drafted by Britain, Germany 
and France, most EU countries would back a 
US demand that Tehran be reported to the 
Security Council when the International 
‘Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) meets on 
Nov. 25. 

The EU trio want Iran to halt uranium en- 
richment since it can be used to make nuclear 
bomb material, Iran insists it only wants to 
make the fuel for nuclear power stations. 

"The EU proposal is unbalanced ... unlimit- 
ed uranium suspension is unacceptable for 
Iran," Foreign Ministry spokesperson Hamid 
Reza Asefi told a news conference. 

But Asefi left the door open for an agree- 
ment after further talks, scheduled to take 
place later this week in Vienna. 

“We view the European offer as a primitive 
proposal not a final one,” he said. "Negotia- 
tions will continue on Wednesday. We will 
have our own suggestions and we will study 
the Europeans’ proposal and will give the Eu- 
ropeans the results.” 

Washington accuses oil-rich Tran of using 
its nuclear program asa veil for developing an 
atomic arsenal, Tehran says it only wants to 
generate electricity. 

"The EU "big three" Britain, Germany and 
France have led a European effort at compro- 
mise that would avoid sending Iran's case to 
the UN Security Council. 

“The Europeans have chosen the right 
way by negotiations,” Asefi said. "We have 
to reach an agreement that would solve 
the Europeans’ worries and give us our 
rights.” 

Even before Asefi's comments diplomats 
and analysts had expressed doubts that Iran 
would accept the EU trio's proposal. 

“Theyre quite confident right now,” said 
political analyst Mahmoud Alinejad. 

“They think that even if they are referred to 
the Security Council it will not be that serious 
in that there won't be an embargo on Iran's oil 
or anything really damaging and if sanctions 
are imposed it would end up being more (po- 
litically) damaging for the Europeans and 
Americans than for them.”

Israeli Cabinet 
to decide on Gaza 
withdrawal plan 


JERUSALEM—Israel’s Cabinet was on Sun- 
day to decide on a bill that would set out how 
to implement Prime Minister Ariel Sharon's 
controversial pullout plan to evacuate 8,000 
Israeli settlers from the Gaza Strip. 

‘The Cabinet meeting comes ahead of a critical 
parliamentary vote Tuesday on Sharon's plan, 
Which envisages moving our the settlers now liv- 
ingin the Gaza Strip and closing down four small 
settlements in the north of the West Bank. 

In tum, Sharon is looking to strengthen Is- 
таей control over larger West Bank settlements 


‘where the vast majority of settlers live. 


‘The Gaza Strip is home to 1.3 million Pales- 
tinians. 

According to a draft of the bill to be dis- 
cussed by the Cabinet, the prime minister, 
with Cabinet backing, can decide exactly 
which sectors will be evacuated and when, an 
official told AFP. 

Sharon, after consulting the defense and in 
temal security ministers, can also impose а total 
or partial ban on protesters whose presence in a 
particular area may disrupt the pullout, which is 
due to be completed by September 2005. 

One section of the draft envisages penalties 
of three to five years in prison for those who 
impede the project by going into banned ar- 
eas, those who obstruct security forces in- 
volved in evacuating settlers, destroy build- 
ings or block access to settlements. 

"The pullout plan has been vehemently op- 
posed by Jewish settlers, the extreme right 
and a hard core of Sharon's own Likud party. 
‘The prime minister, once hailed as the cham- 
pion of the settler movement, has faced death 
threats over the plan, 

Political commentators expect Sharon to 
win the backing of 66 MPs in the 120-seat 
Knesset or parliament on Tuesday, with some 
40 voting against. 

‘The support of the opposition Labour party 
should balance out Sharon's opponents in his own 
Likud pary who will vote against him. АРР 


Ukranians hold 
massive rally 
for honest polls 


KIEV—At least 100,000 Ukrainians, staging 
the biggest demonstration of post-Soviet 
times, poured through Kiev on Saturday to 
demand a clean presidential election in a 
show of strength for opposition hopeful Vik- 
tor Yushchenko. 

‘Tens of thousands of supporters carrying 
the orange banners of Yushchenko's cam- 
paign surged down Kiev's elegant central 
streets bringing traffic to a halt. 

"A decisive day for the nation is approach- 
ing. We are ready. We demand fair elections,” 
Yushchenko told a roaring crowd outside the 
building where officials will count the votes in. 
the election's first round on Oct. 31. 

“We need only one thing—new leadershi 
Leaders who will open a door to your future.” 
Yushchenko, a liberal pro-Western former prime 
minister and central banker, is expected to fin- 
ish atop of the poll along with Prime Minister 
Viktor Yanukovich, who has the backing of out- 
going President Leonid Kuchma, 

A run-off in November is all but inevitable, 
given a first-round field of 24 candidates . 

‘The United States and European Union 
have called on Ukraine to ensure a fair poll, 
seen as an assessment of Kuchma's decade їп 
power, plagued by scandals and accusations 
of corruption.

spends, some P300 goes to service past debts. This 

heavy burden has prevented the national budget 
from becoming the catalyst of growth we need it to be. 
Tragically, this burden looks set to become even heavier 
in the future. 

Thus, as we suggested yesterday, perhaps, it truly is 

time to reconsider debt relief. It may fi- 
EDITORIAL nally be time to renegotiate—not 

merely to arrange longer payment pe- 
riods or lower interest rates but to reduce—the national 
government's overall debt stock. 

,. Buta crucial caveat: The worst thing that can happen is 
for the government to unilaterally announce that it will 
Taunch an aggressive renegotiation of the public debt, to 
reduceit. 

Thiere is no risk, however, that the Arroyo administra- 
tion will suddenly abandon a 30-year-old faith and 
preach the gospel of debt reduction, This is just as well, 
because the initiative must start and proceed without of- 
ficial government sanction. 

Thus, it seems clear that, in reconsidering this option, we 
must let the private sector take charge. The public letter 
several business leaders signed and released last week, ap- 
pealing to the President to set in place a more active popu- 
lation control policy, offers an instructive example. 

If the country’s business leaders spearhead the cam- 
paign to raise the possibility of debt renegotiation, they 
bring their international credibility, their business repu- 
tation, to bear on the matter. They will be in a much bet- 
ter position than government ministers to make the case 
for the Philippines. 

And what is that case, exactly? That our debt burden pre- 
vents one of the largest economies in Southeast Asia from 
realizing its fullest potential; that as the 11 economists 
from the University of the Philippines have shown, we are 
at most three years away from fiscal or, perhaps, even eco- 
nomic collapse; that getting paid say 75 cents for every dol- 
lar of debt is better than not getting paid at all; that ап 
economy relieved of a large part of its debt burden benefits 
not only its citizens but its creditors as well. 

It is also important to highlight the precedents in 
debt relief. It is a matter of record that the world's largest 
economies, thus almost by definition the world’s largest 
creditors, are being converted ever so slowly to the new 
faith. 

To be sure, the beneficiaries of the Highly Indebted 
Poor Countries initiative are truly impoverished nations, 
mainly in sub-Saharan Africa. But the HIPC campaign is 
not a mere gesture of goodwill; it has already reduced the 
debt stock of the 30 or so poorest nations on earth by bil- 
lions of dollars. Its example has also emboldened the 
United States to ask for as much as ап 80-percent reduc- 
tion in Iraq's foreign debt. As an official of Oxfam, the de- 
velopment organization, noted last June: “Iraqi debt is 
around $126 billion and a large chunk of this is likely.to 
be written off. This suggests that when it is politically 
convenient, large-scale debt relief is possible.” 

‘A developing economy like the Philippines does not fit 
the existing categories for debt relief; but a private sector 
initiative led by some of the most reputable businessmen 
in this part of the world may lead to a new classification. 
Would it hurt to try? 

Not least, it is vital to know that Argentina is not the 
end of the world. For many who follow the orthodox or 
mainstream economic persuasion, Argentina is a four-let- 
ter word; having fallen into the debt trap in the.1980s 
and then again in the 1990s, it is used to silence the argu- 
ments for debt relief. 

Ifa government defies its international creditors or de- 
faulted on its foreign debt, the counter-argument goes, it 
will suffer the Argentine scenario. In December 2001, Ar- 
gentina defaulted on its $150-billion foreign debt—the 
largest ever default ‘in history, The resulting recession 
was immediate and devastating. But to focus on what 
came afteris to miss the essential: the debt crisis fed deep 
social unrest, and creditor-imposed austerity measures 
led to a one-day orgy of violence which killed dozens and 
injured thousands. 

Now the new administration is offering (among other ini- 
tiatives) to pay creditors about 25 cents for every dollar of 
debt. Has the Argentine economy stalled? After contracting 
in 2002, it grew last year by 8.4 percent. Has it turned into a 
pariah? Not exactly. Creditors are right in the middle of ne- 
gotiations, bargaining for 30 cents on the dollar. 
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WHO says President Macapagal-Arroyo isn't 
providing jobs to Filipinos? Isn't she handing 
ош jobs right and left? 

‘And not just ordinary jobs, but jobs in Mala- 
cañang—as presidential advisers with Cabinet 
rank. What advice they will give, nobody (not 
even the advisers) knows, But we do know that 
аз Cabinet secretaries, they will take home not 
only fat salaries but also fat allowances, and 
free service cars, free gasoline, free chauffers, 
vans full of bodyguards, two or more motorcy- 
cle escorts, and the right to appoint relatives as 
confidential secretaries and chiefs of staff, all 
paid for by the taxpayers. And the right to be 
called "Mr. Secretary” and to be saluted by the 
Palace guards. 

1 heard another wing is being added to 
Malacafiang Palace because, during Cabinet 
meetings, the Cabinet members and presiden- 
tial advisers of Cabinet rank can no longer be 
accommodated in one place. Also, there is talk 
that Malacafiang wants to reclaim part of the 
Pasig River and convert it into a parking lot be- 
cause there is no more parking space forall the 
luxury vehicles with red plate numbers that 
converge on Malacaftang on the days the Cabi- 
net meet.

You see the 
kind of thinking that has given this country the 
dubious distinction of producing two leaders 
that made it to Transparency International's 
list of the 10 most corrupt leaders in Asia (Mar- 
cos and Erap). You see the kind of thinking that 
has allowed the corrupt and ungodly in this 
country to go unpunished. 

Of course its true. Many of those who are 
surrounding Garcia like a pack of wolves in 
Congress are probably more venal than him. 1 
still recall Ramon Mitra's depiction of his col- 
leagues as people who will sign anything, in- 
cluding toilet paper, i it had peso signs on it

how would you fee! knowing somebody bigger 
than you, who was accused of bigger pillage 
and who has been the object of a bigger hear- 
ing, got away thoroughly unscathed?

whenever she promises something, people ex- 
pect the opposite.

But having one million presidential advisers 
may be а little too much, even for the likes of 
GMA.

Unlike 
Arroyo who threw his brother, Ignacio, to th 
wolves, Garcia did not do the same thing to 
son, whose botched attempt to smuggle in 
$100,000 to the United States first drew atten- 

n to his shenanigans. Garcia in fact begged 

is judges to go easy on his relations, 

if I recall right, it was Ignacio who first used 
the concept of “right to silence” in defense of 
himself.

He got away with the 
ruse, as did his older brother, the senators be- 
ing content to construe silence not just as igno- 
rance. but innocence.

Someone gets away 
with murder—and Arturo Pacificador has just 
given whole new dimensions to it—you may 
get away with murder, too. It's an incredibly 
perverse interpretation of the principle of uni- 
versality.

President can always order the layoff of hun: 
dreds of thousands of rank-and-file govern: 
ment employees so that their pay allocations 
‘can be rechanneled to the salaries of the presi- 
dential advisers. If worst comes to worst, we 
can always borrow, as GMA did during her first 
term, She sailed through that term. without 
anybody getting any wiser, didn't she? 

But how will she pay for all the loans? 
Again, don't worry. Thats not her problem,

Ithas become clear why the paratroopers 
are the elite soldiers in any armed force. We 
know now why being a paratrooper is covet- 
ed by almost every soldier.

This sounds so much like presiden- 
tial brother-in-law (now congressman) Igna- 
cio “Iggy” Arroyo claiming the Jose Pidal bank 
deposits as his own, thus taking the heat away 
from his brother. = 

Iggy has become a role model of sorts, if 
seems, Maj. Gen. Carlos Е Garcia's mantra— 
his right against selfincrimination—before 
the House committees on defense and banks is 
an echo of lgg/'s own mantra before the Sen- 
ate—his right to privacy. 


But it is one that has taken on the aspect al- 
most of legal tradition in this country. In fact, 
the real principle is: that another is just as 
guilty as you, if not more so, does not lessen 
your guilt, it only makes him equally guilty, if 
not more so. That another is just as guilty as 
you, if not more so, does not make you less in- 
dicrable, it only makes him equally indictable, 
if not more so. That another is just as guilty as 
you, ifnot more so, does not make you less de- 
Serving of jail, it only qualifies him to keep уой 
company, or stay on long after you've gone. 

Or if the other person has gotten away with 
the crime already, then the principle is to haul 
him back and make him pay. Not free him. If 
Mike Arroyo has gotten away with being Jose 
dal, then arraign him for some other thing. The 
way the US government arraigned Al Capone for 
tax evasion, when it couldn't pin him down on 
bigger things. The comparison with Al Capone 
owes to more than physical appearance. 

"Two wrongs do not make a right, they make 
abigger wrong. 

Garcia is a victim of circumstance only in ће 
same way that Arturo Pacificador is a victim of 
circumstance. He was born greedy in the same 
‘way that Pacificador was born murderous. But. 
their parents themselves might object violently 
to the attribution of their perversities to genes: 
My apologies. Some greedy and murderous 
people are not born that way, they are self- 
made. 

‘As to the trial by publicity, that is virtually 
the only trial that is possible in this country: 
‘And even that is not enough: Mike Arroyo ге- 
‘mains a free and rich man. And despite the fact. 
that all the surveys say Filipinos to а man or 
‘woman believe him guilty as hell, and not just 
of being Jose Pidal, his wife managed to win а 
second term. Well, the surveys say as well most, 
Filipinos don't think she won at all. The genes 
run in the family, even if by consanguinity. 

Garcia has a point if he thinks the whole 
government should be on trial, That doesn't 
mean he shouldn't, That only means he should 
have Mike Arroyo for company. That should be 
his biggest punishment of all.

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‘THE INQUIRER headline yesterday, "AFP's gold- 
en parachute” doubtless spun off a lot of reac- 
tions. To me, it sounded like a tale straight from 
the Arabian’ nights about seemingly unlimited 
funds that retiring AFP chiefs of staff can have ac- 
cess to as “pabaon.” The perception is doubtless 
reinforced by all the stories in recent weeks about 
the mind-boggling bank accounts and pieces of 
property here and abroad of suspended Maj. Gen. 
Carlos Garcia, Thanks to his financial machina- 
tions, the various allegations about corruption in 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines now seem 
more believablethan ever. 

Aretired officer called up to express his con- 
cern over the allegations of pabaon, ranging 
from P100 million to P200 million, allegedly 
taken from various sources, contingency 
funds, as well as funds chipped in by contrac- 
tors servicing the AFP This officer pointed out. 
that to rechannel AFP contingency funds to ће 
pockets of retiring AFP chiefs would adversely 

рас on operations. He stressed that such 
huge “fund manipulations" cannot be hidden, 
especially since the retiring chiefs will no 
longer have any staff to defend them. 

‘This officer also questioned the logic of AFP 
contractors giving such a big pabaon when they 
can no longer expect to get anything from retiring 
officials.

However, in 
2002 the constitution of Monaco was amended 
allowing female successions in cases where the 
male heir has no children. So, for example, if 
Prince Albert, the son and heir apparent of Prince 
Rainier won't have kids, Princess Caroline will 
become the ruler of Monaco, 

The stringent requirement for a male heir that 
governed the succession in Monaco for centuries 
is the Salic Law. It is called thus because it was 
codified by various German kings and dynasties, 
including the Salian Franks (called the Lex Salica, 
first compiled by Clovis 1 circa 508-11 AD). This 
body of laws became extremely influential as i 
was adopted by the Carolingian (Charlemagne 
and his successors) and Merovingian dynasties. 
‘The influence of this body of Germanic laws in 
countries outside Germany is best understood by 
the term Germans still use for France: Frankreich, 
or empire of the Franks, 

And so itcame to be thar the ruling dynasties of 
France, first the Valoise and then the Bourbons, 
became the most prominent upholders of the Sal- 
ie Law on succession, which was really a misen- 
terpretation of the German laws: as the Columbia 
encyclopedia explains it, "provisions of the code

Rather, its the lump sum received 
by the chief of staff, covering his three-year advance 
pension and the commutation of his unused leave 
credits (AFP personnel start receiving their monthly 
pension only on the fourth year of retirement).

Ping Lacson. Theirs was a unique batch that 
earned its place in our sordid history as the first 
PMA graduates of the martial law era; and wore 
out their first pair of combat boots in the battle- 
fields of Mindanao and Sulu fighting the Moro 
National Liberation Front, where they confronted 
the realities of soldiery both at its best and at its 
most brutal. 

But aside from that, they quickly learned they 
were the heirs-apparent to the thrones of kings 
who with their guns held the power over the life 
and death—and worldly goods—of a terrorized 
countryside, All they had to do was ask, or even 
just drop a hint, and anything would be given to 
them. 

Cash and gold freely flowed into the hands of 
their senior officers. Political kingpins, many of 
them appointed by Marcos to replace duly elect- 
ed officials whose faces he did not like, gifted 


Royal society 
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forbade female succession to property but were 
not concerned with titles or offices.” The exten- 
sion of a law on property to titles and offices was, 
perhaps, inevitable considering the proprietary 
mature of those titles and offices for various ruling 
houses, or dynasties, of Europe. Again, in the case 
of France, this was always strictly enforced, 
which is why you didn't have cases of queens for- 
mally ruling France: mothers might have acted as 
regents for their sons, or pulled the strings behind 
the scenes, but always a male heir had to succeed 
to the throne (leading to lots of scheming and 
plotting whenever a king lacked sons or the sons 
ofa king turned our sickly). 

In 1700, the imbecile and sterile last Hapsburg 
“ruler of Spain, Carlos П (ironically possessing the 
same name as Carlos I, founder of the Hapsburg 
‘dynasty in Spain and father of Philip ID, who was 
an example of everything bad about royal in- 
breeding, died and willed the throne of Spain to 
the Duke of Anjou, a grandson of Louis XIV of 
France. Louis XIV accepted the throne for his 
grandson, triggering off the 13 year War of the 

spanish Succession. The Hapsburgs in Austria, 
the older branch of the dynasty to which Carlos I 
belonged, felt they had а stronger claim to the 
Spanish throne and fought for it. Louis XIV man- 
aged to keep the throne of Spain for his grandson, 
but Spain Jost what is today Belgium and Holland 
to Austria, as well as its territories in Italy to both 
Austria and the Kingdom of Savoy, 

Filipinos might have heard of the Carlist Wars 
їп Spain, which began because of the Salic Law: 
its requirements were set aside to allow Isabella Il 
(who has a statue in Intramuros) to become 


їп а strongly worded statement sent to me by 
PMA Class '6T's Brig.

It emphasized that if there is 
any evidence showing he is guilty of corrup- 
tion or any crime, Garcia (PMA Class '71) 
should be prosecuted by the proper authori- 
ties “to the fullest extent of the law.” But they 
also insisted that his rights under the Constitu- 
tion and the law ought to be respected and he 
should be accorded due process. 

‘Agfo stressed that like most concerned citi- 
zens, its members react with indignation at the. 
"shameless behavior or callousness” of people in 
the public service who engage in “flagrantly ille- 
gal or immoral activity” But it also emphasized 
that "We should take responsibility for our ac- 
tions, so that we do not inadvertently subvert or 
undermine the institution or the government be- 
cause of the misdeeds of a few." 

T think the Agfo members are quite clear as to 
the personal responsibility of each official to the 
government and the country and how to put 
‘wrongdoing even by one of their own in proper 
perspective. This is to strike the balance between 
the need to punish someone for his crime/crimes 
under our laws, but at the same time uphold and 
respect his constitutionally guaranteed rights 
(like due process) as а person and as a citizen.

Tt was a good life, and many officers, even

chised and impoverished; some driven to starva- 
tion, 

But added to all this, the military also fed upon 
itself, with millions budgeted daily for war ma- 
teriel and supplies. The golden goose was "con- 
version.’ 

‘The Magdalo officers somehow had a different 
definition of the term which now seems to befud- 
dle lawmakers in the ongoing congressional in- 
vestigation on military corruption. 

‘Simply stated, conversion means converting 
supplies into cash. This practice is facilitated by 
suppliers who would issue a receipt for X number 
or volume of items, 20 to 30 percent of which 
‘would be actually delivered; but the cash allotted 
Tor the rest (undelivered) would remain in "safe 
hands" to be rechanneled into the pockets of cor- 
rupt officials. 

Maybe, conversion will be better understood if 
a video clip of the Lamitan siege is shown: where 
the valiant Capt. Ruben Guinolbay, in stunned 
grief over the death of five of his men in that en- 
counter, rather incoherently recounts that the sol- 
diers based in the town had to share their ammu- 
nition with his newly arrived bullet-less unit. In 
the background lay a fallen soldier whose worn- 
out boots drove some viewers to tears. 

Now that is a definition that even you and I can 
comprehend.

Because sovereignty for centuries was consid- 
ered to be incarnated in the person of the ruler 
and his family, Europe has many kingdoms ruled 
by foreign families. The royal houses of Great 
Britain have been, since the time of James I, for- 
eign: the Stuarts, to which James 1, Charles I and 
Il, and James Il, were Scots; William of Orange 
was from Holland; then the crown passed on to 
the Elector of Hanover (elector because he had 
the hereditary privilege of being one of those who 
could vote for the elected Emperor of the Holy 
Roman Empire), George of Brunswick-Lüneburg 
in 1718. The first George of England (great- 
grandson of James 1), in fact, didn't know, and 
didn't bother to learn, English. lt was only his 
grandson, George Ш (in whose reign America re- 
volted), who could properly be called English in 
mannerisms and speech. 

George Ш went intermittently insane, and 
eventually his son, for many years proclaimed re- 
gent, became George IV He died without chil 
dren, so his brother succeeded him as William IV 
who also died without children in 1837. The re- 
sult was that George IV's and William IV's niece, 
Victoria, became Queen of Great Britain, At this 
point, the Salic Law kicked in: the House of 
Hanover could continue in Britain under a wom- 
an, but could only be headed by a man in 
Hanover. An uncle of Queen Victoria, Ernst Au- 
gustus youngest son of George П of England, be, 
came King of Hanover. In 1866, Ernst Augustus’ 
son, George V, sided with Austria in a war against 
Prussia. They lost; Prussia annexed Hanover, and 
the last King of Hanover decided to call himself 
the Prince of Cumberland, This is the family, 
throneless since 1866, to which Ernst August, 
husband of Caroline, belongs.

Child warriors 


DRAMATIC war photos often draw contrasting reactions 
from the readers. Some like them because they give them, in 
the comfort of their rooms, an idea of how things are in the 
battlefield. Others think the pictures trivialize the sufferings 
of people caught in the middle of an armed conflict. 

Оп the occasion of the arrival of several Malaysian sol- 
diers to monitor the ongoing peace talks between the gov- 
ernment and the Mo- 
то Islamic Liberation 
Front, the IuQumzm 
published last Oct, 
11 on its front page 
the picture of two 


young MILF soldiers Raul J. 
holding high-pow-

The accompanying caption read: "Going to war early in 
their youth, these teenage members of the Moro Islamic Lib- 
eration Front show off their rifles in the rebel group's Camp 
Darapanan." 

‘The photo did not sit well with the Council for the Wel- 
fare of Children, a government agency under the Office of 
the President. Through its deputy executive director, the 
council complained that "the publication of the front shot 
of two teenage members of the MILF is definitely in contra- 
diction to the guiding principles in reporting and coverage 
of minors. 

“While the graphic description of details of minors in- 
volved in the MILF may be considered ‘good copy’ and inter- 
esting for the public, media practitioners are urged to care- 
fully consider the inclusion of details that are sufficient only 
to help the public understand that evidence of child abuse 
has occurred. 

“There should be a conscious effort to respect and prevent 
the violation of the confidentiality provision under existing 
laws, especially when the intended publicity could result in 
the moral degradation of the child who is a victim of abuse or 
in conflict with the law.”

When asked to comment on the complaint, the editor in 
chief said she saw nothing wrong with the photo. She said it 
was meant to expose the MILF's use of minors in its efforts to 
force the government to give in to its demand for an inde- 
pendent homeland, 

Besides, she added, there was no "graphic description of 
details" that would have prevented the newspaper from pub- 
lishing the picture. She emphasized that the publication was 
meant to underscore the INQUIRENS continuing concern 
about the sad plight of children in the Philippines and else- 
where in'the world who are caught or forced to participate in 
conflict situations, 

Ishare the council's concern about the moral degradation 
that minors suffer when, at a tender age, they confront, ei- 
ther voluntarily or under compulsion, the harsh realities of 
force and violence inflicted on their fellowmen. 

Aside from missing the opportunity to enjoy the pleasures 
of youth—which comes only once in a lifetime—the experi- 
ence influences the children's view of themselves, their fami- 
lies and the society they live in.

"The young Muslims in the photo will one day hold posi- 
tions of power and responsibility in their communities. They 
represent the future of the Bangsa Moro people, Unless 
something substantive is done as soon as possible, that fu- 
ture does not look promising.

‘The public has a right to know their story. Its a problem 
that cannot be swept under the rug or ignored as if it does 
not exist. And what better way to inform and educate the 
readers about it than publish the photos of the child warriors 
of the MILF? 

At a glance, the readers were able to see from the de- 
meanor of the two minors the effects on them of the seces- 
sionist war that has been going on for years in that part of 
Mindanao. There was none of the light-heartedness that is 
usually seen on boys who are about to enter adulthood, They 
handled their Armalite rifles аз if hey were playing with or- 
dinary toys of childhood. 

Tt was а story that had to be told immediately without 
breaching the right of the children to privacy and self-re- 
spect. The photo in question underscored the need for the 
government and the MILF to come out with a lasting solution. 
to the secessionist problem, lest more children get caught in 
the vortex of the conflict. 

I would have felt uncomfortable though if the photo con- 
tained graphic details degrading their personality, like being 
shown to be enjoying the act of hurting or killing other peo- 

le. 
P Some years back, 1 read in a foreign magazine the story of 
two Burmese or Cambodian teenagers leading a band of sim- 
ilarly aged youngsters who fought pitched battles against 
government troops. 

The accompanying photo showed one of the teenagers 
smoking a cigar while holding by the hair the decapitated 
head ofa man. He projected the image of a child who consid- 
ers killing people a kind of game that should be enjoyed to its 
fullest, It was sickening and I felt the magazine strayed from 
the ethical rules when it published that photo. 

‘With all due respect to the Council for the Welfare of Chil- 
dren, Ido not think any rules on confidentiality or child wel- 
fare were violated by the Inquien when it published the pic- 
ture ofthe two MILF child warriors.

FORT DEL PILAR, Baguio City—The Philip- 
pine Military Academy's dress grays and 
dress whites are giving way to a patriotic 
version of the academy s cadet uniform. 

А revolutionary war outfit, designed by Juan 
Luma during the Philippine Revolution, has been 
reintroduced to the PMA cadets by a Luna de- 
scendant, with the blessings of outgoing Armed 
Forces chief of staff, Gen. Narciso Abaya. 

Brig. Gen. Cardozo Luna, who claims lin- 
eae to the Luna brothers because of his roots 
іп Badoc, Ilocos Norte, directed’ 70 cadets to 
wear prototypes of the Rayadillo during the 
106th PMA foundation anniversary. Luna is 
the outgoing PMA commandant of cadets. 

The Rayadillo follow the basic cut of 
modern PMA uniforms, which are copies of 
West Point uniforms. 

PMA cadets use a combination of gray 
jackets and pants during regular school days. 
But the cadet is required to wear a feathered 
parade cap called the shaku, a dark gray jack- 
et with heavy brass buttons, and a pair of 
white pants during formal ceremonies.

"The deep animosity that the pullout of the 
Filipino contingent from the coalition's occu- 
pation forces in Iraq had engendered in Wash- 
ington is comparable to the US resentment 
over the Philippine decision in 1991 to eject 
the American military bases in Clark and 
Subic. For several years after the pullout of 
the bases, the Philippines was consigned by 
the Pentagon to the pit ofa non-grata state. 

‘The Heritage Foundation’s commentary 
was clearly provoked by the breach of solidar- 
ity of Manila with its allies in the war on Iraq. 
Every now and then, similar foundations 
make it a part of the justification of their exis- 
tence to assess foreign political leaders in 
their bid to shape the foreign policy of coun- 
tries that they seek to influence. 


Criteria used 

When a think tank makes a judgment on a 
foreign leader, it is important to examine the 
criteria it used in concluding that a leader is 
‘weak. Herltage's criteria reflect Washington's 
point of view criticizing the Philippine deci- 
sion. 

"The criteria are revealed by several pas- 
sages ofthe Heritage commentary. 

“She (President Arroyo) is an equal oppor- 
tunity weakling,” Heritage commentary said. 
“The longer her administration makes foreign 
policy for the Philippines, the more it seems 
that threats from terrorists and regional bul- 
lies influence her more than diplomatic and 
financial aid from Manila's friends and al- 
lies." 

“On question after question, she has 
changed policies to put her and her erstwhile 
allies into weaker positions. At this point, she 
must be considered the weakest leader in the 
region,” the commentary added. 

“Over the last few months, President Gloria 
Macapagal-Arroyo has allowed Iraqi terror- 
ists to determine the location, mission and 
staying power of her nation’s military com- 
mitments.” 

‘These arguments are a tiresome repetition 
of official Washington statements following 
Manila's decision to pull out of Iraq—all of 
which never failed to remind the Philippines 
that it had been a beneficiary of US military 
and economic ai 


More scathing 

The tirade against the Philippines has been 
more scathing, venomous and patronizing 
than the US rebuke to France, which fiercely 
‘opposed the US invasion of Iraq at the UN Se- 
curity Council, and to the Socialist govern- 
ment in Spain, which made good its decision 
to withdraw Spanish troops from Iraq after

~ Neither Heritage nor US President George 
W. Bush branded French President Jacques 
"Chirac and Spain's Socialist leader Jose Luis 
Rodriguez Zapatero a “weakling,” They were 
not branded as such because neither Wash- 
ington nor Heritage could pick on and bully 
Chirac, Zapatero or German Chancellor Ger- 
hard Schroeder. 

On the other hand, Washington has histori- 
cally found the Philippines easy picking, be- 
lieving that its dependence on foreign aid 
would made it docile. 

Heritage's measure of a strong or weak 
leaders is whether he/she is strong enough to 
promote the foreign policy interests of the 
United States in the war on terror. Foreign 
policy interests of Philippine allies in the war. 
on terrorism do not always coincided with 
Philippine domestic interests, as illustrated 
by the withdrawal of the Filipino contingent 
from Iraq. 

‘The best judge of a weak or strong leader- 
ship in the Philippines are the Filipinos them- 
selves—not foreign think tanks. They are the 
ones affected by their leadership's decisions. 

Strong leadership, in my book, isthe capac- 
ity of a government to push controversial 
policies and programs, and to get things 
done. It is this definition of leadership that is 
relevant and important to Filipinos. t 


Realistic assessment. 

From this perspective, we can derive a 
more realistic assessment of the weaknesses. 
and strengths of the Arroyo administration. 

While the Arroyo administration has 
shown a capacity not to follow blindly the pol- 
icy preferences of our foreign allies, it has 
failed to exercise strong leadership in mobi- 
lizing political support for very urgent reform. 
measures and programs intended to attack 
the most critical problem facing the repub- 
lic—the fiscal deficit and the debt crisis, 

Ms Arroyo has been diverted from attack- 
ing this issue vigorously by her tendency to 
compromise with her political allies so as to 
preserve her coalition upon which the sur- 
vival of her regime depends, 

The President and her political allies have 
shifted the focus of the fiscal crisis to sub- 
sidiary issues, such as trading off revenue-en- 
hancing tax measures with saving the pork 
barrel that cements her alliances, 

Ms Arroyo seems to have underestimated 
the reserve powers of the presidency and her 
own electoral mandate—albelt still being 
challenged—to push through her reforms. 
From this perspective of getting things done, 
the President is weak, 

The test of a strong presidency cannot be 
defined by foreigners. It is determined by the 
Filipinos people's judgment of whether Ms Ar- 
royo is using the powers of her office to pro- 
mote the general public good. 

Five months after the inauguration of Pres- 
ident Arroyo, these powers are languishing in. 
her hands. In this respect, she is a weak lead- 
er—but notin the way Heritage defines weak- 
ness,

Supply procurement has so far eluded co 
troversy especially in relation to the military's 
modernization program. 

Maj. Gen. Cristolito Balaoing, PMA super- 
intendent and the officer who designed the 
AFP modernization program, said neither 
Garcia nor any military official could access 
the modernization supply program because 
it's accounting system was distinct from the 
AFP's internal accounting. 

"The country already receives supplies 
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from the United States and other allied na- 
tions based on a US-financed supply acqui 
tion plan, but we annually report a line-by- 
line accounting of these purchases to 
Congress," Balaoing said. _ 

By removing the modernization program 
from the AFP's internal accounting, Balaoing 
said he ensured that the program would be 
completely transparent. 


Fixed term for chief of staff 

Members of Congress have come up with 
proposals to curb corruption in the mili- 
tary. 

Senate President Franklin Drilon said one 
could start by making sure that the AFP chief 
of staff would be staying around long enough 
to undertake much-needed reforms. 

Drilon said he would push for a fixed term 
of office, preferably a minimum of two years, 
for the AFP chief of staff. 

Drilon said the incoming chief of staff, 
Gen. Efren Abu, who is set to replace Abaya 
on Friday, was a highly respected officer in 
the AFR but was due to retire in June next 
year. 

“And with all of these things coming ош, 
anomalies in the military, there must be re- 
forms which can only be instilled when the 
AFP chief has a longer term of office,” Drilon 
said in a phone interview. 

"That was why he said he would push for 
the immediate passage of a bill that aims to 
provide a fixed term of office for the AFP 
chief. 

A bill filed by Sen. Rodolfo Biazon, chair, 
of the Senate national defense committee, 
prescribes a fixed term of office of three 
years. The bill allows for the extension of 
the term of the chief of staff “in cases of war 


о? national emergencies as declared by 
Congress.” 


Joint Chiefs of Staff 

In the House of Representatives, Isabela Rep. 
Rodolfo Albano IIl is pushing for the creation of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff (JCS) after the stint of 
Abu as AFP chief of staff to achieve “genuine 
civilian supremacy’ over the military. 

Albano said the JCS, to be composed of the 
AFP major service commands, should be head- 
ed by either the secretary of national defense or 
the national security adviser. 

He said he would file a bill to speed up its 
creation. 

“In times of peace, the JCS should’ be 
chaired by a civilian but in times of external 
war or invasion, the JCS should be chaired by ~ 
2 senior military official to be appointed by 
the President,” said Albano. 

‘The corruption scandal in the AFP has 
raised fears of another coup or people power. 


Pep talk 

То calm the nation, President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo should address a joint session of Congress, 
according to Palawan Rep.

Mitra said that a congressional address 
would arrest the “drift and helplessness" peo- 
ple feel as they are being battered daily by the 
torrent of negative news.

LAPU-LAPU CITY—Reigning Oriental and Pacific. 
Boxing Federation (OPBF) super featherweight 
champion and World Boxing Council (WBC) No. 
2 Randy "Komong Bato” Suico solidified his rep-

*Fil-sham' fiasco: Who pulled the caper? 


TAM not totally blaming the beleaguered PBA 
foreign-born players who are now undergo- 
ing summary deportation proceedings for 
submitting falsified documents to prove their 
Filipino roots. These players are more like vic- 
tims in this caper and the main culprits are 
the agents who recruited them and prepared 
their papers. 

‘And I am glad that the Department of Jus- 
tice has finally started looking in earnest for 
those who helped the players fake their pa- 
pers. In fact, PDI's Jasmine Payo reported the 
other day that the DOJ, through Justice Sec- 
retary Raul Gonzales, has directed the № 
tional Bureau of Investigation to form a зре- 
cial panel to “go after and press charges 
against those who had aided the cagers pre- 
pare their fake documents.” 

Declared ‘Fil-shams’ by the DOJ were Coca- 
Cola's Rudy Hatfield, Barangay Ginebra's 
Alex Crisano and Red Bull's Davonn Harp, 
Mick Pennisi and Jon Ordonio. Asi Taulava of 
Talk 'N Text was also found guilty of faking his 
Philippine citizenship and recommended for 
deportation, but he was not included in the 
deportation proceedings because of an earlier 
injunction he secured from a Manila Regional 
‘Trial Court. 

As far back as four years ago, 1 already ap- 
pealed to the proper authorities to look deep- 
er into the intriguing case of these 'Fil-shams’ 
and identify the masterminds behind the evil 
plot to exploit them—the shrewd and greedy 
agents who made money at the expense of 
these unwitting cagers and made a mockery 
of Philippine immigration and labor laws. 

If memory serves, then Bureau of Immi- 
gration and Deportation Commissioner Ru- 
fus Rodriguez filed charges before the courts 
against some team officials for hiring for- 
eign-born players without the proper work 
papers. He said these team officials “could

not have escaped responsibility for the of- 
fense committed by the players because it 
was their obligation to ensure that the aliens 
they hired have fully complied with Philip- 
pine laws before allowing them to play for 
their teams." But I don't know whatever hap- 
pened to the case. Was it dismissed or settled. 
amicably? 

Speaking of Fil-foreign cagers, may I re- 

mind these players to behave properly at all 
times while they are here earning big money 
and enjoying the hospitality of the Filipino 
people. Since they are extensions of the PBA, 
they should always keep their noses clean 
even outside the playing court and not get in- 
volved in ugly incidents such as figuring in 
disco brawls. They should not be arrogant, 
egoistic and abusive by looking down on na- 
tive Filipinos. They should not be rude and 
should not disrespect our women. 
STEP IN THE WRONG DIRECTION. There is 
mo question that this cash-strapped govern- 
ment needs additional revenues through new 
tax measures. But I don’t buy the proposal of 
Camarines Sur Rep. Felix Alfelor to restore 
the 30-percent amusement tax on the two 
racing clubs, the Manila Jockey Club Inc. and 
the Philippine Racing Club Inc., and on the 
winning tickets. 

In my opinion, the idea is not practical at 
the moment because it is counter-productive 


and could lead to the early demise of the 
horse racing industry. 

"Thats killing the goose that lays the gold- 
en egg,” protested Philracom chair Jaime Di- 
lag when asked to comment on the published 
report. “Hindi maganda para sa (It's not good 
for the) betting public. That will only be a 
detriment to the growth of the racing indus- 
шу,” added Dilag, a former pelotari. 

Dilag stressed that under the present setup, 
horse racing is already generating huge rev- 
enues (more than P1 billion this year) for the 
government from the clubs’ payments of the 
franchise tax, sales tax and deductions from 
winning tickets, adding that the industry is 
now facing a bright future after recovering 
from bad times. 

There is absolutely no need to "rock the 
boat” by making changes such as imposing а 
30-percent amusement tax on the rwo racing 
clubs and the winning tickets. The proposal is 
retrogressive for the simple reason that in- 
stead of encouraging the fans to patronize the 
races, it would drive them away because they 
would be getting less from their winnings due... 
to the new tax levy. 

According to Alfelor, the proposed tax mea 

sure could generate additional income for the 
government, P1.025 billion from the MJCI 
and P1.3 billion from the PRCI.

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Reeve makes stem cell 
appeal from beyon 


LOS ANGELES—Paralyzed “Superman” star 
Christopher Reeve, who died earlier this 
month, made an appeal from beyond the 
grave Friday for voters to support human em- 
bryonic stem cell research. 

Tn a public service advertisement recorded 
about a week before his death, the 
‘wheelchait-bound movie star urged Californi- 
ans to back the controversial research when 
they vote in a referendum on Nov. 2. 

“Stem cells have already cured paralysis in 
animals,” Reeve said in the television spot 
that began airing 11 days ahead of the US 
general election in which voters will also de- 
cide on local and state ballot initiatives. 

“Stem cells are the future of medicine, 
Please support Proposition 71 and stand up 
for those who can't he said, referring to the. 
California ballot initiative backed by the 
state's Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

Reeve died of heart failure on Oct. 10 at the 
age of 52, nine years after being paralyzed by 
a spinal injury sustained in a horse riding ac- 
cident 

‘The call came а day after the actor's griev- 
ing widow Dana Reeve appeared with Demo- 
cratic presidential hopeful John Kerry at a 
campaign rally to support his stance against 
President George W. Bush's "ban" on embry- 
oniestem-cell research. 

In 2001, Bush prohibited the use of federal 
tax money in research on new stem cell lines, 
prompting criticism from the scientific com- 
munity. 

California's Proposition 71 is an initiative 
under which $3 billion of state funds would 
be used to fund embryonic stem cell research. 

"The controversial ballot initiative would al- 
low state taxpayers’ money to be used to un-

‘The Warner Bros. movie will be directed by 
Bryan Singer, who also made the hit comic- 
book hero *X-Men" movies. 

The new movie will begin shooting in Aus- 
tralia early next year, according to a studio 
source. 

‘The superhero in cape and tights will be re- 
born in the new movie that will tell of his ar- 
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rival оп earth as a baby after his father, Jor-El 
from the planet Krypton, sends his son to 
Earth to escape an advancing army of bad- 
dies. 

The young man is raised in a small town as 
Clark Kent, who grows up and moves to the 
city of Metropolis, where he becomes a re- 
porter and falls in love with co-worker Lois 
Lane. 

The 1.88-meter (6-foot-2) Routh, who 
hails from the midwestern state of Iowa, 
made his acting debut in the 1999 television 
series “Odd Man Out” and has played a guest 
role on the hit sitcom "Will and Grace. 

Routh has only acted in one other feature 
film, a dramatic thriller called “Deadly,” 
which is due for release later this year. 

Superman first hit the big screen when 
Reeve starred in the 1978 movie that also fea- 
tured Margot Kidder as Lois Lane, Marlon 
Brando as the superhero's father, and Gene 
Hackman as his evil nemesis Lex Luthor.

"High oll prices is expected to weigh on economic and corporate rev- 
enues and earnings growth, Also, there are concerns that high oll prices 
would push the cost of raw materials, inflation and interest rates high- 
er," BPI Trade said. 

‘Already mirroring these concerns, fast food giant Jollibee Foods 

Corp. earlier reported that its third-quarter net Income rose by 6 percent 
to P317 milion. It added that net income growth was cut short by the 
rise in costs and expenses, which were mainly due to higher oll prices. 

‘Suocumbing to profit-taking, the benchmark Philippine Stock Ex- 
change composite index lost 19.27 points or 1.08 percent week-on- 
week to 1,762.14. 

“Investors saw little relief from crude oil prices, which remained 
slightly below the $55-per-barrel mark. The markets continued to worry 
about tight supplies and strong demand in advance of the winter heating 
season.

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Air Philippines gets nod 
to fly to US, Japan, Singapore

AIR Philippines Corp., the low-cost car- 
rier of taipan Lucio Tan, has been desig- 
mated by Malacafang as an official 
Philippine carrier to China, Japan, Sin- 
gapore and the United States, 


A designation from the Office of the 
President is required before a local 
carrier can mount scheduled flights to 
an international destination.

‘declining dramatically -Unctad

‘THE INFLOW of foreign direct invest- 
ments to the country “dramatically 
declined” from an average of $1.3 bil- 
lion a year between 1992 and 1997 to 
only $319 million in 2003, according 
to the United Nations Conference on 
‘Trade and Development. 

Unctad added that the Philippines 
continued to receive one of the lowest 
FDI inflows compared to its South- 
east Asian neighbors, particularly 
Brunei, Singapore, Thailand and 
Vietnam. 

Singapore and Thailand are 
grouped with China as top FDI desti- 
nations in Asia with more than $5 bil- 
lion coming in yearly. 

These countries’ 
prompted Unctad to 
Observe that FDls 
were on the rebound 
in Southeast Asia 
from a total of $94 
bilion in 2002 to 
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$107 billion in 2003. 


Unctad data also showed that for- 
eign direct investments to the Philip- 
pines grew at a relatively flat rate be- 


tween 1998 and 2002—$1.7 bill 
to 11 billion—compared 
with those in neighboring 
countries in the region. 

According to the UN body's 
study on FDI, high-growth 
economies attracted more 
FDIs "while countries suffer- 
ing from political tensions at- 
tracted less.” 

“Out of 55 economies for 
which data are available, 34 
received higher flows than in 
2002, and 21 lower inflows,” 
the study said. 

Unctad noted that the

Gov't to go 
after firms 
with illegal 
water facilities 


By Christine A. Gaylican 


THE DEPARTMENT of Environment 
and Natural Resources and the National 
Water Resources Board (NWRB) are set 
to go after manufacturing companies 
and establishments with illegal ground- 
water facilities in Parafiaque, Malabon, 
Caloocan and Muntinlupa. 

NWRB Executive Director Ramon Alik- 
pala warned that unregistered commer- 
cial establishments and manufacturing 
firms in these localities are facing stiffer 
penalties beginning Jantary next year. 

“А penalty of as much as P50,000 a 
day could be slapped if their groundwa- 
ter facilities will not be registered be- 
ginning next year, Alikpala said. "They 
have until December to fulfill this obli 
gation and the NWRB will closely moni- 
tor their water extraction activities.” 

Although he did not mention the es- 
tablishments, he indicated that huge 
malls and manufacturing firms south of 
Manila were involved. 

The government has prohibited the ex- 
traction of groundwater in Merville and 
Sun Valley subdivisions in Parafiaque; 
Catmon and Tangos in Malabon; Talon 
‘Tres and Almanza Uno in Muntinlupa; 
and Manresa, Apolonio, Samson, Mari- 
blo, Baesa, Samson, Barangay 171 and 
Barangay 173 in Caloocan. 

Officials also warned residents that 
groundwater extracted from these critical 
areas were no longer safe for drinking. 
Also, continuous extraction of water may 
also cause the adjoining areas to collapse. 

"Extraction of groundwater in these 
areas has exceeded the safe levels and 
therefore the water quality may have 
deteriorated," Alikpala said. 

He added that there was strong indi- 
cation of the presence of E. Coli bacteria 
in the groundwater.

THE MONETARY Board has approved a 
new strategy to boost financial regula- 
tion by appointing "imbedded examin- 
ers” to supervise specific banks and 
quasi-banks. 

Alberto Reyes, Bangko Sentral ng 
Pilipinas deputy governor, said the MB 
approved the designation of "central 
points of contacts," or BSP account offi- 
cers, who would tend to "specific enti- 
ties,” 

“(The officers) are expected to 
know the institutions they are as- 
signed to—the emergency loans, 
clearing functions, risk exposures 
and latest developments,” Reyes 
said. 

Although the BSP has specific exam- 
iners assigned to specific banks at pre- 
sent, Reyes said they were limited to 
specific functions within the jurisdic- 
tion of the BSP's Supervision and Exam- 
ination Sector. 

He said the central point of con- 
tact, on the other hand, shall collate 


the data from the BSP's accounting as 
well as loan and credits departments. 

“That way, examination shall be 
seamless," Reyes said 

He said the BSP would pick senior 
officers from its 700-strong roster of 
examiners as central points of con- 
tact 

They would be prioritizing the 
“monitored” or problem banks, he 
added. 

“(The officers) should keep track of 
the problems and they should also be 
involved in resolving the problems with 
the management,” he said. 

The bank officers are likewise ex- 
pected to socialize with the staff of their 
assigned institutions and be updated on 
recent developments, including key 
staff movements or even mergers and 
acquisitions. 

The BSP is likewise asking the 13th 
Congress to give it four new powers in 
its charter to better regulate the local fi- 
nancial sector and prevent bank fail- 
ures. 

їп a recent report on the proposed 


changes in its charter, the BSP an- 
nounced that it was seeking the author- 
ity to: 

© Undertake risk-based consolidated 
supervision, which would allow the ex- 
amination of banks as well as its sub- 
sidiaries and affiliates engaged in allied 
activities; 

© Compel banks to infuse additional 
capital; 

‘© Approve the transfer or acqui 
tion of shares in a bank that would af- 
fect a change in the majority owner- 
ship; and 

Provide BSP officers immunity 
from lawsuits. 

se additional powers should 
allow the BSP to supervise banks and 
financial institutions more effective- 
ly and thus minimize the cost of bank 
failure,” according to the BSP re- 
port. 

The proposed charter amendments 
are in line with the “more forceful” 
strategy advocated by the International 
Monetary Fund to further strengthen 
the banking system. 


Corn Board urges support for grains program 


NATIONAL Corn Competitiveness 
Board (Corn Board) chair Doris 
Magsaysay-Ho recently rallied live- 
stock and corn industry leaders to 
support the Grains Highway Program, 
the strategy that could make the local 
corn and livestock sectors globally 
competitive. 

Magsaysay-Ho earlier presented 
the Grains Highway Program to 
‘Trade Secretary Cesar Purisima. The 
program aims to create the needed 
economies of scale to lower produc- 
tion costs, improve post-harvest fa- 
cilities to reduce losses, supply the 
domestic demand for quality corn, 
support the ambitious growth goals 
of livestock, and provide a wealth 
creation model for farmers. 

Magsaysay-Ho stressed the need 
and urgency of import substitution 
through increased corn productivity 
amid the growing domestic usage of 
corn feeds by the livestock sector. 

‘About 66 percent of corn stocks 
are grown in Mindanao, 28 percent 
come from Luzon, while the balance 
are from the Visayas, she said. 


Magsaysay-Ho said that at pre- 
sent, corn is loaded mostly in bags 
making the transport and handling 
costs very.stiff. 

Under the grains highway pro- 
gram, bulk handling, similar to the 
system used in US farms, will utilize 
containers of 19 to 29 tons each, 
thereby reducing transport and han- 
dling costs, Magsaysay-Ho added. 

She also said production of pork 
has been growing at 4.18 percent, 
broiler at 4.86 percent, while corn is 
ata measly 1.26 percent. 

The corn board is urging the adop- 
tion of farm clustering with sizes 
ranging from SO hectares to 150 
hectares so that the clusters can avail 
of shared meat production, process- 
ing, refrigeration, packaging and lo- 
gistics facilities. 

The private sector-led Corn Board 
was formed in 2002 by Agriculture 
Undersecretary Theresa Cruz-Capel- 
lan. 

It has been holding consultations 
and dialogues with the various 
stakeholders—from producers to 


corn users—to raise corn productivi- 
tyand enhance asustainable growth 
course for the corn and livestock 
sectors through what it now calls a 
“seed to shelf” program. 

While the Philippines has been 
growing corn for several decades, its 
production could hardly catch up 
with the requirements of livestock 
growers, an agriculture official 
said. 

The official cited that yellow corn 
production for 2001 reached only 
4.5 million metric tons as against ac- 
tual demand of 5.5 million metric 
tons in 2001 

Officials were forced to import 
the deficit of 1 million metric tons 

The official said farm productivity 
improvements through the use of 
hybrid technology and other market 
interventions (such as getting into 
bulk handling), will not just propel 
the Philippine corn and livestock 
sectors to global competitiveness 
but address a more important con- 
cern of creating jobs and enhancing 
therural economy. 
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BIR moves 
to revive tax 
case vs taipan

‘THE BUREAU of Internal Revenue is 
trying to revive the P25-billion tax eva- 
sion case against tycoon Lucio Tan, be- 
lieving that the resumption of court 
hearings will complement the momen- 
tum of its latest crackdown on tax 
cheats. 

BIR Commissioner Guillermo Parayno * 
Jr. said the revenue agency would file 
before the end of the month a motion 
with the Supreme Court seeking for its 
immediate decision on the Tan camp's 
plea questioning the legality of reopen- 
ing the dismissed tax case. | 

Lucio Tan's case was dismissed by the 
Marikina Metropolitan Trial Court 
(MTC) in 1999. 

‘The Supreme Court recently ordered 
the tax evasion case to be remanded to 
the MTC. 

Tan's lawyers then filed a motion for 
reconsideration with the high court. 

The Supreme Court has not yet decid- 
ed on Tan's motion. The MTC is barred to 
hear the case again without the go signal 
of the Supreme Court. 

“We have to file a motion with the 
Supreme Court so the hearings on the 
case can be resumed quickly,” Parayno 
told reporters last week. "We don't want 
to keep the suspense any longer, and we 
want the action to start immediately.” 

Parayno said the BIR is already рге. 
pared as ithas already gathered its argu: 
ments and enough human resource to 
prosecute the case. 

The BIR chief said the revenue agency 
was able to solicit help from law stu- 
dents in the prosecution of Tan. 

Aside from pursuing Tan's case, the 
BIR plans to file tax evasion cases 
against 300 companies before the end of 
the year.

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Mindanao power firm braces 
for looming supply shortage

IN ANTICIPATION of a power supply shortage 
in Mindanao, the Cagayan Electric Power and 

ight Co. (Gepalco), through its generation 
affiliate, will undertake projects to augment 
its present capacity. 

Ramon Abaya, Cepalco chair and chief ex- 
ecutive, on Friday said that the capacity, of 
the firm's 19-megawatt Mindanao Energy 
coal-fired power plant would be increased to 
between 40 MW and 42 MW to address the 
projected 2006 capacity-shortfall in Min- 
danao. 

He said it would take around nine months 
for the new capacity to come on stream. The 
plant, with its boosted capacity, should be op- 
erational by mid-2006. 

“(The availability of the new additional ca- 
pacity) will depend on when we'll get ap- 
proval of the rates from the Energy Regulato- 
ту Commission," he said. 

The bilateral power purchase agreement 
between the plant and its offtaker, Cepalco, 
has yet to be submitted to the ERC for ap- 
proval. 

Abaya said this should be filed after De- 
cember, 

Apart from the planned capacity addition 
for the coal-fired power facility, he said the 
power distributor was also “seriously” look- 
ing at developing an 8-MW hydropower facil- 
ity, in addition to the 7-MW Bubunawan hy- 
dropower plant of which Cepalco is a major 
shareholder. 

He said talks were already ongoing with a 
potential co-developer, a Manila-based entity 
Which he declined to name. 

Other possible projects include a bagasse 
plant and a wastewater facility, both within 
Cepalco's franchise area in Cagayan. 

For the bagasse facility Abaya said a major 
sugar mill based in Cagayan would have to be 
convinced to co-develop the project. 

“But we will have to run our own lines if wê 
get that plant on stream," he said. 
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‘The wastewater facility was also being 
studied for possible co-development with a 
food processing firm in the area, he said. 

Cepalco is now operating a $5.4-million so- 
lar photovoltaic (PV) power plant to be run in 
tandem with the Bubunawan hydroelectric 
power plant, the fist and biggest such project 
inthe developing world. 

‘The 950-kilowatt solar power facility is ће 
largest grid-connected solar power plant in 
Southeast Asia. 

Its conjunctive operation with the 
Bubunawan facility is also the first of its 
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kind in the world. : 
Using the two power plants in tandem will 
allow Cepalco to fully utilize its solar PV plang f 
for daytime peak demand while giving it the” 
chance to maximize the use ofits hydropower 
facility.

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Firm to set-up stock index fund

THE PHILIPPINE Stock Exchange (PSE) 
„said a foreign group was interested in set- 
ting up an exchange traded fund (ЕТЕ), 
which would be listed on the local bourse. 
‘The ETF is similar to an index-tracker 
‘fund, or a mutual fund invested in stocks 
that make up the main composite index. 
“This is a good time to set-up exchange 
-traded funds. It allows one to buy index 
‚ stocks at a lower cost. You diversify your 
‘risks and you don't have to follow each 
and every stock,” PSE chair Alicia Rita Ar- 
royo said. 
Arroyo, however, declined to identify 
the foreign group.

BPI Asset Management and Trust 
Group (ATMG), one of the country's 
biggest fund managers, earlier intro- 
duced its Philippine Index Fund (PIF), 
the country's first index tracker mutual 
fund that targets the larger retail market.

‘The Vanguard Fund had an initial value 
of $11.4 million and tracks the S&P 500 
index. 

The indexing giant now has 37 index- 
tracker funds and $296 billion in assets

State pension funds are the biggest 
buyers of these Funds, 

With the PIR BPI ATMG said the risk 


was managed by putting money in all 33 
stocks tliat make up the Philippine Stock 
Exchange composite index (Phisix). 

The fund mimics the movement of the 
Phisix and has eked out returns of as 
much as 42.2 percent last year during a 
soft launch. PIF started with just P58.5 
million in net asset value in December 
2002 and has grown to P340 million as of 
‘August this year. 

The fund is handled by experts who 
manage а fixed income fund worth P20.5 
billion and a dollar fund worth P4 bil- 
lion.

Local energy sources expensive, exec says

DEVELOPING indigenous energy sources 
makes sense, but using these will come at a 
price, 

“The drive for a greater use of indigenous 
fuels makes sense but let us not raise our 
hopes. Existing indigenous fuels are limited 
and a number are expensive,” said First Gen- 
eration Holdings Inc. vice chair and chief ex- 
ecutive Peter Garrucho Jr. 

Garrucho, however, said that the county 
should continue developing its energy sources, 
given the volatility in international oil prices. 

‘The Department of Energy committed to 
make the country 60 percent energy self-suffi- 
cient by 2010, by developing indigenous en- 
ergy resources. 

‘As part ofthis thrust, the government spent 


$175 million to get a 10-percent stake in the 
Malampaya Deep Water Gas-to-Power project 
in Palawan, through the Philippine National 
Ой Co. Exploration Corp. 

While itis now working on divesting almost 
half of its stake in the project, the government 
still wanted to maintain some of ownership be- 
cause of the gas find's projected good returns, 

‘There was also the possibility of augment- 
ing the country's overall power capacity by 
providing gas to local power plants, 

But because of the projects deep water na- 
ture and distance from natural gas-fired plants, 
the price of the Malampaya gas was higher than. 
that of imported liquefied natural gas (LNG). 

Significant amounts in royalties and taxes 
also have to be remitted to government, fur- 
ther driving up the Malampaya gas cost, 

The country likewise opts to develop ex- 


pensive geothermal gas fields and hydropow- 
er facilities, particularly as most parts of the 
‘world have displayed renewed interest in re- 
newable energy. 

The government, through the PNOC Ener- 
gy Development Corp., and the private sector 
"Were also looking at harnessing the power of 
the wind to deliver electricity to households, 
This despite the high costs entailed in using 
such a power source as well as the usually 
‘marginal wind mass in the country due to its 
proximity to the equator. 

“Indigenous fuels definitely improve the 
path to energy sustainability and we have 
made considerable progress. But we should 
not pin our hopes on the search and use of in- 
digenous fuels because we also have to reck- 
on with their costs and availability" Garrucho 
said.

THE WORLD Bank has provid- 
ed a fresh $1.15-million grant 
to help the Philippine govern- 
ment develop programs to ben- 
efit indigenous peoples in 
agrarian reform communities. 

"This effort fits well with 
the two overarching objec- 
tives of the WB's country as- 
sistance strategy that we are 
currently preparing—eco- 
nomic growth and social in- 
clusion,” said the bank's 
country director Joachim 
von Amsberg. 

"It also supports the 
bank's policy of ensuring 
that indigenous peoples 
participate and benefit from 
development projects as- 
sisted by the bank,” he 
added. 

The grant was funded by 
the Japanese government's 
Japan Social Development 
Fund, which was being ad- 
ministered by the WB 

Von Amsberg said the WB 
believed that the conver- 
gence of indigenous peo- 
ples’ issues, agrarian reform 
and local development ap- 
proaches would help cat- 
alyze growth in rural areas. 

“We are particularly de- 
lighted that this project 
would provide an opportu- 
nity for government agen- 
cies, with specific sectoral 
mandates and target clien- 


teles, to closely work to- 
gether toward the common- 
goal of making development 
interventions in local com-, 
munities more inclusive and 
integrated,” von Amsberg 
said. ^ 

With the integration of 
these issues in the develop- 
ment agenda of local gov- 
ernments and the streamlin- 
ing of participatory and cul- 
turally-responsive process-,

| Experts asked 
to validate 
*halal' claims' 


COTABATO CITY—The Halal Information 
Certification Center (HICC) has called on 
Muslims specializing in food chemistry-re- 
lated disciplines to help validate manufac 
turers’ “halal” product labeling and adver- 
Чї for Muslim consumers here and 
abroad. 

The HICC was put up by Muslim busi- 
nesspersons and groups in General Santos 
City to authenticate, among others, claims 
by companies that their products were рге- 
pared in accordance with Islam. 

According to the Oxford Dictionary of 
World Religions, Halal is the Arabic word 
for lawful, permitted or allowed, (com- 
monly used) in food, cosmetics and source 
of living. 

Speaking over a radio station here re- 
cently, Ahmad Dunya of the HICC admitted 
that his group was having difficulty vali- 
dating authenticity of halal claims on some 
products sold in the country. 

He said over 100 food and non-food 
products of the country's leading manufac- 
turing firms have been certified as halal by 
his group and two other certifying bod- 
ies—the Halal Resource Center (HRC) aad 
the Islamic Da'wah Council of the Philip- 
pines based in Manila. 

‘As with the HICC, the other two groups 
were non-government entities. 

Dunya warned that not all halal food Та- 
beling and advertising were validated by 
any of the three certifying organizations, 
owing mainly to the scarcity of experts. 

But he said the certification of the three 
groups issue attests to the “halal” labeling, 
mostly written in Arabic, in some food and 
non-food products, 

This guarantees that nothing in the in- 
gredients of the certified products con- 
tained pork or its by-products, such as lard, 
gelatin, animal enzymes, or emulsifier 
cream, which are prohibited for Muslims. 

Dunya said HICC and the two other halal 
certifying group were challenging Muslim 
individuals specializing in technical fields 
like chemistry, veterinary medicine, biolo- 
gy, food technology and nutrition, and 
even doctors of medicine, to help them 
pool technical experts in food processing as 
a "noble cause.” 

In the Autonomous Region in Muslim 
Mindanao (ARMM), the Regional Econom- 
їс Zone Authority (Reza) said it was form- 
ing stronger institutional links among gov- 
ernment and private sector groups to vali- 
date product label claims and truth in ad- 
vertising for halal products.

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Male baldness can 
be treated medically 


MALE pattern hair loss (MPHL) is not 
Justa cosmetic concern, but a medical 
problem that should be treated as 
such, according to. ProHair advo- 
cates. 

ProHair is an information advoca- 
cy established by pharmaceutical 
company Merck Sharp & Dohme 
(MSD) in collaboration with the 
Philippine Dermatological Society 
(PDS). It aims to promote awareness 
оп the science behind MPHL, high- 
lighting the fact that male pattern 

loss is a medical concern, which 
should be addressed medically and 
scientifically. 

MPHL, or androgenic alopecia is 
the most common form of hair loss. 
The condition is influenced by heredi- 
ty the male hormone (androgen) and 
age. 

Men who suffer from or are geneti- 
cally predisposed to MPHL may opt to 
use prescription drugs, which are ei- 
ther applied topically or taken orally, 
according to Dr. Gio Dimayuga, a skin 
and hair medical expert who spoke 
during the recent ProHair media fo- 
rum at the Edsa Shangri-La Hotel. 

‘Topical solutions may stop hair loss 
in some users with varying results. 
Continued use and application is re- 
quired to maintain the benefits of top- 
ical solutions. “However, some people 
may find topical solutions to be in- 
convenient and messy" said Dimayu- 
ga. 

‘An oral drug for the treatment of 
MPHL is also available. This particu- 


lar medicine, a proven oral treatment 
for hair loss, is designed to inhibit the 
production of dihydrotestosterone 
(DHT). DHT has been found to be a 
culprit in MPHL. Studies have shown 
that using this medicine in MPHL can 
avert further hair loss and help pre- 
vent severe baldness, Dimayuga ex- 
plained. 

‘According to Dimayuga, the age of 
30 is a crucial and ambivalent period 
їп men’s lives. "Not only is the third 
decade of life the time when men are 
reaching the peak of their careers and 
gaining financial stability, it is also 
the period when the onset of baldness 
is likely to occur.” 

PDS president Dr. Francisca Roa 
gave the welcome remarks during the 
media forum. “Dermatologists must 
lead efforts in providing professional 
knowledge and information about 
hair loss and make patients aware 
that hair loss is a medical condition 
that can be addressed by medical ex- 
peris," Roa stressed. 

On the other hand, MSD corporate 
affairs director Christine Liwanag 
took the occasion to expound on re- 
sults of relevant research the pharma- 
ceutical company conducted. 

“Ап Assessment of the MPHL Mar- 
ket” aimed to determine the inci- 
dence of seekers/non-seekers of 
treatments for MPHL and assess the 
attitudes, beliefs, knowledge and ex- 
perience of patients in relation to the 
condition.

NEW YORK—Has the pep rally resumed on 
Wall Street? 

‘The cheerleading for Google from the ana- 
Тук at leading brokerage firms is starting to 
sourid a lot like the days of the dot-com bub- 
ble, when some of the same analysts would 
appear оп TV trumpeting ever-higher prices 
for profitless Internet companies. 

Google shares surged by more than $23 on 
Friday to close at $172.43, after the company 
reported better-than-expected earnings on 
‘Thursday. That was more than double the $85 
price of its initial public offering in August. 

A number of Wall Street analysts, in turn, 
immediately raised their price targets for the 
company, encouraging investors to buy more 
shares, Mark Rowen, for example, the veteran 
Inteinet stock analyst at Prudential Equity 
Group, increased his price target—the price he 
expects the shares to reach in the next 12 to 18 
months—from $130 to $200. Heath Terry of 
Credit Suisse First Boston, one of Google's ead 
underwriters, raised his target from $144 to 
$177. And Mary Meeker at Morgan Stanley, 
the other lead underwriter, adjusted her valua- 
tion model to $168 from $132, saying that the 
model “could prove conservative.” 

Such an enormous increase in the value of a 
company over а few weeks recalls the day in 
December 1998 when Henry Blodget, then an 
analyst for Oppenheimer & Co., famously pre- 
dicted that Amazon.com, then trading at $240, 
‘would soon rise to $400. It reached that target 
in three weeks. Three years later, Amazon 
shares were selling for one-tenth that price. 

“We have seen this before,” said Jake Za- 
marisky, a New York lawyer who has repre- 
sented investors who claim they were misled 
by brokerage firms. "Google is another bubble 
thatwill burst. Next year we will bring claims 
by investors who were hyped to buying 
Google by analysts with a herd mentality.” 

While the behavior of Google shares is not 
unlike that of some bubble stocks, the compa- 
ny is by no means similar to the start-ups that 
had Web addresses but no profits, 

Google's revenues are expected to be about 
$3 billion this year and its profit margins 
‘would be the envy of any company. Even so, 
skeptics question whether the five-year-old 
company—now with a total market value of 
$47 billion—is really in the same league as 
the world’s largest media companies.

Ebike makes Marikina ‘bike-friendly city’ 


WHILE traffic education and enforcement re- the city to major transport terminals such as other project called "Bike to Work.” Eventual- 


mains a nationwide dilemma, the progressive 
city of Marikina may have finally discovered the 
‘most efficient, economical and ingenious way 
of easing perennial road problems: Cycling. 

‘The establishment of Marikina's Bikeways 
Office in 2001, started by MMDA Chair 
Bayani Fernando, who was then the City May- 
or, has led to bike-friendly roads and routes 
that encourage citizens to take the two- 
wheeled vehicles instead of commuting 
through manageable distances. There is cur- 
rently a biking path of 18 km that stretches 
around the major thoroughfares of Marikina, 
and this pilot initiative is proving to everyone 
that the system could actually work. 

Replicating the popularity and preference 
forzbicycles and other non-motorized trans- 
portin Asian countries like Vietnam and Chi- 
nag the vision of Marikina, said Lota Contr- 
eras, OIC of the Bikeways Office. "Biking isan 
alternative transport mode for intra-city trips, 
and aside from efficiency and fitness benefits, 
itigdlso environment-friendly" she said. 

Inaugurated in February 2002, the 18-km 
cycling route was designed to be safe, well 
paved and lighted, with appropriate road 
sighs, informative directions and parking fa- 
cilities. It will also connect strategic areas in 


the LRT2 stations and urban facilities such as 
factories, schools, hospitals, market areas, 
and shopping malls. "The original plan re- 
‘quires 66 km of cycling lanes, so there's still a 
lot of work to be done. As of the meantime, 
we are creating awareness and promoting the 
“culture of cycling’, and we hope other cities 
in Metro Manila’ will follow,” Contreras 
added. 

Supporting the government through this 
significant initiative is Innovatronix Inc, mak- 
ers of the country's first electronic bike, the 
Tronix EBike. The EBike is a dual-powered 
bike that could either be manually pedaled or 
powered by a 250W, 24-volt DC electric mo- 
tor It can run up to a speed of 30 kph and сап 
cover a range of 30 kms per full charge. Aside 
from being environment-friendly, a Tronix 
Ebike can actually cut costs since there is a 
continuous oil price hike. 

"The Tronix EBike is one of the best options 
for Marikina residents who would want to use 
a bike to cover longer distances instead of 
their car or public transport. It supports our 
program for making Marikina a bicycle 
friendly city,” said Contréras. 

For their part, the government employees 
of Marikina, Contreras said, are starting an-

Ebike makes Marikina ‘bike-friendly city 


WHILE traffic education and enforcement re- 
mains a nationwide dilemma, the progressive 
city of Marikina may have finaly discovered the 
most efficient, economical and ingenious way 
of easing perennial road problems: Cycling. 

The establishment of Marikina's Bikeways 
Office in 2001, started by MMDA Chair 
Bayani Fernando, who was then the City May- 
or, has led to bike-friendly roads and routes 
that encourage citizens to take the two- 
wheeled vehicles instead of commuting 
through manageable distances. There is cur- 
rently a biking path of 18 km that stretches 
around the major thoroughfares of Marikina, 
and this pilot initiative is proving to everyone 
that the system could actually work. 

Replicating the popularity and preference 
forzbicycles and other non-motorized trans- 
portin Asian countries like Vietnam and Chi- 
nag the vision of Marikina, said Lota Contr- 
eras, OIC of the Bikeways Office. "Biking is an 
alespative transport mode for intra-city trips, 
and aside from efficiency and fitness benefits, 
itisálso environment-friendly,” she said. 

Inaugurated in February 2002, the 18-km 
cycling route was designed to be safe, well 
paved and lighted, with appropriate road 
signs, informative directions and parking fa- 
cilities. It will also connect strategic areas in 


the city to major transport terminals such as 
the LRT2 stations and urban facilities such as 
factories, schools, hospitals, market areas, 
and shopping malls, “The original plan ге- 
quires 66 km of cycling lanes, so there's still a 
lot of work to be done. As of the meantime, 
we are creating awareness and promoting the 
"culture of cycling’, and we hope other cities 
in Metro Manila will follow" Contreras 
added.

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BIR, BOC to review 
telcos’ VAT claims

THE BUREAU of Internal Revenue has linked 
up with the Bureau of Customs to scruti 

the huge input VAT (value-added tax) claims 
of telecommunication companies. 

Revenue Deputy Commissioner Kim 
Henares said the telcos had pointed to their 
huge importation of capital equipment for 
their huge input VAT credits. They said the 
cost of the imports already included VAT. 

Henares said that checking the VAT collec- 
tion from imports of the telcos would help the. 
BIR determine the accuracy of their input VAT 
claims. 

“We are checking whether their input VAT 
claims are reflected in the customs collec- 
tion. An amount can only be considered as 
input VAT if actual payment is made and re- 
mitted to the government, or in this case to 
the BOC,” Henares told reporters in a 
ing last Friday. 

BIR data showed that from 2000 to 2002, 
the government had not been able to collect 
VAT from 18 teleos, including the biggest in-

WITH a projected record rice output this year, 
the country’s importation of the staple is seen 
to decline by 30 percent next year, 

National Food Authority Administrator 
Gregorio Y. Tan Jr. said the country would 
likely import only 700,000 metric tons of rice 
next year, down from one million metric tons 
worth $230 million this year. 

He said the МЕА rice inventory was good 
for 90 to 100 days based on а national con- 
sumption rate of 28,000 metric tons per day. 

“The country still needs to import 15 to 25 
more days of inventory this year to build up a 
stock for 115 to 125 days,” he said,

In 
2001, their output VAT stood at P10.479 bil- 
lion, while their input VAT reached P19.019 
billion.

Tt was only last year that the government 
began collecting VAT from them. The telcos 
paid P606 million in VAT last year. The VAT 
collection was a result of the P15.24 billion 
worth of output VAT and P14.7 billion worth 
of input VAT. 

Henares said Smart and Globe had said 
they were expected to remit VAT starting this 
year because they were not anymore expect- 
ed to import huge volume of capital equip- 
ment.

WOMEN, who make up 52 per- 
cent of the world's population, 
have a special role in environ- 
mental protection—both as top 
victims of environmental degra 
dation and as leading fighters for 
environmental conservation.

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Even in dire times, couple puts best foot forward

Entrepreneurial inclination 
CatMar is one of the few still flourish- 
ing shoemakers in Marikina City, which 


most people continue to regard as the 
country's shoe capital. According to 
Jose, the shoe industry in Marikina is 
struggling to keep afloat. 

During йз peak in the 19805, the indus- 
try boasted of around 20,000 producers; 
today about 10 percent of them have 
dosed shopor moved on to more profitable. 
ventures while most of the remaining 90 
percent can barely make ends meet. 

“I stay on partly because my workers 
depend on me for their livelihood. Shoe- 
making is all they know. If 1 dose down 
this business tomorrow, Td be taking away 
not only jobs from about 40 people but al- 
зо food for their families and perhaps 
‘work for my suppliers’ workers, too. 

Itis not likely that CatMar Shoes will 
shut down anytime soon. As one of the 
regular subcontractorsuppliers to 
Rusty Lopez for over a decade now, the 
company continues to get orders of at 
least 120,000 pairs of shoes per quarter, 
or roughly 10,000 pairs a week. 


‘The enterprising couple has leased a 
bigger location near Sumulong High- 
way, the main road to busy Cubao from 
rustic Antipolo, and installed more 
shoemaking machines in the new facto- 
ry only late last year. They expect to in- 
crease their production output and 
‘worker productivity starting this year. 
Pepe was the only boy in a family of 
three born and raised in Marikina by 
parents who were employed as shoe- 
makers. His mother was an upper-mak- 
er while his father was a sapatero or 
cobbler in the same shop. His parents 
eventually put aside some savings to 
ieir own backyard shoemak- 
ing business with a workshop under 
their house. The production activities 
stirred young Jose's interest and he 
eventually found his calling as a 
footwear designer. 
Carol learned ‘shoemaking in much 
the same way, being exposed to the 
business at a young age. She was one of

own. “I earned my baon,” she recalls 
with a smile. She worked on and off at 
the shop up until she got married.

Pepe 
would then present the samples to big 
department stores like Syvels, Fairmart 
and ShoeMart to secure firm orders, 
which the partners then passed on to 
larger shoemaking shops for produc- 
tion.

On their own 

When Jose and Carol got married, both felt 
there was chemistry between their personal 
lives and their professional inclinations to 
warrant not only a marital but also an en- 
trepreneurial bond. 

“te just came naturally We'd be together for 
the rest of our lives and we happened to have 
been exposed to the shoemaking business all 
our lives. Getting into the business became a 
conjugal and practical decision,” Jose figures. 

"Our relationship since the start has always 
been as equal partners. We're supposed to 
help each other as husband and wife and the 
same is true with the business,” argues Carol. 
“We arrive at a common decision to go on or 
putitoft" 

Their initial conjugal venture was bag mak- 
ing. They began by taking in a designer for a 
line of ladies bags. 

Producing ladies’ bags was a profitable line 
for J-Mar, their trade name. The business also 
honed the couples entrepreneurial skills, 
aside from earning them valuable credentials 
to their eventual clientele. However, orders 
for ladies bags tend to be small, seasonal and 
targeted only at women. 

From ladies bags, they effortlessly shifted 
to shoes since their collective background, ex- 
isting machines and market could be tapped 
for shoes as well. As product, a pair of shoes 
was highly competitive even as it offered 
higher margins and separate lines for men 
and women. 

The shift in product line led to the establish- 
mentof CatMar Shoes since J-Mar had become 
associated with ladies bags. A change in busi- 
ness name also marked a fresh startin their re- 
turn to their beginnings in the footwear indus- 
try It helped immensely that the couple moved 
to shoes at a time when the industry itself was 
on the verge of a major upswing. 

The early 80s is now being touted to be the 
golden age of the Marikina shoe industry 
Marikina shoemakers received subcontract 
jobs on volume orders from internationally 
known US brands. The town became synonyyz 
mous with high-end qualityfootwear. — 8j 

A chain of adverse international develo 
ments would nip in the bud this new wave of: 
prosperity. Import liberalization in the mid- 
1980s demanded the lowering of tariff and 
duties that, for years, protected local indus- 
tries from undue competition from foreign 
products. 


Thriving under stress 

During its most difficult times, CatMar 
Shoes’ strengths caught the attention of the 
husband and wife owners of Rusty Lopez, 
both Marikina-born shoe entrepreneurs 
themselves. They have since maintained a re- 
warding business and personal relationship 
with che Marquez couple and their comple- 
‘menting businesses, 

Over a decade, the partnership has also 
blossomed into friendship. Carol is quick to 
point our that their friendship grew out of do- 
ing good business over the years. Rusty Lopez 
has its own large production facility and 
maintains other subcontractors besides Cat- 
Mar. She thinks that the honesty and loyalty 
they have shown through good and tough 
times have been key factors in the sustained 
business relationship with their only cus- 
tomer 

The same level of continuing commitment 
is reflected in how the couple has maintained 
their conjugal partnership despite their being 
together almost every minute of the day. "You 
know, I think we've grown to like being to- 
gether all the time,” muses Pepe. "When we're 
apart, especially when she has ro go to Diviso- 
ria to get supplies, she'd be on the phone al- 
most every five minutes. For all I care, she just 
wants to hear my voice, hah!” 

‘They may be seeing each other most of the 
time, but they seldom get on each other's 
nerves. Carol argues chat they work things out. 
using one simple rule: When one of them is 
upset or angry, the other tries to keep his or 
her cool or stays away. In ten minutes, the in- 
cident will be forgotten. 

Its skilled craftsmen continue to be the best 
resource of the Marikina shoe industry and 
the Marquez couple's unflagging concern for 
their welfare keeps CatMar putting its best 
foot forward.

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The many ways to cheat in road-building

THE PUBLIC has been feeding on the de- 
tails of graft within the Armed Forces of 
the Philippines, More are familiar with 
how public funds are spirited to bank ac- 
counts abroad. 

Yet the AFP is not the first branch of 
government that comes to mind when 
corruption is mentioned, Most think of 
Public Works, as well as Customs and In- 
ternal Revenue. 

How then does graft speed along the 
network of roads? 

Let me count the ways. 

My source is a paper by Eric C. Batalla. 
Ph.D., associate professor of political sci- 
ence at De La Salle University. The re- 
search is entitled “De-institutionalizing 
Corruption in the Philippines: Identify- 
ing Strategic Requirements for Reinvent- 
ing Institutions." 

His section on corruption in public 
roads is based on various interviews. 


Cuts from cronies 
The paper says kickbacks hover at 


around 20 to 40 percent, and they land. 
in the pockets of congressmen and their 
staff, mayors, barangay captains and 
even city engineers. 

Contracts are awarded as favors based. 
‘on personal relationships, or in payment 
of “utang na loob,” or debts of gratitude. 
Even contractors blacklisted by the Com- 
mission on Audit still manage to take 
part in the bids. At times the construction 
firms spend much to entertain the offi- 
cials. The local public works agencies 
can get into the act by having their dum- 
my contractors join the bids. 

"The chosen contractor, a friend, rela- 
tive, or political айу, wins the rigged pre- 
qualification bids.

Adulterating materials 

Much of the fraud takes place in the 
materials used. Rather than following 
the Program of Work, the contractor uses 
substandard materials. Think of cheap 
gravel with big stones (more than 3 inch- 
es wide) rather than commercial gravel. 
The firm may likewise use the correct 
materials, butin the wrong quantities. 

“There are also standards used when 
mixing cement,” says Batalla. “For exam- 
ple class A concrete contains one bag of 
cement, two boxes of sand as fine aggre- 
gates, and four boxes of coarse aggre- 
gates. What happens is that this propor- 
tion is not followed, mostly by adding on 
the aggregates, or worse, by not separat- 
ing the fine and coarse aggregates.” 

‘Another avenue is to overprice the de- 
livery of the materials.

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Storage trying 
to catch up 
with digital 
data growth

АМ EXPLOSION of digital data is happening 
worldwide as society continues to create 
more information, and like packrats strug- 
gling to cram clothing into tiny luggage, man 
is trying to figure out where and how that da- 
ta can be stored. 

Consider e-mail. An estimated average of 
31 billion e-mail messages are being sent 
"worldwide every day. From 1999 to 2000, 
digital data created worldwide was estimated. 
to have doubled in 12 months. This year, the 
top five technology providers have released 
75,000 patches of new computer code. All 
this computes to about 668,000 terabytes of 
data created every day. 

Yong Khai Leong, division manager of the 
Singapore Data Storage Institute, puts this in 
perspective 

"A gigabyte of data is 1,000 megabytes or a 
pickup truck full of paper. А terabyte of data is 
1,000 Gb or data contained in paper made 
from 50,000 trees. A petabyte is 1,000 Tb of 
data, But now we're moving to the exabyte 
level, and five Eb would contain all the words 
ever spoken by human beings," Yong says. 

Yong says that in 2002, 5.6 Eb of new data 
were created. Optical data accounted for 103 
Tb, paper-based documents accounted for 
1.634 РЬ, film accounted for 420.25 Pb, and 
magnetic data accounted for 4.9 Eb. 

"Based on the world population of 6.3 bil- 
lion, this would be equivalent to about 800 
Mb of data for every man, woman and child 
on Earth,” he says. 

‘Chua Meng Pin, divisional SVP for channel 
and storage division of management software 
firm Computer Associates, says exponentially 
exploding data growth is not just about filling 
up storage devices with information, 

“We're seeing a 30-percent year-over-year 
increase in data, but it's not about how fast 
you fill up storage. It's about how you manage 
data,” Chua says. 

The market, according to Chua, is going to- 
ward strategic management solutions instead 
of “tactical point products,” or the purchase of 
more storage devices like tape and hard 
drives where new data can be stored. 

“The solution is managing data storage 
with integrated software that feature automa- 
tion and intelligence,” he says. "Software data 
management has to be business-centric. You 
have to align storage solutions to your busi- 
ness needs." 

This is where the concept of information 
lifecycle management (ILM) comes in. ILM is 
a strategy for aligning IT infrastructure with 
the needs of businesses based on informa- 
tion's changing value. The ILM practice—be- 
ing pushed by various storage players in the 
industry such as EMC, IBM, Sun, НР and 
many others—attempts to get the most value 
from information, at the lowest cost of owner- 
ship, at every point in its lifecycle. It's not just 
a matter of discarding data that is hot needed 
ata certain point in time, but managing data 
retention and disposal according to business 
needs. Think of it as planning which clothes 
you want to cram into your tiny luggage. 

Chua says CA is doing just that, bur instead 
of ILM the company calls its model the Infor- 
mation Management Maturity Model. Thi 
process entails the identification, classifica 
tion, definition and automation of data. As 
new storage devices are added or replaced, 
companies have to determine how they fit in- 
to the existing storage topography and how 
they can be used optimally. i 

"This is what we did with BrightStor re- 
lease 11.1, which is built around 13 integrat- 
ed products to align storage spending with 
business value,” Chua says. “Resource utiliza- 
tion is not the greatest strength of the storage 
industry, Customers solve problems by throw- 
ing in more hard disk drives, but the problem 
does not go away and the complexity grows 
exponentially"

Asian telcos 
lauded for 
leading in 
wireless

THE ASIAN market's fast growth 
was stressed anew by telecom- 
munications executives as they 
continue to look to the region for 
more growth amid saturated 
markets in Europe and the United 
States. 

‘There are about 1.5 billion mo- 
bile subscribers worldwide, and 
616 million—almost 60 per- 
cent—are in Asia, By the end of 
the year, Asian subscribers would 
exceed that of Europe. Half that 
number or more than 300 million 
will come from China by end- 
2004. 

Craig Ehrlich, chair of the GSM 
Association, attributed this suc- 
cess to Asian telco executives’ 
management style and favorable 
environments surrounding them. 

“Asian CEOs and operators are 
much more street-savvy,” he said. 
"The companies here are less bu- 
reaucratic, they're newer and so 
are more open to new technolo- 
gies, and they are more competi- 
tive.” 

Ehrlich made specific mention 
of the Philippines and its success 
in turning SMS or text messages 
into a major revenue generator. 

"What the Philippines has 
shown us is that even at the low 
levels of economic models, you 
can cleverly market a simple tech- 
nology. (The GSM Association) 
makes sure the stories of Globe 
and Smart are spread interna- 
tionally so other CEOs worldwide 
would follow their lead." 

Asia also leads in the rollout of 
third-generation or 3G services, 
which give users higher band- 
width to surf the Internet and 
stream audio and video through 
their mobile phones. 

In Asia, only Japan, South Ko- 
rea, Hong Kong and Australia 
currently offer 3G. Japan's NTT 
DoCoMo was first to offer it in 
2001, followed by Korea which 
now has 8 million 3G subscribers. 
and Hong Kong which launched 
its 3G service in the first quarter 
of this year. Singapore's SingTel is 
now pilot-testing its 3G service 
and is expected to roll out the ser- 
vice commercially in the first 
quarter of 2005. Malaysia's 
Maxxis Mobile already has a 3G 
license and the Philippine gov- 

+ ernment has already released its 
draft guidelines for 3G frequency 
bidding. 

“By the time this second batch 
of 3G adopters launch services in 
2007, more handsets would be 
available and their prices would 
have gone down," said Ehrlich. 

The availability and pro- 
hibitive cost of 3G handsets are 
two reasons why 3G has yet to 
gain mass acceptance. Few mod- 
els are out in the market, and an- 
other Asian company—NEC of 
Japan—was first to launch a 3G 
handset for DoCoMo in 2001. 3G, 
phones cost about $1,000, com- 
pared to current phone models 
which sell for about $200, 

"Companies here are expand- 
ing faster than any other area,” 
said Ben Cowart, vice president 
for operations of Verso Technolo- 
gies’ Asian operations. “As a com- 
pany, I believe within the next 
three years Asia will be the 
biggest producing market.” 

Asked if the American and Eu- 
ropean telecommunication com- 
panies are eyeing Asia because 
the markets there have already 


been saturated, Cowart said: “I” 


would rather say that the markets 
there have already matured, they 
are maxed out. People are look- 
ing at Asia because of its un- 
tapped potentials. We see a three- 
fold increase in revenue by focus- 
1} ing on Southeast Asia alone.”

20,000 beta testers jack into Matrix Online

ARE you ready to take the red pill? 

‘On Oct. 19, the Matrix Online started offer- 
ing authentication keys to the first 5,000 beta 
testers of an online interactive game based on 
the Wachowski brothers’ cult classic. 

Through Fileplanet, Warner Bros. Interac- 
tive Entertainment and Sega gave 20,000 
people worldwide a glimpse of the much- 
talked about game inspired by the movie. 

The online game is, however, only avail- 
able to Fileplanet subscribers. 

Last week, Fileplanet began releasing the 
first 5,000 authentication keys to subscribers 
on a first-come, first-served basis. The first 
batch of keys were consumed in record- 
breaking time, and another 5,000 keys are ex- 
pected to be released tomorrow and two 
more Tuesdays thereafter. All 20,000 keys 
will be distributed within the deadline of one 
month, or four weeks of 5,000 keys each. 

Once the keys run out for each week, the 
subscribers will need to check back the fol- 
lowing week to attempt to gain access into 
the sprawling world of the Matrix Online. 

The Fileplanet website indicated that sub-

Sun sees more 64-bit users in RP

SOFTWARE developers in the Philippines are 
expected to adapt well to 64-bit computing, 
as the industry gradually goes full swing in 
developing business- and entertainment-fe- 
lated applications. 

Sun Microsystems Philippines country 
manager Cynthia Mamon said the entry of 
AMD's 64-bit Opteron processor in the enter- 
prise server space has created a new follow- 
ing among small- to medium-scale businesses 
that require enterprise-level computing pow- 
er at a fraction of the cost. 

She noted that Opteron-based servers are 
about 25 percent cheaper than their Intel- 
based counterparts. Software developers can 
future-proof their hardware since applica 
tions would be written in 64-bit code. 

“Small software and content development 
companies have continued to put up shops in 


the Philippines, and are already requiring ro- 
bust computing power. The 64-bit market, al 
though still very small in the Philippines, will 
gradually grow as developers start to fully uti 
lize its capabilities," Mamon said. 

SunPhil recently introduced a new line of 
servers that use the AMD Opteron processor. 
‘According to Mamon, the Opteron greatly en- 
hances the computing requirements of their 
newly released Solaris 10 operating system 
and their Java programming platform. 

Mamon noted that many software develop- 
ers are enticed to migrate to a combination of 
their Opteron-based server, the new Solaris 
and the Java platform, 

“A lot of applications developed and used 
by small- to medium-scale businesses are de- 
veloped using the Java platform. The Opteron 
fully complements the computing require 
ments of Java and so application developers 
will find it more cost-effective to use this kind 
of bundle," Mamon said.

MOBILE phones that can roam 
from cellular networks to tradi- 
tional fixed telephone backbones 
and Internet protocol-based net- 
works using the same phone 
number are slated for commer- 
cial availability in Asia next year. 

Hybrid phones that can switch 
from GSM to LAN-based net- 
works and the traditional public 
switched telephone network will 
be available in Asia in the next six 
to 12 months, according to execu- 
tives from Alcatel. 

“А couple of operators in 
Southeast Asia and some in China 
will offer this service by 2005, 
says Fazal Bahardeen, vice presi- 
dent for fixed solutions division 
of Alcatel. "This service is access- 
agnostic, whether it’s fixed, GSM, 
wi-fi or wi-max.” 

This gives users one number 
for ай calls, whether fixed or mo- 
bile. The first such venture will be 
launched in Europe by BT Group 
PLC's Bluephone in the first quar- 
ter of 2005. 

‘Alcatel is the prime contractor 
for the Bluephone project and 
leads the Bluephone consortium, 
but non-disclosure agreements 
hinder Bahardeen from identify- 
ing the Asian operators that will 
be offering similar services. 

A hybrid mobile phone uses 
the existing cellular network as 
its main backbone, When a sub- 
scriber is at home or at a place 
where there is wi-fi connectivity, 
the phone picks up the signal and 
switches to IP-based voice-over 
Internet Protocol (VoIP). Or the 
phone can pick up the traditional 
fixed line network route via Alca- 
tels Open Services Platform. 
When the subscriber is at the of- 
fice, the phone's Bluetooth option 
picks up the signal from the ap- 
propriately configured ° access 
point and taps into the office's 
network also for VoIP When the 
subscriber goes out again, the 
phone switches back to the GSM 
ог CDMA network. 

‘The result is cheaper connec- 
tivity rates since VoIP and fixed 
line subscriptions cost less than 
traditional cellular connectivity. 
Operational costs also go down 
for the service providers. 

In BT's Bluephone project, 
however, only Bluetooth is used 
instead of wi-fi because quality of 
service remains an issue in wifi 
use, according to Vince Pizzica, 
vice president and CTO of Alcatel 
Asia Pacific. 

“We think Bluetooth is better 
connecting to the IP networ 
says Pizzica. “So you'll have а 
base station at the office or at 
home and a Bluetooth modem in 
the phone to connect. When 
you're in range, it picks up the 
signal and switches from GSM to 
TR A soft switch (software-based) 
provides intelligent connectivity.” 

Pizzica says talks between BT 
and Alcatel for the development 
of а hybrid phone started in the 
middle of last year, and trials 
were started May this year. Dur- 
ing that time, wi-fi was not yet 
popular, and to date no phones 
are mass-manufactured with wi- 
fi capability while Bluetooth 
phones are already standard. 

However, even if operators 
converge their cellular, fixed and 
IP networks, not any phone in the 
market can be used as a hybrid 
phone. First, it has to have Blue- 
tooth or wifi connectivity. Sec- 
ond, special client software has to 
bé installed in the phones. Third, 
access points that will connect 
the phone to IP networks have to 
be in place. Fourth, the operator 
will likely require hybrid phone 
users to get a new account along 
with a new SIM and phone num. 
ber that can roam with the sub- 
scriber whether he or she is using 
cellular, traditional — circuit 
switched or IP-based network. 

Bahardeen says Motorola, Al- 
catel and a few others in China 
are in the process of manufactur- 
ing such phones. 

Bur the use of hybrid phones 
running on converged telephone 
and IP networks is subject to gov- 
ernment reguluorions and the 
operator's business models. 

“Every country has different 
regulatory frameworks," says Ba- 
hardeen, "We work with each and 
every operator and look at the 
regulatory environments they are 
їп. We also have to see if it makes 
business sense for the operator, 
like seeing if it makes sense from 
a tariff point of view.”

Unknown to a majority of Filipinos, each 
October is "Museums and Galleries Month," 
marked by the National Museum with a series 
of events organized for a specific purpose: to 
introduce the Filipino to the greatness of his 
culture. 

Events to commemorate Museums and 
Galleries Month include open houses in the 
National Museum and its provincial branches 
in Ifugao, llocos Sur, Bicol, Palawan, Cebu 
and Zamboanga. In Manila, leading cultural 
experts and historians deliver lectures. 

"Lines Across Time," an interactive photo 
exhibition focusing on Spanish colonial 
town planning and infrastructure and also 
secular architecture in the Philippines pre- 
sented by Fundación Santiago, opened last 
Oct. 13. After closing at the National Muse- 
um on Nov. 30, the superlative exhibit will 
tour the country. 

‘On Oct. 27, an Exhibition of Indian Textiles 
will open, followed by a conference on the 
cultural and trade links between India and 
the Philippines. 


Fabulous collection 

What does the National Museum have? It 
has the most fabulous collection of objects in 
the country. Those objects tell the story of 
how great Filipinos always have been. 

Going to the museum is like going to an an- 
cestral house loaded with household objects 
gathered over the years, where each object 
tells a part of the family story. To get the entire 
story, it is necessary to poke around, go 
through everything and let the collection of 
objects tell their story. 

‘One part of the broad Filipino story is told 
by bulols carved from hardwood trees grow- 
ing in the Ifugao highlands. These prized ob- 
jects, handed down from generation to gener- 
ation guard family granaries where rice is 
stored. During harvest season, priests con- 
duct а ritual invoking the bulol to make the 
rice stored inside the granary continue to 
grow as it did in the mountainous rice ter- 
races. 

Оп the Maitum jars dating back to the Met- 
al Age, Maria Elena Paterno writes, "The large 
secondary burial jars were earthenware and 
limestone, but what was so amazing was the 
human figures on the lids, sculpted with 
childlike simplicity and attention to detail 
‘These were no representative human figures 
but portraits of people long gone." 

Paterno describes the Maranao sarimanok 
as“... a bird in poise. Its wings are spread out 
but it cannot fly. Neither will it ever eat the 
fish it carries in its beak, Though elaborate in 
its decorations, the bird figure is spare, not a 
living breathing bird." Since Islam prohibits 
portrayal of any living form, the sarimanok is 
а non-representational symbolic object of 
prestige.

‘The former Legislative Building and two 
others form the National Museum complex 
that includes the two buildings on Agrifina 
Circle at the Taft Avenue end of Rizal Park. 
‘The Museum of the Filipino People (the for- 
mer Department of Finance) was restored 
and opened to the public in time for the Cen- 
tennial of Philippine Independence in 1998. 
When the Department of Tourism vacates its 
present building, it will become the Museum 
of Natural History.

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Who moved Agang Maganda’s ‘Cheese’?

GANG Maganda’s alluring 
dreamscapes speak of a 
tradition that goes back to 
modern artists at the turn of the 


last century. 
Artists like Rousseau, Chagall,

Delvaux and Magritte have de- 
picted the inner world in its most 
Iyrical or sometimes eerie forms. 
Rousseau's "Dream" (1910) de- 
picts a naked woman reclining on 
the couch amid the verdant fo- 
liage of a moonlit jungle. Paul 
Delvaux's "Entombment" (1957) 
has skeletons and corpses that 
seem to come alive. 

Te must be noted that the fasci- 
nation with the inner world is the 
result of the long history of op- 
pression and alienation of the 
artists, Their production is situat- 
ed between two world wars. 

Frustrated with senseless vio- 
lence, commodification of culture 
and social relations, and the utter 
destruction of everything sub- 
lime, artists reckon with these 
problems by tuming to their in- 
ner world of dreams and the un- 
conscious. 

Maganda is no different in 
seeking to transcend reality by 
depicting dreams in his paintings. 
Knowing that our country is al- 
ways in political turmoil, Magan- 
da gives us a different view of 
looking at our world. 

In “Fretless Serenade," one 
sees a stringless crimson guitar 
with a wooden ladder that resem- 
bles a fret and some bluish feath- 
erlike image moving up and 
down near the stairs. 

Tn this painting (or as in any 
dream), objects are distorted and 
the laws of physical reality are 
suspended. Such distortion func- 
tions as an estrangement effect 
that allows viewers to experience 
anew the familiar world. 

For Magritte, a painting 
should reveal the unfamiliar 
feeling of mystery, as one has 
even with eyes closed. “Fretless 
Serenade” depicts a haunting si-

lence more palpable than the 
wisp ofa smoke and yet more en- 
trancing that the strumming of a 
guitar. As one observes the flut- 
tering ofthe blue feather-like im- 
ages, one is easily caught be- 
tween weightlessness and the 
pull of gravity. 

The depth of the foreboding 
scarlet background is easily asso- 
ciated with sunset, the end of the 
day, when one retires to the stir- 
ring of the soul. Maganda depicts 
this dreamscape that offers 
respite for restless spirits. 

Inner harmony is also the 
theme explored in “A Piece,” 
which shows a bluish-purple vio- 
lin in the azure horizon. Here 
serenity is portrayed with the 
subtlety of the treble melody. 

Maganda is a master in blend- 
ing sound with the visual. He 
started painting when he was still 
in the music conservatory. His 
work is both lyrical and vi 
melodious and captivating. 
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The artist 
enthralls with 
provocative 
dreamscapes 


In “Tilted Nocturne,” one sees 
an inverted plantlike figure 
stretching down to the clouds be- 
low with a clef sign that hangs 
above the seed. One is charmed 
by the evolution of life seen in a 
different perspective, of a differ- 
ent kind of growth. 

As one has been accustomed to 
а humdrum existence, Maganda 
provides a view of the world with 
the inner eye, a view that sees 
and celebrates the magical in the 
natural, the fancy in the factual. 


Say cheese 

Maganda's later works are ex- 
plorations on various distortions 
оп the figure of a cheese. "Mr. 
Cheese” shows a purple cheese 
that appears to be a polo shirt 
with green neck tie and yellow 
collar, One also sees some pollen- 
like figures and leaflike figure 
floating with wisp of clouds 
above the collar. 

‘The same imagery is present in 
“Mr. Peak,” while “Cottage 
Cheese” seems like a room made 
of cheese. 

Maganda is fascinated with 
cheese, which comes in various 
colors and shapes. After having 
dreams of cheese, he decided to 
explore the figure and use it as a 
material. 

Sigmund Freud believes that in. 
dreams, condensation of images 
happen with the union of features 
of two or more objects. Conden- 
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sation isa dream function that re- 
veals but also conceals. 

The cheese іп Maganda’s 
painting may be inviting and al- 
luring, but just as the cheese is 
used to trap rats, perhaps Magan- 
da's painting alludes also to the 
double-sidedness of allure. 

The world we inhabit is a 
world of paradox, and for a mod- 
ern artist like Maganda, aware- 
ness of ambiguity and fleeting- 
ness is important in understand- 
ing one's self and the society. 

‘A world characterized by be- 
trayal and the dissolution of so- 
cial relations is a world that sum- 
mons the unconscious, the buried 
and repressed desire for emanci- 
pation—probably the last site of 


contestation, and also the arena 
by which one claims what has 
been lost. 

Hence, Maganda's exploration 
of his dreams is a way to bring us 
to the brink of existence since the 
irrational and insane aspects of 
our civilization always loom large 
in our horizon. With his paint- 
ings, we are invited to be a 
stranger filled with wonder. 

Maganda disrupts the hold we 
have on habitual experience and 
allows us to see our ephemeral 
universe resistant to all that is fa- 
miliar.

INGAPORE, the famed Lion City, is 
| S roaring with excitement these days as a 

result ofthe colors, textures and flavors 
1 coming from 59 life-size lion sculptures. 

Like the cities of Chicago and Seattle, 
which sponsored several years ago similar at- 
tractions featuring cows and pigs, respective- 
уу, Singapore prominently displays its lions in 
popular public areas—from hotels to malls, 

; side streets to major thoroughfares, exhibit 
1 halls to performance venues. 

Each lion stands fi#l-ameters high, 1.6 me- 

ters long and .65 meters broad. The lions; 
i weighing 55 kg each, were designed and 

made in Singapore from fiberglass with 
| polyester resin and white sealant coat. 

Several sponsors, led by the Singapore 
Tourism Board, Caltex and Raffles Hotel, 

| have commissioned various personalities not 

| only from the arts but also from business, en- 
tertainment, media and the sciences to jazz 
up their respective lions. 


African-inspired creation 
Опе of them is Singapore-based Filipino 
i artist Pacita Abad, who did an African-in- 
į spired take on her lion, which she aptly called 
| “Simba.” 

‘Abad, who has lived and painted in various 
parts of the world, including Europe, Africa 
and Latin America, for the past 25 years now, 
chose a riot of colors and-beads—fiery red, 
electric blue, sage-green, canary-yellow—to 
spruce up her lion. “Simba” and 17 other lions 
are featured at the Raffles Hotel. 

“Simba is a very sociable, confident and 
1 warm-hearted lion,” says Abad in the SingArt 

brochure. "I painted him with the colors 1 
used in my paintings, prints, and recently for 
the Alkaff Bridge [in Singapore]. They're also 
the colors of Africa, his home.”

FOOD for thought for gallery-goers 
As the recent “Art Jam,” a hodge- 

podge of mixed-media artworks in 
Crucible Art Gallery at the Aztwalk, L/4, Bldg. 
A, SM Megamall, Mandaluyong City. 

Tn a clear allusion to the jam session of jazz 
musicians, the exhibit includes two artists who 
are also musicians. The admixture of artworks 
itself was as crowded and spontaneous as jam- 
ming. 

Legendary rocker Joey “Pepe” Smith, here in 
his first attempt at the visual arts, comes up 
with four artworks depicting what could be im- 
ages, moods and emotions that influence, in- 
spire or express his music—showing the com- 
plexity of his psyche, personality or music. 

Three pieces are rendered in blow pen and 
pastel on paper. “Peppermint Snail” has a styl- 
ized form of a snail outlined in green and 
striped in umber on a charcoal-gray back- 
ground. 

In “Psycho-somatic,” the artist depicts on ex- 
posed paper a cobweb that segues into a sun- 
burst of green, yellow, red, orange, pink, blue, 
black. “Spiro-gyna” has the same sunburst of 
hues but the cobweb has been subtly replaced 
bya spiral. 

The artist is in a crepuscular mood in “Night 
Flight,” a diptych in acrylic on corrugated plas- 
tic boards, depicting on a solid-black back- 
ground numerous sparks of green, yellow, or- 
ange, viis which could be ‘moths or nocturnal 
birds. 

Lirio Salvador, a sculptor who's also a rock 
band member, is here with his signature stain- 
less-steel assemblages of outlandish musical in- 
struments. 

“Sandatang Hinihipo” looks like a combi- 
nation of cymbals and drum, while “Baby 
Sandata” is a guitar that’s not quite a guitar. 
Both are plugged into an amplifier and a 
video monitor that emits blue points of light 
when the sensitive sonic pieces are touched. 
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Hard-rock abstractions. 

Alfred Sarino, whose abstraction is influ- 
enced by hard rock, displays 10 photographic- 
transfer images of Pepe Smith on paper with the 
background retouched with acrylic in streaks of 
yellow, green, white, violet, fuchsia, gray, blue. 

Titled ‘A Different Pepe," the series shows the 
‘wacky musician mugging while holding a bil- 
kard cue, a glass of beer, a knife to his ear a 
firearm, or simply strumming on a guitar. 

Maela José, a multimedia artist based in 
Baguio City, offers her version of tinatik art in a 
kaleidoscope of bleeding hues. With dye on 
cloth, she has created spontaneous patterns in 
washes of orange, green, yellow, blue. 

Also referring to music, the artist has titled 
her pieces “Rock Guru,” “Rock & Soul” and 
“Rock & Roll.” 

Meanwhile, master printmaker Pandy Avia- 
do is more straightforward in referencing mu- 
sic. His Jazzmaster” shows a man with a guitar 
in a diptych of negative-positive images, the 
‘woodcut panel in brown and black and the 
proof print on paper in white and black 

"Telecaster" 1-2, fine prints retouched with 
‘watercolor, pencil, and pen and ink, show a gui- 
tarof black, brown, white and maroon. The first 
has the guitar laid on а gray seashore with а 
conch, while the second is a multiple exposure 
ofthe guitar on planes of ochre and pink super- 
imposed with ethnic characters. 

Though small, this exhibitis important for art. 
appreciation. Gallery-goers need more of this 
visual jamming, this interacting of artists of var- 
ious fields, to enrich their ideas of what art is. 


Innate musicality 

‘The arts are, of course, interrelated, and mu- 
sichas always been a popular theme and strong 
inspiration for visual artists. 

We don’t know why, but every time we lay 
eyes on a painting or drawing by Pedro Garcia 
Ii, we think of Debussy Maybe itis the sweeping 


languid lines, the sense of l

ment, or the impressionistic treatment of light 
and shadow. 

Or maybe it is the moon, full or crescent, 
that often appears on his canvas, And we think 
of the third movement of Debussy's "Suite 
Bergamasque." 

"Music," says Garcia, “is the conversation of 
souls... It is a higher level of language among 
people, almost universal. It a sacred instru- 
ment of communication that brings harmony 
and understanding without words.” 

‘And he wants to show this through a conver- 
gence of men and women ina music hall or on a 
dance floor. 

Also, tenor Andrea Bocelli is a favorite of his, 
And he has a friend playing with the Manila 
Philharmonic Orchestra. So that explains the in- 
nate musicality of his imagery. 

Garcia has been doing this theme since four 
years ago. It continues through his first big solo 
exhibit, “Let's Play" held simultaneously at the 
Ап Center (17 pieces in oil on canvas, paired 
with their drawing studies in charcoal and oil 
con paper) and in Big & Small Art Co. (10 pieces 
inoil) atthe Artwalk. 

The imagery is invariably of musicians and 
dancers, in tuxedoes, gowns and cocktail dress- 
es. There is one of an oddly angled and elabo- 
rately composed view of a carousel, but even 
here the figures seem to be doing a snake 
dance. 

Garcia is probably the only artist hereabouts 
who has set out to record this milieu, in the 
same way Kiko Escora records the Malate party- 
goers, Toulouse-Lautrec the Parisian demi- 
monde, or Degas the ballet dancers, 

There is a fluidity of color and line that the 
artist instinctively exploits for his theme and 
subject. “Kahit gaano kabilis ako magtrabaho, 
ganyan lang lumalabas,” he reveals. 


A special blending 

The paintings are nearmonochromatic, 
rendered in black, white, and warm tones of 
brown, especially golden brown and a rich red- 
dish brown. The artist is particularly fond of 
this last hue as it is "bold but sober, thus more 
versatile.” 

Just as notable are the looks of the figures. 
Theyre uniformly faceless and baldheaded, 
like mannequins dancing cheek to cheek or 
playing the cello. 

Garcia says he wants to show emotion not 
through facial expression but through the fig- 
ures aura and poses. He believes viewers can re- 
late more with such images, as they can compose 
the features in their mind and fill in the blanks. 

Finely inscribed on the canvas in his own 
handwriting isa sort of artists diary relating the 
processes or what he was doing or going 
through at the time he was working on the 
piece. Often included is a personal prayer. 

Garcia has a Bachelor of Fine Arts, major in 
Painting, from University of Santo Tomas. 
Artists he admires include Munch, Toulouse- 
Lautrec, Degas, Chagall, Bonnard, Onib Olme- 
do, Federico Alcuaz. One look and you see the 
extent of influence of those masters on this 
young man. 

n fact, his piece "The Dance” is a reworking 
of a Munch painting, rendered in his special 
brand of blending impressionism and expres- 
sionism. 

The social realist is likely to dismiss this as 
jüst technique, purely aesthetic. ethereality 
with no conscience at all. Toulouse-Lautrec, af- 
ter all, wasn’t just painting cafés and cabarets 
buta harsh world that appears to be disintegrat- 
ing in acid. 

“1 just paint depende sa nangyayari sa buhay 
ko,” says Garcia. 

For now, he seems to be still floating on a 
loud of romance. It is what gives his paintings 
their lyrical quality. Now, this art would be irel- 
evant ifto soothe the spirit is irrelevant. 
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“UNCOVERING LIFE," Avon's art exhi 
it-auction, brought together 12 breast 
cancer survivors and 15 artists in an 
evening for a cause.

Signature medium 

While many of the pieces are in mixed media, 
an entire suite is devoted to watercolor, the 
artists signature medium, in identical sizes and 
disparate colors. What is particularly dis- 
сете is the view the artist has taken, an om- 
niscient view from a disconcertingly acute an- 
gle, undoubtedly a vantage point to highlight 
the large and broad strokes which are both fit 
tingly spontaneous and solid. 

Convocar has developed a style uniquely his 
own and, indeed, difficult to copy and replicate. 
The process, he says, is tedious and truly ex- 
hausting, from the application of textures and 
basic tone all che way to the final washes. The 
style is a supreme tribute to the tenets of Ab- 
stract Expressionism—the merging of reason 
and intuition, of the mind and emotion. 

Equally fascinating to the eye are the mark- 
ings he creates on his canvases, ranging from 
curvilinear shapes to serial windows, down to 
the infinitesimal specks that have a life of their 
own when viewed from afar. 

The colors of Convocar’s canvases are no 
longer limited to his usual earth tones, as he 
now has experimented with blue or black in а 
couple of small pieces, "Teknoblu" and “Tran- 
scendental Playground". works he deliberately 
made as a breather from his trademark orange 
and beige. 

What easily stands out in this show is a large 
6 ft-x-4 fe canvas called "Lemurian Labyrinth.” 
With the multi-level grids and cross-sections of 
habitats he has conjured of that ancient city we 

3 call Lemuria, he paints an imposing picture of 
this civilization. cs a work that's visually mes- 
mertzing and truly grandiose in its sweep. 

Which is what exactly the subject requires in 
size, sweep and substance. Convocar has, in 
fact, announced that his next show by yearend 
will be large-scale—a whole plywood for every 
composition, which he has never done before. 


Primitive eye

SATURDAY mornings at St. Scholastica's Col- 
lege always see this ubiquitous wimpled fig- 
ure friend, confidante and mentor to thou- 
sands of students of music—doing her routine 
inspection of the corridors and classrooms of 
the School of Music. 

‘There, children eagerly congregate, their 
musical instruments proudly clutched, wait- 
ing for their music lessons or for their orches- 
tral rehearsals for the day. They also wait ex- 
pectantly for her ready rewards of candies 
and cookies, and tinfoil stickers or stars which 
she gives away especially when pleased with 
the pupils performance. 

Оп weekdays, she holds office, listens and 
gives advice to countless students who freely 
consult her about their myriad problems in- 
side or outside the classroom. 

‘She derives pleasure from unexpected vis- 
its of alumni or.friends that almost always 
lead to discussions about how to encourage 
the Filipino youth to take up music. 

“Instead of getting into mischief and hurl- 
ing stones at each other, let our young people 
pick up a musical instrument so that they may 
find fulfillment in life through music. Imagine 
this happening all over and our country 
would bea lot better off," she said once. 


Icon and pioneer 

St. Mary Placid Abejo, O.S.B., a national 
icon and respected pioneer in music education 
in the Philippines, is the dean of music of St. 
Scholastica's College. She turns 70 on Oct. 31 

After obtaining her bachelor’s degree in Pi- 
апо at St. Scholastica's College, Sister Placid 
took up postgraduate studies at University of 
Michigan in the United States and obtained a 
Ph.D. in Music Education. 

Upon her return to Manila in the 1970s, she 
scoured barangays all over the country for 
young talents. Those chosen were given 
scholarships, forming the Kabataang St. Scho 
‘Symphonic Band. Some of these young boys 
and girls later became members of the Manila 
Youth Symphony Orchestra (MYSO) and 
were privileged to come under the tutelage 


and directorship of Prof. Basilio Manalo. 

"Then, together with some of the country's 
musical leaders, Sister Placid reinvigorated 
the Piano Teachers’ Guild of the Philippines, a 
nationwide organization promoting quality in 
piano pedagogy and performance. 

Many successful pianists attest to Sister 
Placid's devotion to the guild's annual festivals 
and master classes, which have provided them 
strong foundations in their concert careers. 

Tn 1985, Sister Placid and Prof. Manalo co- 
founded Predis (Philippine Research for De- 
veloping Instrumental Soloists) to serve as a 
training ground for deserving string instru- 
mentalists. 

A stalwart in the Music subcommittee of 
the National Commission for Culture and the 
Arts, Sister Placid has been in the forefront of 
promoting Filipino musical artistry in various 
‘venues, such as those sponsored by the Philip- 
pine Society for Music Educators (PSME), the 
Chopin Society of the Philippines and the Na- 
tional Competition for Young Artists (NAM- 
CYA) where she occasionally serves as a juror 
in different categories. 

True to her name, she has also proven to be 
a peacemaker in the occasionally rough n 
cal arena. Distraught souls and troubled 
minds constantly turn to her for advice, en- 
couragement and solace. 

But when the occasion demands, she can 
also turn into a no-nonsense and fearless ad- 
vocate of responsibility, discipline and selfless 
service. She goes the extra mile to rehearse 
with a student if a teacher fails to turn up for 
music lessons. 

A stickler for organization and precision, 
she takes it upon herself to provide materials 
for the scripts of resource persons for their 
music lectures.

THE VIENNA Boys Choir is 
slated to give two special 
concerts for the benefit of 
the Philippine Philharmon- 
ic Orchestra (PPO) on Nov. 
9 and 10 at the Aliw The- 
atre, CCP Complex, and the 
St. Joseph Church, which 
houses the historic Bamboo 
Organ at Las Pifias, respec- 
tively. 

‘The choir will be billeted at the 
Manila Peninsula. According to 
Nedy Tantoco, president of Rustan 
Marketing Corporation, and H.E. 
‘Ambassador Christian Krepela, the 
fund-drive concert expects to raise a 
couple of a million pesos earmarked 
for the replacement of the old in- 
struments of the PPO, the country's 
national treasure. 

The Vienna Boys Choir counts 
more than 500 years of glorious 
musical history, first as a court choir 
during the reign of Maximilian I in 
1498, until it became known by its 
present name in 1924, six years af- 
terthe monarchy ended in 1918. 

From its foundation until today,

the choir sings every Sunday at Vi- 
еппаз Hofburg Chapel. Some 100 
boys are trained and are divided in- 
to four groups that are sent on a 
tour for 9-11 weeks a year, virtually 
becoming Austria's singing ambas- 
sadors. They perform a repertoire of 
renaissance and contemporary 
crossover songs (such as the theme 
from the movie "Titanic") 
‘Appearing in navalinspired at- 
tire, the Vienna Boys Choir has 
wowed audiences the world over 
with their angelic voices. It has been 
conducted by some of the 20th-cen- 
tury's great conductors such as Her- 
bert Karajan, Lorin Maazel, Sir 
George Solti, Claudio Abbado, 


Leonard Bernstein and Riccardo 
Muti Composers like Haydn, 
Mozart, Bruckner, Salieri and Schu- 
bert had composed pieces for it. 
Haydn and Schubert in fact had 
sung with it.

N THE LATE 1960s and early 

1970s, the years before martial 

law, Luis М Teodoro was a lead- 
ing practitioner of the short story, 
along with such stalwarts as 
Ninotchka Rosca, Cirilo F Bautista 
(who was more of a poet), and the 
Cebuano writers Resil B. Mojares 
and Renato Madrid. 

"This was the generation that came right 
after Gregorio C. Brilliantes and Gilda 
Cordero-Fernando. They blended style with 
content, and were published in the Free 
Press and Graphic magazines. 

“The Undiscovered Country” (UP Press, 
2004, 130 pages), a collection of stories by 
Teodoro, who is also a journalist and educa- 
tor, is thus long overdue, and allows us to 
better assess his contributions to Philippine 
literature in English. 


Bleak mood 

The melancholia of Manolo, the protago- 
nist of “In Transit,” pervades this story about 
a failed relationship, with Manolo shifting 
from one country to another, and perhaps 
from one chapter of his life to another. The 
mood is bleak, and there is no guarantee that 
Manolo will find the love and peace of mind 
he longs for. 

In “The 13th Disciple,” we enter (rather, 
re-enter) the world of the 1960s, with its 
witch-hunts, radical activists, and demon- 
strations before the US Embassy. Fred, Fort 
and the narrator form a troika: Fred, the son 
of a farmer, is a radical who opts to join the 
Establishment and marries into a rich family; 
Fort remains true to the progressive ideals of 
his youth, while dangling between them, like 
Saul Bellow’s Dangling Man, is the narrator, 
studiously pursuing a middle course. A vio- 
lent dispersal of a demo before the US Em- 
bassy bring the three together again after 
several years. 

“The Trial of Professor Riesgo," which won 
a Palanca Award, is subtle and introspective. 
‘The professor is like his house, whose “pa- 
per-thin walls afforded little protection from 
anyone who might want to get in...” In this 
case, it is the military who wants to get in, for 
Riesgo has been charged with “inciting to re- 
bellion.”

his earlier principles. 

"The Adversary” is a story of 
awakening. To help his mother 
‘make ends meet, the narrator (also sur- 
named Riesgo), a college sophomore, drops 
ош of school and goes to work as а chauffeur 
for the Secretary, a one-book intellectual who 
has since joined the government. 

‘There is a symbolic interplay of historical 
names here. The Secretary is called Miong 
(Emilio Aguinaldo's nickname). He employs 
а gardener who is a future revolutionary, 
Blias (like the Rizal character). And the 
younger brother of Elias, who longs to be a 
professional someday, is called José (like the 
national hero). It is with the radicals that 
Riesgo identifies with. 


Personal liberation 

‘An air of menace and uncertainty hangs 
over “The Distant City" Here we have anoth- 
er troika—Noel, his live-in partner Guia and 
their athletic friend Pete, But the focus is on 
Noel and his relationship with Guia which, 
along with their political activities, has 
raised eyebrows in the sectarian university 
where they teach. Noel launches his quest 
for personal liberation, which he equates 
with the movement for national liberation. 

The title story, “The Undiscovered Coun- 


try" is another story of awakening, a kind of 
belated coming-of-political-age tale. Anne, 
the American wife of a Filipino scientist, 
slowly realizes that her husband, Dr. Olvido 
(Spanish for forgotten), is not one who will 
fight for his academic rights. 

"Then she meets the student radical Fortu- 
mato Riesgo (yes, the same Fort Riesgo of 
“The 13th Disciple” but not to be confused 
with Professor Riesgo of the other story), 
and gradually Anne becomes aware of what 
her government has been doing to ће Philip- 
pines since 1899 to the present. 

‘This book brings us back to the pre-martial 
law era, when writers grappled with social 
issues and transformed these into fine fic- 
tion, which deserves a second reading after 
three decades. Writers wrote then to be pub- 
lished in magazines and to be read, and not 
just for awards (although hooray if you won 
опе). 

Looking back to that period through ай- 
mittedly subjective eyes, one can say it was a 
kind of Golden Age of the Filipino short story 
in English.

Arizona-based Jean Wall, 
daughter of a survivor of the 
attack, 

The 462-page, five-part 
book establishes an expanded 
historical context for the attack 
of the natives on Company C of 
the Ninth US Infantry Regi- 
ment in Balangiga, which re- 
sulted from a string of abuses 
the soldiers had committed 
against the populace. Two offi- 
cers of the Company were 
killed and the rest of the troops 
were nearly decimated by 
poorly-armed townsfolk who 
executed a masterful strategy. 

"The Balangiga Church bells 
which were tolled during the 
attack were taken as war tro- 
phies by the American troops 
who retaliated. The bells, on 
display at US military camps in 


ernment. The return of the 
relics is the last issue of con- 
tention between the US and 
the Philippines relating to the 
Fil-Am War. 

“Back in the 1930s, some- 
one who knew everything 
about the Balangiga attack 
from the American side wrote 
that the true story could never 
be told. We've managed to 
piece together original docu- 
ments and interviews that re- 
veal a very different story than 
the one usually found in histo- 
ry books, and one that seems 
to fit what the Balangiganons 
themselves say happened,” 
says Couttie. 

"The author is a former corre- 
spondent, an experienced 
British director, screenwriter, 
radio playwright and co- 
founder of the first indepen- 
dent newspaper for Filipinos in. 

He is also co-founder 
of the Tacloban City-based 
Balangiga Research Group, 
which continues to unearth the 
untold stories of the Balangiga 
Incident.

The em- 
ployment figure has doubled the 30,000 jobs 
posted during the peak operations of the US

A total of 55,421 were hired by various lo- 
cators and investors inside the Freeport zone, 
and about 5,000 are presently employed by 
the SBMA and its subsidiary firm, Freeport 
Service Corporation (FSC). 

‘Cumulative export value was pegged at 
$75 billion with $4.14 billion worth of com- 
mitted investments approved by the SBMA 
Board of Directors totaling to about 1,000 
companies in a span of six years, including 
several tourism-related businesses that at- 
tracted millions of local and foreign visitors. 

“Subic Freeport has the potential to do bet- 
ter than this performance. And this will only 
be possible if people work hand in hand for 
the better so that Subic Freeport could spur 
progress and be able to compete in the global 
arena,” Payumo added.

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Edu: We need other 
countries' help

THE OPTICAL Media Boatd can succeed in 
the fight against video and audio piracy only 
with the help of other Asian countries where. 
the bootleg products come from, according to 
OMB Chair Edu Manzano. 

Edu said, “Eighty-five percent of all the 
(fake) DVDs in the country come from 
Malaysia, number one; Indonesia, number 
two; and China, number three. The ones 
from Malaysia are of better quality but 
those from Indonesia and China are cheap- 
er, especially the DVDs from Manado, In- 
donesia, which come in through the Davao 
airport, And it's just an hour and 15 minutes 
away.” 

‘The OMB, which used to be known as the 
Videogram Regulatory Board, is tasked with 
licking the problem of video piracy in the 
country. 

Edu added that through intelligence 
sources, his office stopped two planes that 
carried counterfeit DVDs from entering the 
country. "But (the others) when they (the pi- 
rates) learn that we're waiting for them to 
land, they change directions and go back to 
their point of origin,” he said. “They can do 
that because they charter the whole plane. It's 
really a syndicate." 


Cheaper than in RP 

He explained that those who illegally ob- 
tain copies of Hollywood movies sell their loot 
to Malaysia, Indonesia and China because 
production cost there is much lower than in 
the Philippines. 

"And they are so lenient,” he said of the oth- 
er countries. “Last month, I joined one opera- 
tion in Malaysia and another one in Indone- 
sia. That's why you can't put the blame on the 
Philippines. ‘Those pirated materials don't 
come from here. They come from outside. 
Sometimes masyado na tayong api.” 

"We shouldn't be criticized,” he added. 
“They should stop the piracy at source. You 
know where these things are coming from, 
why don't you do something about the 
source?" 

Edu announced that he'd be meeting with 
his counterparts from other Asian countries in. 
Bangkok. They would organize a summit in 
the Philippines to be held, hopefully, before 
December. 

The OMB chair said his office has been 
working closely with the FBI and the United 
States Custom Service to hit their goal. "And 
they ve told me that despite having limited re- 
sources, we've made an impact to the Asean 
market in terms of confiscation and seizure,” 
he said. "In a way, this will help downgrade 
our standing in the priority watch." 

Although DVD replicating plants also exist 
їп the Philippines, the OMB is more con- 
cerned about the mom-and-pop operations 
that secretly conduct their trade in residences 
oreven schools. 

“You just buy five or 10 CD burners which 
you can put in your bedroom or bathroom, 
and they can run for 24 hours," he pointed 
ош. “Those operations are harder to nab than 
the ones that operate plants because the in- 
vestments [of the former] are bigger.” 


P20,000, not P120,000 

Edu also clarified last week that he earns 
less than P20,000 a month as head of the Op- 
tical Media Board, and not P120,000 as re- 
ported here earlier last week, 

Edu even brought his Oct. 1-15 pay slip to a 
press conference for his sitcom, "OK, Fine, 
Whatever and showed it around. The pay 
slip said his basic pay was P25,333 with Pera 
(provisional emergency relief allowance) of 
P1,000, which made his gross pay a total of 
26,333. He had total deductions of 
P7,058.98 for his ‘contributions to GSIS 
(P2,279.97), PhilHealth (P187.50), Pag-ibig 
(P100) and tax of P4, 491.51.

That doesn’t necessarily 
mean it's in conflict with what 
John’s doing. It's just a different 
approach.” 

‘Travolta agrees. ‘Joaquin is a 
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BLOW HOT, BLOW 
COLD. While 
Travolta (above) 
makes plans and 
follows them, 
Phoenix explores 
even while working 
before the cameras, 
according to director 
Jay Russel. 
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very serious actor,” he says. "He's very 
thoughtful and very responsible in 
trying to do the job right. I admire his 
professionalism in that way. But he 
does remind me of myself years ago 
in his earnestness to get it right, todo 
all the training, and his diligence.” 

Joaquin's earnestness extended to 
the training that all the actors playing 
firemen, including Travolta and Jay 
Hernandez (The _ Rookie,” 
"Crazy/Beautifal"), underwent at the 
Baltimore City Fire Department, es- 
pecially since virtually all the fires in 
this film are real, not CGI (computer- 
generated imaging) work. 

"Ioaquin's very humble about 
Russell recounts. "But when he fin- 
ished his training, the fire academy 
instructor said, ‘Look, if you want to 
sign up for the department, you're 
ready to join." . 

But it was difficult in the begin- 
ning, Joaquin admits, laughing. "I 
couldn't go down the fire pole. I wish 
you had seen Јау face when I said 1 
couldn't do it. He was like, Who did 1 
cast for this movie?" 


‘Feral’ eyes 

While Travolta is the picture of 
confidence in his power suit this af- 
ternoon, Phoenix, in a striped, short- 
sleeved cotton shirt with the collar 
askew, looks like a kid who stumbled 
into the hotel conference room by 
mistake. Thin, almost gaunt in ap- 
pearance, he often looks down when 
he answers a question. We won- 
der—is this the Joaquin Phoenix who 
projects such intensity on the screen? 
it's certainly a testimony to how good 
an actor heis. 

The intensity comes from those 
eyes, once described as “feral.” Fan- 
sites claim that Phoenix's eyes are 
green, but today, in this room bright- 
ened by the afternoon sun, they seem 
tobe a spooky gray. 

Still, there is something endearing 
and childlike about this man-boy 
Three days earlier, at an evening re- 
ception hosted by billionaire Mi- 
erosoft co-founder Paul Allen, we saw 
Phoenix surrounded by friends, bop- 
ping his head to jhe music of Robbie 
Robertson and his band as they 
played "Shine Your Light,” the "Lad- 
der 49" theme song. 

On the other hand, Travolta sat ata 
separate table by himself, except for 
two burly bodyguards planted on ei- 
ther side of him. 


The Leaf that was 

‘Today, Joaquin—brother of Rain, 
Burterfly, Summer and the late Riv- 
er kisses and hugs Russell and other 
familiar people. He himself used to be 
called Leaf. It is said that he came up 
with the name while watching his 
dad rake leaves. Just think: He once 
dated a girl named Acacia. 

But this product of parents, now di- 
vorced, who led a bohemian lifestyle 
as Christian missionaries, was previ- 
ously quoted as saying, "As 1 got older, 
Ithought [the name Leaf] was stupid, 
so] went back tothe original.” 

In any case, Joaquin could be 
named Leaf, Bark, Root or Branch, 
and still be one of the most interest- 

ing actors to watch. The most recent 
proof is his -wordless, wide-eyed, 
stunned reaction to a female charac- 
ter proposing marriage to him in "The 
Village.” A harelip scar only serves to 
give his face more character, setting 
him further apart from todays so- 
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Travolta: ‘Like me, Joaquin was a 
child actor. So I feel like we have 

that kinship. I think the world of him. 
He’s quite a decent fellow’

called “emerging actors,” who are vir- 
tually indistinguishable from one an- 
other. 

Inqumen Entertainment asks 
Phoenix to elaborate on Russell's ob- 
servation about his continued “ex- 
ploring even as the camera is rolling.” 
The actor obliges: "You need to al- 
ways have an idea of what you want 
to accomplish in a scene. You know 
what the end result will be, but 
[while] most actors and directors are 
focused on [thar] end result, to me 
the most interesting part is the pro- 
cess, the journey getting there. You 
have to be responsive to the moment, 
to the other actors and to the environ- 
ment. 


Crock full of... 

“1 don't know how you cen sit in 
your hotel room, know exactly what 
you want to do, and map out the 
scene. You may arrive on the set and 
there's a window that you have not 
considered. There are so many differ- 
ent things that will come into play so 
many different factors that you're go- 
ing to have to adjust to. 

“As long as you know the core of 
your character, you're able to try and 
explore different things within the 
scene, and hopefully capture a sense 
of spontaneity. But you still have to be 
able to make adjustments, especially 
in a movie like this one.” 

Phoenix feels just as strongly for 
colleagues who study other perform- 
ers, "Thats horse s-t,” he says. "I 
know a couple of actors who do that. I 
know guys who literally like to 
rewind a scene and watch Dustin 
Hoffman do something over and 
over” 

He applies the same term to actors 
who watch rushes. “They feel they 
can watch rushes and learn some-

thing. 1 don't think they do. All they 
learn is what angle they think they 
look best at. They learn that they 
don’t like their smile like this 
[demonstrates] or that they'd like to 
Took taller, or that they like all this st 
that has nothing to do with what act- 
ing is ail about. It breeds a certain 
self-awareness that is not good.” 

Basing on the birth date listed in 
Phoenix's bio, another writer prefaces 
a question by asking how the actor 
feels about turning 30 this month. 
“Oh, actually, ГЇ be 32," he says, 
chuckling, “I lied about my age for 
years.” 

_ After the laughter in the room dies 
down, he replies to the main ques- 
tion, which is what his transforma- 
tion from a young to a mature actor 
felt like. “It did happen very quickly" 
he says. “They used to say, ‘He's a kid, 
he's new; its okay if he fumbles the 
lines. Then I had to be on top of my 
game all the time, 1 think chat in 
"Signs; 1 realized for the first rime 
that I was [in fact] an adult and had 
to get everything right. 1 can no 
longer be the guy who says things 
like, Ч am going to have trouble with 
this.” 

“Something happens when there 
are expectations. You hit all the beats. 
1 think that's probably the difference 
between when you first start out and 
when you've been in the business for 
awhile." 


Half a century 

In “Ladder 49,” Phoenix marries 
the stunningly’ pretcy-in-person 
Jacinda Barrett, yet another actress 
from Australia, who was in “MTV Re- 
al World; London” in 1995. He is 
asked if his immediate future plans 
include starting a family of his own.
